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IT MAYIMPRISON SHEEHAN 


The Meaning of the Indictment Now 
Brought Against Him. 


REFUSED TO PRODUCE HIS BOOKS 


His Action Before the Lexow Commit- 
tee Acted Upon by the Grand 
Jury—He Declines to Dis- 


cuss the Case. 


Police Commissioner John C. Sheehan has 
been indicted by the Grand Jury for con- 
tempt of the Lexow committee. 

At the District Attorney’s office informa- 
tion of a positive character was refused on 
the subject, but facts were obtained which 
positively confirmed the rumors of the in- 
dictment as made public on Thursday and 
published in The New-York Times yester- 
gay. : 

The act for which the Police Commis- 
sioner was indicted was his refusal to give 
up the bank books demanded by Mr. Goff, 
as the Lexow committee’s counsel. If he is 
convicted, Mr. Sheehan may be imprisoned 
for one year in the penitentiary of fined 
$100, or both. 

The Commissioner was in Hornellsville, 
N. Y., yesterday, where he went on Thurs- 
day to meet his wife. To a reporter for the 
United Press, who called on him at Hor- 
nellsville, Mr. Sheehan said he knew that 
he had been indicted, but he declined to 
say anything about the matter for publi- 
cation. Early in the day there had been.a 
rumor that the Police Commissioner had 
run away to escape arrest under the indict- 
ment, but no one could be found who se- 
riously credited the story. 

At the Commissioner’s house, 464 West 
Twenty-sixth Street, Mr. Sheehan’s mother- 
in-law, Mrs. Mulhall, said that he had left 
for Hornellsville on the 8:20 train Thursday 
morning. 

“At that time Mr. Sheehan expected to 
be away until Monday or Tuesday,” Mrs. 
Mulhall said. ‘I don’t know that he will 
change his plans,’’ she added. 

Under the law the finding of an indictment 
cannot be officially made public until the 
indicted person is under arrest. It is for 
this reason that the District Attorney’s 
office declined to confirm the story respect- 
ing Mr. Sheehan, though no fear is enter- 
tained that he will fail to give himself up. 

The information against the Commissioner 
was given, it is understood, by the stenog- 
rapher of the Lexow committee, under di- 
rections from Mr. Goff. The stenographer 
read his minutes, and a transcribed copy 
was filed with the indictment. This is all 
the evidence necessary under the statute to 
warrant the finding of an indictment. 

It was at one time supposed on Thursday 
that the Police Commissioner had been 
indicted on the complaint of the Com- 
mittee of Seventy, whto charge him with 
having violated the election laws, but it 
was made ‘manifest yesterday that this 
was not so. 

The circumstances leading up to Sheehan’s 
indictment marked one of the most sensa- 
tional incidents in the work of the Senate 
investigating committee. Mr. Goff com- 
pelled Commissioner McClave to give up all 
his bank books, and having found therein 
material which he considered of great value 
in his search for facts relating to’ the al- 
leged police corruption he instructed Shee- 
han to produce his bank books. This the 
Police Commissioner declined to do. Mr. 
Goff called the Commissioner a ‘“‘ grand lar- 
ceny thief,’’ and Mr. Sheehan retorted by 
calling Mr. Goff a “ liar.’’ 

The witness was threatened with con- 
tempt proceedings, but he remained firm in 
his refusal. He said that if specific acts 
of corruption were alleged against him, and 
specific dates given on which entries in his 
bank books migit be expected to reveal 
information that would convict him, he 
would give up the books. He declined, how- 
ever, to submit them for a general inspec- 
tion and overhauling, on the ground that 
they only contained matter that related to 
his private affairs. 

It is expected that this is the defense that 
will be interposed by the Commissioner 
when he is brought to trial under the in- 
dictment. 

A case somewhat analogous to the present 
one arose during the investigation of the 
Departmen: of Public Works by a Senate 
committee when Hubert O. Thompson was 
Commissioner. One of the employes of the 
department, a man named McDonald, re- 
fused to give up certain books in his posses- 
sion. The committee declared him in con- 
tempt, and it was ordered that he should 
be locked up till the end of the session. 

Legal proceedings were taken to secure 
his release under a writ of habeas corpus, 
but the Court of Appeals confirmed the sen- 
tence. 


TO MANUFACTURE COTTON WHERE IT GROWS 


Extensive Mills to be Erected in South 
Carolina. 


CHARLESTON, 8S. C., Dee. 7.—The Di- 
rectors of Clifton Mills, Spartanburg Coun- 
ty, have determined to build a new cotton 
mill, which will make the third mill operat- 
ed by this company on Pacolet River. 

The new mill will be built at Thompson’s 
Shoals, which has a water power capacity 
of 20,000 spindles and 800 looms without the 
aid of steam power. The mill will be fing, 
ished and in operation by the Ist of next 
October, and when finished this mill will 
make five cotton mills within a three-mile 


radius. These mills will have altogether 
90,000 spindles, and will be able to consume 
every pound of cotton grown in Spartan- 
burg County. 


Lexow Hopes to Finish in a Month, 

Speaking yesterday in reference to the 
proposed extension of the duties of the 
committee of which he is Chairman, Sen- 
ator Lexow said: 

“We are not going to shirk any public 
duty, even though its performance would 
entail more personal sacrifice upon us. 

“If the committee is continued, we would, 
of course, require a continuation of present 
-counsel, which would be a difficult matter. 
Personally, my sacrifices for the committee 
have been numerous. I have had to en- 
gage three outside lawyers to keep up my 
law practice, and I would not undertake an 
-equat-amount of work for less than $100 
a day. 

“The committee will not be allowed to re- 
ceive a dollar for the services that have 
been rendered to the city, and mileage is 


not even allowed since the recent election. 
We are all happy to feel that our services 
to the ty have been fruitful and hope to 
he through inside of a month at least.” 


Struck by a Train and Killed. 

JAMESTOWN, N. Y., Dec. 7.—Myron 
Sherman, his wife, and grandson were struck 
by an Erie train while crossing the tracks 
between Ashville and Lakewood this after- 
noon. 

‘The child was instantly killed. Mrs. Sher- 
man was terribly mangled, and will die. 
Her husband received severe internal in- 
juries and his right leg was badly fractured, 


and it is feared he cannot recover. The 
horse was killed outright, and the buggy 
into splinters. : 


. THE TORPEDO WENT WRONG 


The Cunningham Projectile Bored into the 
Mad—The Fault Supposed to be 
in the Firing Tube. 


NEWPORT, R. I., Dec. 7.—After a year’s 
preparation, the third trial of the Cun- 
ningham rocket torpedo was made here 
to-day, in Coddington Cove. Commander 
George A. Converse had charge, assisted by 
Lieut. R. C. Smith, Lieut. G. F. W. Hol- 
man, and Lieut. F. F. Fletcher, in com- 
mand of the torpedo boat Cushing, which, 
with the Stiletto, was employed in the 
tests, 

The torpedo is the invention of Patrick 
Cunningham of New-Bedford, and is pro- 
pelled by the resistance of the water to the 
ecape of gases generated by the slow burn- 
ing of rocket composition within the tor-, 
pedo. The rocket composition is in three 
adjoining compartments. Heretofore only 
one has burned, but changes made in the 
construction of the projectile are such that 
this defect is probably remedied. The re- 
mainder of the torpedo has also been 
changed, more than fifty pounds having 
been transferred to the head. 

All conditions appeared to favor the 
projectile, but no sooner had it been dis- 
charged than it went directly into the mud, 
though it had twenty-nine feet of water 
for nearly all the distance that it was ex- 
pected to travel. It was found later by the 
diver, 200 feet away from the tube, it hay- 
ing dug its way well down. 

At first the failure was charged to the 


change of balance of the torpedo, but later 
it was the consensus of opinion that the 
firing tube was altogether too light, and 
that the downward direction at once taken 
was due to a rising of the rear of the tube, 
as a result of the discharge. A more rigid 
firing tube will be arranged at once, and 
the second torpedo fired. 

The torpedo used to-day was 16 feet 
long and weighed 1,300 pounds. Two of 
the compartments were each charged with 
125 pounds of the rocket composition. The 
firing cube to-day was an ordinary iron 
pipe suspended from a spar, the only hold- 
ing power of which was formed by two 
anchors. It was quite unfit for its purpose. 


DID MR. BURNS STEAL A MARCH? 


REAL ESTATE AND POLITICS AS 
FOUND IN SING SING, 


Assemblyman Ryder Said to Have 
Planned to Get State Lands—A 
Suggestion of Irregularity. 


SING SING, N. Y., Dec. 7.—An eligible 
strip of land at the southern extremity of 
Spring Street, past which the electric street 
cars run, making it within five minutes’ 
ride of the heart of the village, has been 
for years looked upon as a good building 
site for residential purposes. But it was 
owned by the State, and could not be sold. 
t was a portion of the State prison prop- 
erty, but that institution was under the hill 
and out of sight. 

Toward the close of the session of the 
last Legislature, in the rush of bills through 
final passage, Assemblyman Edgar L. Ry- 
der, from this village, was instrumental in 
getting through a bill, which became a 
law, providing for the sale of this land. 

This fact did not become known in this 
village until about ten days ago, when 
things developed which made it appear 
that somebody was making money on land 
spéculation, and it has even been insinuated 


_that Mr. Ryder was negotiating for the land 


for his own emolument. 

Some would-be purchasers of this ~vil- 
lage called on Mr. Ryder to make inquiries, 
but they got evasive answers, so they say. 
The land was for sale by the Land Com- 
missioners, but it was supposed to be only 
on bids. 

A stranger one day last week entered the’ 
store of Frank Ogden, which occupies a 
corner lot of the strip, dnd astounded the 


proprietor by announcing himself as the 
owner of the property. Mr. Ogden’s surprise 
may be imagined when it is known that he 
was one of those who had called on ex- 
Assemblyman Ryder with a view to pur- 
chasing a lot himself. 

The stranger at first refused to give Mr. 
Ogden his name, but showed some papers 
entitled *‘ New-York State, Letters Patent 
to J. Irving Burns,’’ the new Assemblyman 
from the First District. When questioned, 
the new landlord admitted that he was J. 
Irving Burns. 

It is regaraed as a question in this local- 
ity whether Mr. Burns had stolen a march 
on Mr. Ryder. Mr. Burns said that he had 
only come to view his new property, and 
that, in future, Mr. Ogden would have to 
transact his business in relation to the 
property with Mr. Burns’s representatives, 
Tarrytown real estate agents. 

Mr. Burns, it is said, gave $4,200 for the 
entire property. One of his representatives 
called on Mr. Ogden last Monday, and told 
him that he would sell the corner lot, which 
is about one-tenth of the entire property, 
for $3,000. It was declined. Mr. Burns’s 
property has a frontage of 549 feet on 
Spring Street and 255 feet on Lafayette 
Avenue. These real estate brokers will now 
sell this property in parcels, from which 
they expect to realize at least $25,000. 

Ex-Assemblyman Ryder said to a reporter 
for The New-York Times that the act called 
for the sale of this property on bids, and 
that the most favorable one should be ac- 
cepted. He knew of at least two bids which 
had been made to the Commissioners, and 
he has called upon them for an explanation. 

To the same reporter, Mr. Burns said that 
he purchased the property in good faith and 
that there was no underhand work in it, so 
far as he knew. He thought it a good way 
to invest his money. 


MR, MINER’S HOUSE BROKEN INTO 


The Second Time Burglars Have At- 
tempted to Rob the Pince. 


A second attempt was made to rob the 
residence of Congressman-elect Henry C. 
Miner, at 25 Madison Avenue, early yes- 
terday morning. The first attempt was 
made shortly before election day. 

Mr. Miner was absent from home yester- 
day, but his valet, August Uhl, who sleeps 
in a room adjoining his, heard the burglars 
and awakened Mr. Miner’s sons, Thomas 
and Harry. Together ‘they made an effort 
to catch the burglars, but failed. 

One of the sons discharged a revolver out 


of a window. and brought a park policeman 
to the house. A search was made, but 
nothing was found except a torn curtain at 
the window through which an entrance had 
been effected, and some auger holes in Mr. 
ais study door, above and below the 
lock. 


William Clark Shot by a Cab Driver. 

James Lee, a cab driver, of 615 First Ave- 
nue, shot William Clark of 323 East One 
Hundred and Fourteenth Street last night. 
Clark was taken to the Harlem Hospital, 
and is not expected to recover. 

Lee, Clark, and another man _ started 
from the East Thirty-fourth Street Ferry 
in Lee’s cab early in the evening, and 


drove up town, making many stops at 
saloons. They stopped at Clark’s house 
and had a can of beer. Then they went to 
Edward Denin’s saloon, at One Hundred 
and Fourteenth Street and Third Avenue, 
where, after drinking many times, Lee shot 
Clark. He then walked away, while the 
unknown man drove off with the cab. 


Killed by White Caps. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., Dec. 7.—Tom Edgin- 
ton, living near Springfield, Ky., was killed 
by White Caps shortly after midnight this 
morning. 

Two men, wearing: white veils and long 
cloaks, forced an entrance into his house. 


Edginton jumped out of bed, when one of 
the men grabbed him while the other shot 
him.

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BABCOCK TAKES IT BACK | 


Explains His Recent Remarks About 
McKinleyism. 


PROTECTED INTERESTS PROTEST 
They Insist on a Retarn to Old Repub- 
lican Doctrines if They Are to 

Furnish

WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—Chairman Bab- 
cock’s recent announcement about McKin- 
leyism, in which he gave the country to un- 
derstand that he had repudiated it as a 
party doctrine, does not appear to have 
made a good impression, or it may have 
been heard from in one of the sections 
where McKinleyism is more popular than it 
is with Reed, Sherman, Allison, Clarkson, 
and other Republican leaders. 

There has been some amusement among 
Democrats at the performances of the Re- 
publicans who are discrediting the McKin- 
ley doctrines, and predictions have been 
made that the men who were “shy” of 
protection would be admonished that they 
were going too far. Babcock has verified 
the predictions. He has been giving out 
to-day a statement of what he really be- 
lieves or wi teach about protection, and 
he appears to have got back to old moor- 
ings. 

The notion is here that the impoverished 
manufacturers, who hope to get back, one 
of these days, into their oid partnership 
with the Government, have been intimating 
that if the Republicans are to be no better 
protectionists than the’ Democrats, the Re- 
publican Party need not expect to “fry”’ 
any more “fat’’ from them for campaign 
purposes. 

The men who put up the “fat” a few 
years ago will have to wait, no matter what 
the position of’ Mr. Babcock on the tariff 
question, for more than two years before 
they can hope to get back their old margin 
of profits. Before there is a chance to vote 
for another set of Congressmen, Chairman 
Babcock will have opportunity to make 
many proclamations, and it would not be 
safe to bet that before 1896 he will not have 
settled down as an advocate of the tariff 
passed in 1894. 

In his statement given out to-day Mr. 
Babcock says: 

“What I said was that at the time of the 
passage of the McKinley bill there was not 
one Republican in five who approved of the 
extreme prohibitory schedules of the bill, 
and I cited as one of these the duty on 
calico, which was more than the most ar- 
dent protectionist could ask for or defend. 

‘My criticisms of the prohibitory sched- 
ules of the bill I believe to be just, 
but I did not intend to criticise the 
measure as a whole, for I gave it a hearty 
support, and have always been an earnest 
advocate of protection. I said further that 
I believed the intelligence of our American 
people was the foundation of our strength 
as a nation; that the people were ever 
ready to condemn what in their judgment 
appeared to be unwise legislation, as evi- 
denced ‘by the recent election.” 

It is proper to state that the careful re- 
porter of the United Press to whom Mr. 
Babcock’s original statement was made 
took particular pains to give, as he believed, 
the exact language’ used. Twenty-four 
hours after the interview had been widely 
published, this same reporter saw Mr. Bab- 
cock ‘on another matter, and the Chair- 
man of the Republican Congressional Cam- 
paign Committee took no exceptions to the 
published interview, 

Mr. Babcock even to-day, in conversation, 
qualified his explanation of what he now 
says he suid by adding the words “‘ or what 
I meant to have said.”’ 


SEELY’S DEFALCATION WAS $350,250. 


The Total Shown by the Books—As- 
sistant Cashier Crane’s Absence. 


The amount of Bookkeeper Samuel C. 
Seely’s stealings from the National Shoe 
and Leather Bank has been reduced by a 
fuller examination of the books. The de- 
falcation, as at first announced, amounted 
to $354,000. It now stands at $350,250. 

Seely has not been apprehended. The offi- 
cers of the bank yesterday denied emphat- 
cally that the absence of Assistant Cashier 
William Ray Crane was connected in any 
way with Seely’s defalcation or the exami- 
nation of the books. 

““Crane,”’ said Cashier W. D. Van Vleck, 
“is as honest as the day is long. 
He is not implicated in any way with 


Seely’s thefts. Poor fellow, he may never 
come back from the South. He is suffering 
from pulmonary troubles. When the Seely 
exposure came, young Crane wanted to stay 


and help us look over the books, but his 


health was so precarious that the Directors 
gave him a six months’ furlough. The in- 
vestigation of the books has left him with- 
out a stain. No one even suspected him. 
Seely had no accomplices inside the bank.” 


Register Levy Makes More Changes. 
Register Levy, who is now posing as a re- 
former, has promoted L. Shapiro to the 
place of index clerk, made vacant by the 
discharge of J. C. Starin. The salary has 
been increased from $1,000 to $1,200 a year. 


To fill Shapiro’s place, Ferdinand Hezel has 
been appointed, at a one-thousand-dollar 
salary. . 

Reformer Levy says that, while’ Hezel 
was a Democrat, he was not appointed as 
an organization man. 

Ferdinand Marx has been appointed to 
succeed Bernard F. Fitzpatrick as exam- 
iner, at $1,200 a year. Marx was promoted 
from a position as folio writer. Peter T. 
Gray, a custodian, has resigned voluntarily. 

The Tammany men are busy criticising 
Levy’s reform methods, and charges of race 
prejudices are made now and again.

BINGHAMTON, .N. Y., Dec. 5.—The pub- 
lishers of The Binghamton Evening Herald 
four weeks ago began the publication of a 
morning edition.

ald, confessing that the experiment was a 
failure and could not be made to pay. 

The Leader last night offered to donate 
$5,000 to local charitable institutions if it 
could not show double the circulation of 
The Evening Herald, and it is believed that 
this challenge. may have hastened the sus- 
pension, as the publishers state in their 
valedictory. that they will send their evening 
edition to their morning subscribers unless 
otherwise ordered. 7 . ”

Department has received such returns in 
regard to the production of gold in the 
United States during the calendar year 


194 as warrants the statement that the 
output will approximate $43,000,000. The 
States of Colorado, Montana, Idaho, and 
California will show an increase amounting 
in the aggregate to $7,000,000. Of the total 
production of the year it is estimated that 
California will contribute $13,750,000; Col- 
orado, $11,275,000; Montana, $4,575,000, and 
Idaho, $2,225,000.

HUGE GAME WITH NOTES

Bank of England Lowers It 1-2 Pence Per 
Ounce-—-Wheat Bills Sent to Europe 
Instead of the Metal. 


For the first time since the new Govern- 
ment bond issue, gold was taken yesterday 
from the Sub-Treasury for export. The 
amount was $1,250,000. It will be shipped 
to-day. 

Soon after the announcement of the with- 
drawal, came news that the Bank of Eng- 
land had reduced the price of gold 4% pence 
per ounce. Bankers at once figured that 
in consequence shipments could not be made 
at a profit at present rates of exchange. 
Thereupon exchange eased, and danger of 
further immediate engagements was averted. 

Another cause affecting exchange was the 
arrival-of wheat bills in the market. The 
New-York Times indicated several days ago 
that this would occur. Wheat has enjoyed 
an active export demand for the last fort- 
night. Ordinarily the movement begins 
early in the Fall. Abundant supplies from 
Russia and Argentina have fed Europe 
until this time. Now that the appetite for 
American wheat has returned, it is expected 
to continue, and to offset in a measure 


the call from foreign money centres for 
American gold. : 

- It was reported down town yesterday that 
one house which wished to make gold re- 
mittances of $2,000,000 to Europe to-day, and 
which had intended to borrow it from banks 
and to replace it in installments by ex- 
changes at the Sub-Treasury, bought wheat 
bills yesterday, and will send them to-day 
instead of gold. ‘ 

Should rates of exchange make no further 
advance, the Treasury gold reserve, it is 
thought, will not drop to $100,000,000 for 
some time. There have been daily gold 
withdrawals all this week by bond purchas- 
ers who borrowed gold from the banks and 
are now repaying it. The amount taken 
from the reserve on this account reached 
$4,500,000 by Wednesday. Drafts on the re- 
serve, including the amount taken for ex- 
port, were estimated yesterday when busi- 
ness closed, at $7,000,000. 

With the conditions now promised, bankers 
hope that, the local demand having been 
nearly satisfied apparently, the reserve will 
suffer no further decrease, until called upon 
to meet interest on American investments 
abroad, at the beginning of the new year. 


CHANGES IN THE POST OFFICE 


NEW MAN PLACED IN CHARGE OF 
THE REGISTRY DEPARTMENT. 


Augustus V. Maze, Superintendent of 
Mails, Has Also Resigned — Men 
May Have an Increase in Pay. 


Henry J. Lee, Superintendent of the Reg- 
istry Department in the General Post Office, 
has been suspended by Postmaster Dayton, 
on the recommendation of Inspectors Ma- 
chen and Shepard, who were detailed by 
the Postmaster General to investigate postal 
affairs in this city. <A failure to enforce 
discipline in his department is the charge 
brought against Mr. Lee, 

Postmaster Dayton has detailed Mr. Phil- 
lips, the First Assistant Superintendent of 
the Registry Department, to act as Super- 
intendent of that division pending the ac- 
tion of the Postmaster General in the case, 
Mr. Lee was not in the city yesterday. 

The resignation of Augustus V. Maze, 
Superintendent of Mails in the .General 
Post Office, has also been handed to Post- 
master Daytgn for transmission to Wash- 
ington. Mr. Maze asks that his'resignation 
take effect Jan. 1, 1895. 

The decision of Mr. Maze to resign is co- 
incident with the conclusion of the investi- 
gation of the Post Office Inspectors. . Post- 
master Dayton, when seen yesterday, how- 
ever, positively denied that there was any 
connection between the resignation of Mr. 
Maze and the work of the Inspectors. . Mr, 
Maze, he said, had spoken to him about 
tendering his resignation more than six 
months ago, ‘ 

Mr. Maze is now away on leave of ab- 
sence, and it is not expected that he will 


resume his duties until his resignation has 
been acted upon. Friction between Mr. Maze 
and the heads of other departments, it is 
said, furnishes the grounds for his desire to 
resign. 

Mr. Maze entered the Federal service as a 
Post Office clerk thirty-one years ago. He 
passed through the various grades and was 
appointed to his present position by Post- 
master Van Cott in July, 1889. 

Thomas J. Clark, the Assistant Superin- 
tendent of Mails, has been detailed to act as 
Superintendent, pending the appointment of 
Mr. Maze’s successor. 

Postmaster Dayton said that he had made 
no recommendation in the case and would 
not unless asked by the Postmaster General 
to make a selection for the vacated office. 

One result of the work of the Inspectors, 
Mr.. Dayton said, would probably be an in- 
crease of pay for the Post Office employes. 
He has frequently represented that the 
postal employes here are underpaid, and he 
is confident that the Inspectors coincide with 
his view. Mr. Dayton also has reason to 
believe that, the working force of the office 
will be increased. 


ATTEMPT TO. WRECK A SOUTHERN EXPRESS 


Senator Hill Was on the Train, Which 
Was Little Damaged. 


CHARLESTON, S. C., Dec. 7.—An at- 
tempt was made near Florence, 8. C., last 
night to wreck the north-bound passenger 
train on the Atlantic Coast Line. A piece 
of timber 14 feet long was laid on the track 
parallel with and between the rails, 

The engine, mail, baggage, and first-class 
cars passed over the obstruction, but the 
sleeper trucks caught the timber and 


dragged it for a mile, when the trucks of 
the sleeper were turned across the track, 
tearing up the track for several hundred 
yards. The-train was running sixty miles 
an hour, and had it left the track at this 
point it would have gone down a thirty-five- 
foot embankment and great loss of life 
would have resulted. As it was no special 
harm was done.

Henry M. Haigh and David E. Kellam 
Arrested as Swindlers. 


SAID TO HAVE TRIED FOR $85,000 


H. E. Simmons Signed Everything 
They Wanted and Says They 
Used His Name to Float 
Bogus Paper, 


Central Office detectives yesterday arrest- 
ed Henry M. Haigh, a lawyer of 67 Ex- 
change Place, and David L. Kellam, 4 
broker of 349 Broadway, on the charge of 
conspiring to swindle H. E. Simmons of 
253 Broadway, out of $85,000. Haigh was 
arrested at his office, and Kellam at his 
home, 70 West Eighty-third Street. Both 
were locked up at Police Headquarters. 

Mr. Simmons says he is the President of 
the Prosser Falls and Priest Rapids Canal 
Company of Tacoma, Washington. The 
company had issued $600,000 of bonds, 
which were sold by contract abroad, but 
no money for them had been received. 
Work on the canal was stopped, and Sim- 
mons wanted to raise money to continue it. 
He consulted Charles Low, a broker of 35 
Broadway, who told him David L. Kellam 
could handle paper for their mutual bene- 
fit. Mr. Simmons says he told Mr. Low 
to investigate Kellam’s standing and the 


report was made that Kellam was all 


right. Simmons and Low went to Kellam’s 
office July 13. 

They were introduced by Kellam to a 
‘Mr. Western,” who represented himself 
as President of the Honesdale Savings 
Bank and Trust Company of Honesdale, 
Penn. During their conversation: with Mr. 
Western, Kellam left the room. Mr. Sim- 
mons then asked Western if Kellam was a 
responsible man to deal with, and Western 
said Kellam was perfectly responsible for 
any contract he might undertake. 

When Kellam returned, plans to ‘raise 
money for the Canal Company were dis- 
cussed, and Kellam told Mr. Simmons that 
he was President of a company then build- 
ing a railroad in West Virginia, and that 
he, too, wanted some money for temporary 
use before his bonds were put on the mar- 
ket. He said he owned 40,000 acres of coal 
and timber land in Lincoln County, West 
Virginia. Kellam proposed that Simmons 
should sign four notes of $6,000 each, to be 
used to buy whisky at a low market price. 
The whisky was to be left in storage, and 
Kellam said he knew a man named Deane 
who would advance them, in ready money, 
75 per cent. of the face value of the certif- 
icates. Then the money could be lequally 
divided. Then, when the Tariff bill passed 
and the price of whisky rose, they could 
sell out and divide the profits, and use the 
balance of the money until the notes ma- 
tured. 

Kellam had the notes already prepared and 
indorsed by M. A. Smith. They were for 
four months each, and were drawn on 
the Nassau Bank. Kellam agreed that the 
notes should be renewed for four months 
longer when they fell due. He also agreed 
that they should not be used except through 
banks, and that none of them should be 
sold. Western advised _Mr.. Simmons to 
sign the notes, saying that, if there was 
any. trouble in securing their renewal, it 
could be overcome by paying $1,000 on each 
note. Simmons did everything he was asked 
to do. 

Kellam next proposed that he and Mr. 
Simmons issue joint paper in addition to 
these’ notes, to be discounted for their ben- 
efit. It took him four days to convince Mr. 
Simmons that this scheme, too, was all 
right. 

They signed an.agreement to the effect 
that Mr. Simmons should enter into a part- 
nership with Kellam to issue notes to the 
amount of $100,000, bearing Simmons’s sig- 
nature. To sécure Mr. Simmons against 
loss on Kellam’s share of the notes Kellam 
was to give to Mr. Simmons a mortgage 
for $150,000 on his 40,000 acres of West Vir- 
ginia property, and all money received by 
Simmons from his share of the proceeds of 
the notes was to be considered as part pay- 
ment of the mortgage until it was dis- 
charged. The agreement was witnessed by 
Mr. Low. 

Mr. Simmons thus stood to lose $100,000. 

His next step was to sign $61,000 worth of 
notes in amounts from $1,000 to $10,000 
each. These were made in favor of Kellam, 
and were placed in the hands of Mr. Low. 
They were without date, and Low was to 
deliver them to Kellam as the latter wanted 
them. Mr. Low was to take receipts for 
all that he delivered to Kellam. Kellam 
was to use them strictly in accordance with 
the terms of the agreement. Mr. Low was 
also to deposit all. money received from 
Kellam to the account of Mr. Simmons, in 
the Nassau Bank. 

Mr. Simmons went to California, Aug. 3, 
believing hjs interests in this city were in 
good hands. He heard disquieting stories a 
short time ago, and began to suspect that 
Kellam was“not keeping faith with him. 
Mr. Simmons learned that Henry M. Haigh 
was offering his notes for sale at 25 per 
cent. of their face value. He communicated 
with Mr. Low, who was a stranger to 
Haigh, and Mr. Low called at Haigh’s office. 

Haigh offered to sell the notes to him at 
50 per cent. of their value. Mr. Low did 
not betray his connection with Mr. Sim- 
mons, but arranged with Haigh to purchase 
$50,000 of them. He sent his clerk, Robert 
Hayes, to buy them, and Haigh gave to 
Hayes a memorandum of $33,000 worth of 
the notes, which he was ready to dis- 
pose of. Hayes agreed to close the bargain, 
and made an appointment to meet Haigh 
yesterday, and afterward Haigh sent Hayes 
the following letter: 

Dec. 6, 1894. 
Mr. Robert Hayes, Post Office Box 14, City. 

Dear Sir: I hope to have $49,000, and 
maybe the entire $50,000 to-morrow. Stand 
is this—$33,000 in hand; $10,000 to come from 
out of town in morning. I anticipate. pick- 
ing up $6,000 or $7,000 to-day, so be prepared 
to close on $50,000, If it then suits you I 
can make contract to buy $50,000. more of 
similar paper at 55 per cent, I can’t get it 
a cent less, net, and only write this so you 
may be in a situation to advise me where to 
meet you to-morrow. Very truly, 


H. M. HAIGH. 
Mr. Simmons arrived here Dec. 3, and was 


told of the plan to nip Haigh’s scheme. 

Simmons and Hayes called yesterday af- 
ternoon on Inspector McLaughlin and out- 
lined the case to him. The Inspector sent him 
with three detective Sergeants to Justice 
Grady atthe Tombs Police Court. The Justice 
advised the immediate arrest of Haigh and 
Kellam for conspiracy to defraud. Then, in 
company with Hayes, the three detectives 
went to Haigh’s office. Haigh received 
them without suspecting their real errand, 
and Hayes informed Haigh that he had 
$25,000 with which to pay for $50,000 worth 
of notes. 

Haigh produced $33,000 worth of notes 
and was promptly arrested. He was much 
surprised, but he did not attempt to resist 
and was taken to’ Police Headquarters, | 

The detectives then hurried to Kellam’s 
office, but he was not there. Then they went 
to his home, where they caught him as he 
was leaving the house. He had learned of 
Haigh’s arrest, and, jit is alleged, was about 
to leave the city. He had two one-thousand- 


Aug. 10 and Sept. 11, respectively. He, too, 
was locked up at Police Headquarters. 
Neither prisoner would say a word about 
the matter when questioned by Inspector 
McLaughlin. 

The notes found on Haigh were one for 
$10,000, three for $6,000 each, and one for 
$5,000. The.six-thousand-dollar notes are of 
the original issue of $24,000. 

Mr. Simmons says he has learned that the 
other six-thousand-dollar rote is held by a 
Stock Exchange broker named Morgan as 
collateral for a loan of $1,500 advanced by 
him to Kellam’s son. 

Kellam is fifty-nine years old, and is 
married. Haigh gave his age as fifty-five 
years, and his home as 90 Bowery. He 
said he, too, was married. 

Both prisoners will be arraigned this 
morning in the Tombs Police Court. 

It is not believed that Kellam owns an 
acre of land in West Virginia, or is inter- 
ested in any railroad. Mr. Simmons now 
thinks he has been outrageously swindled. 
He signed altogether $85,000 worth of notes, 
of which only $35,000 worth has been re- 
covered. There are thus left outstanding 
notes to the amount of $50,000, of which 
Broker Morgan holds one for $6,000. 
Where the rest are only Kellam and Haigh 
can tell. If they have been negotiated Mr. 
Simmons stands in a position to lose all. 

Western has disappeared, and M. A. 
Smith, so far as Mr. Simmons knows, never 
existed. The police say that Mr. Low 
neglected to take receipts for the notes 
which he turned over to Kellam, and has 
absolutely nothing to show for them. They 
do not believe, however, that he was aware 
of the game being played, but think he 
was duped as well as Mr. Simmons. 

They are not certain that a direct con- 
nection between Haigh and Kellam can 
be traced. 

Kellam complained to Detective Sergea 
Cary at Police Headquarters at midnigi- 
that he was ill.. Cary sent for an ambu- 
lance from St. Vincent’s Hospital, Sur- 
geon Vantine, who came with the ambu- 
lance, said that the man was feigning ill- 
ness, and that there was nothing at all 
the matter with him, 


ON THE TRAIN ROBBERS’ TRAIL 


MANY POSSES OUT AND BLOOD- 
HOUNDS BROUGHT INTO USE. 


More Details of the Crime Near Fort 
Worth—Officials Deny that the 
Loss Is $50,000. 


FORT WORTH, Texas, Dec. 7.—Though 
Texas has seen daring train robberies in 
early days, the one committed last night on 
the Texas Pacific, at Mary’s Creek, is now 
pronounced the boldest on record, having 
been accomplished so quickly that passen- 
gers on the train did not know what ‘was 
going on until all was over. Not a passen- 
ger or the baggage or mail cars were mo- 
lested, though the postal clerk, who stuck 
his head out of the window, was shot at 
three times. 

None of the bandits has been captured. 
Sheriff Euliss of this county is hot on the 
trail with bloodhounds and a large pose. 
The trail leads due west from the scene 
of the robbery. It is supposed that the ban- 
dits are making for Brazos River bottoms, 
where capture is almost impossible. The 
Sheriffs of Parker and adjoining counties 
also have large posses on the trail. Capt. 
W. T. McDonald and a detachment of State 
Rangers left here to-night to join in the 
search. 


Messenger McEwen, who was seen at the 
express company’s office last night, said: 


“It was dark when I heard a loud noise 
at the front door of the express car. The 
door gave way, and Engineer Baker and his 
fireman were standing there. They had 
picks in their hands, and had broken in the 
door. Just behind them were two men, 
masked, I think, one small, the other large. 
Both had rifles in their hands, covering me. 
I was not prepared for an attack, and could 
do nothing. ‘Chey forced the engineer and 
fireman to proceed into my car. They helped 
themselves. I did not dream of trouble until 
the door was broken and I found myself 
covered with two rifles. I do not know how 
the train was stopped, as I did not talk 
with the engineer or fireman.” 

It has been learned authentically that the 
entire contents of the safe, as well as local 
packages, were secured. 

The spot where the robbery occurred was 
a dark one, and the robbers could not be 
recognized. The officials will not entertain 
the idea that the robbery was the work of 
the Cook gang, which is said to be in Texas, 
but believe that it was committed by peo- 
ple who are well acquainted with the coun- 
try. After the robbery had been accom- 
plished, and the train was getting ready to 
pull out, one of the men became frightened 
and broke into a dead run through a dense 
forest. 

The express Officials still deny that they 
have the remotest idea as to the amount se- 
cured, simply saying that the robbers got 
all in sight, including the way bills and bills 
for transfer freight, but deny that it will 
reach $50,000. It is said that the through 
safe contained an unusually large amount 
of money, this being the first of the month, 
and when most money remittances are 
made. If this was piundered, the loss will 
be over $100,000, and may run up to $150,000. 
The robbery was expected for several days 
past, but it was thought it would take place 
near Thurber, which vicinity has been under 
guard by United States Deputy Marshals 
and rangers since the Gordon robbery in 
October. This anticipated robbery was 
planned to take place early in November. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—Assistant Secre- 
tary Curtis said to-day that, as far as he 
was informed, no Government gold was in 
transit from San Francisco to Washington, 
and any theft of gold in the train robbery 
near Fort Worth, Texas, last night was not 
the Treasury’s loss. 

ST. LOUIS, Dec. 7.—Commencing Sunday, 
Dec. 9, the Iron Mountain Railroad will 
take off all its passenger trains now running 
through the Indian Territory in the night 
time. The officials say that both their safe- 
ty and that of their passengers demand this 
move, and that it will continue in force un- 
tif the dangerous criminals in that section 
have either been exterminated or driven to 
other fields.

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THE CURRENCY QUESTION 


Members of the House Discussing 
the Carlisle Scheme. 


ECKELS’S SCHEME ALSO CONSIDERED 


May Be No Legislation’ This Session, 


but the Representatives 


Are Gaining Valuable 
Knowledge. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—While the House 
of Representatives is supposed to be de- 
voting its best abilities to the Pooling bill, 
a large number of the members are dis- 
cussing with animation, if not with any 
great promise of a satisfactory outcome 


in legislation, the suggestions made by the 
Secretary of the Treasury and the Con- 
troller of the Currency for the reform of 
the currency. Looking at. the feeble and 
evasive performance of the Senate, and 
expecting no sort of action from that body 
on the supplementary tariff bills sent to it 
by the House, it is wondered whether the 
Senators will not, when they get the cur- 
rency bill that may come out of the talk 
at this stage, use it to ‘“‘ work” the stock 
market, just as they played with the sugar 
schedule for a like purpose last Summer. 
It is the same old Senate, up to the same 
tricks. There are a handful of Democrats, a 
mass of Democrats who could much more 
easily be Republicans than Democrats, and 
a body of Bourbon Republicans who are 
sO much smarter than their flabby Demo- 
cratic allies that the former just use the 
latter for their sport. 

One of the effects of the recommendations 
of Secretary Carlisle, as observed by those 
who listen to the talk at the Capitol, is the 
division of purpose it apparently has 
wrought among some of the silver men. 
Those who are attached to silver as the 
worshiper of the fetich is attached to his 
idol, accept the recommendations of the 
Secretary without giving up their attach- 
ment to the white metal, although they see 
that if the South should obtain a better 
opportunity, through a more elastic cur- 
rency system, for supplying the people with 
a circulating medium, there must inevitably 
be a smaller demand for a heavy money of 
metal. There is some difficulty in getting 
rid of the idea that the increased coinage of 
silver would mean a distribution of silver 
to the country. Bourke Cockran has illus- 
trated the idea in some of his conversations 
with the men who talk in this way about 
the supposed advantages of larger silver 
coinage, and has reminded them that if 
there were many millions of silver coined 
the Government would not take it about the 
country in cars, as if it was a distribution 
to be conducted as is that by the Fish 
Commission in its work of replenishing the 
exhausted streams with fish. 

The discussions are doing good. The dif- 
ferences between the plans of Secretary 
Carlisle and Controller Eckels are gradually 
being understood. Already men are heard 
to define the differences inteliigibly, and the 
plan of Mr. Eckels has some supporters who 
prefer it to the plan of the Secretary. When 
the hearings shall come on next week be- 
fore the Committee on Banking and Cur- 
rency the opinions ofsthose called to talk 
will be heard by men who are somewhat 
prepared to understand the discussions. 

There does not seem to be any Republican 
opposition to an attempt by the Democrats 
to do something that would be sound and 
wise. Reports have been started—no one 
knows where—that strenuous opposition 
would be made by Republicans determined 
to put off action until next year when the 
fifty-fourth Congress shall come in; but re- 
sponsible and reasonable Republicans deny 
any knowledge of such an intention on the 
part of their party associates. 

There does not appear thus far to be any 
considerable resistance to the suggestion for 
tae retirement and cancelation of the green- 
backs. When they shall+ have time the 
Populists certainly will object to this idea, 
for they are all greenbackers, who believe 
that the Government should make all the 
currency, and they would perpetuate the 
Government as a banker, instead of driv- 
ing the Government out of the banking 
business. The Populists are not likely to 
make any impression upon the financial 
legislation of the session. They are quite 
as wild as ever in their notions. 

The Senate fight will be carried on against 
the currency legislation by the Populists 
and the silver men. They are indifferent 
to any legislation, except that which author- 
izes the unlimited coinage of silver at the 
rate of 16 to1. As the minority have feebly 
decided that it will not run the Senate, but. 
that any minority that chooses torun the ma- 
jority .may do so, the Populist and silver 
tail will continue to “wag the dog.” It’s 
a pretty poor dog, and it admits it. If it 
shall muster up enough sense to do any- 
thing to be set down to credit the 
achievement will be surprising. 

The House’ Committee on Banking and 
Currency this morning, on motion of Mr. 
Warfter, (Dem., New-York,) adopted the fol- 
lowing resolutions: 

Resolved, That. beginning with Monday 
next at 10 A. M. this committee take up the 
recommendations of the President and the 
Secretary of the Treasury with reference to 
the currency, and that there be invited to 
appear before us the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury and the Controller of the Currency. 

Resolved, That the Chairman of this com- 
mittee be authorized to invite such persons 
as he may think proper to appear before us 
in the same matter, and to arrange for 
hearing them, with a view to completing all 
hearings on or before the 15th inst.—at 
which date all hearings shall be closed. 

Resolved, That meetings of this commit- 
tee for the purpose of these hearings may 
be called, by the Chairman at any time dur- 
ing the coming week, and that five members 
present shall be a quorum for the purposes 
of such hearings. 

Mr, Springer of Illinois, the Chairman of 
the-committee, was authorized to offer a reso- 
lution in the House to-day requesting per- 
mission for the committee to sit during the 
sessions of the House, and at the proper 
time he offered the resolution, and secured 
the asked-for privilege. 

When the Warner resolutions were read 
by the clerk, Mr.. Russell (Rep., Conn.,) 
made a point of order on the first resolu- 
tion that the specific recommendation of 
the President was not before the commit- 
tee, inasmuch as the House had refused to 
vefer the various parts to the proper com- 
mittees. The Chair overruled Mr. Russell’s 
point of order, the Republicans sustaining 
him. 

Mr. Walker (Rep., Mass.,) when the sec- 
ond resolution came up, moved that it be 
indefinitely postponed. He argued that it 
would be a discrimination on the part of 
the committee to invite gentlemen who were 
supposed to favor the regular plan and ex- 
clude others. He felt, too, that sufficient 
time had been devoted to hearings, and that 
the committee should proceed at once to 
formulate a bill. This motion was defeated, 
all the Republicans except Mr. Johnson 
voting in the affirmative, as well as Mr. 
Cobb of Alabama, Democrat. 

The discussion of the different subjects

The special committee appointed at the 
last session to consider the subject of a new 
bankine bill, of which Mr. Cox of Tennessee 
is Chairman, will begin work on Monday, 
and hopes to complete a bill by the 15th 
inst., the date on which the hearings before 
the full ®committee will cease. Chairman 
Springer will send invitations at once to 
leading financiers to come before the com- 
mittee next week and favor it with their 
views. Among those to be invited are 
Horace White of New-York and A. B, Hep- 
burn, ex-Controller of the Currency. 

In the House to-day Mr. Grow (Rep., 
Penn.) had something to say on currency, 
speaking on the motion of Mr, Wilson 
(Dem., West Va.) for the distribution of 
the several portions of the President’s mes- 
Sage to appropriate committees. Mr. Grow 
contended that the only respect in which 
the present bank circulation was at fault 
was lack of elasticity to meet the wants of 
business. Mr.” Grow suggested several 
amendments to the law, by which he be- 
lieved the desired elasticity could be se- 
cured. These were in brief: 

(1.) Permit the banks to deposit all classes 
of money, as well as bonds, with the Treas- 
ury as security for notes, $110 to be issued 
for every $100 of money and $100 of notes 
for every $100 of bonds so deposited. (2.) 
Cancel the Government’s notes thus depos- 
ited and thus take the Government out of 
the partnership with the banks in the mat- 
ter of issuing circulation. (8.) Relieve the 
banks of the necessity of depositing $50,000 
of bonds. (4.) Repeal the tax on circulation. 
5.) Give to State banks the same privileges 
in respect of circulation as are given to 
national banks, with the same supervision 
by the Controller of the Currency and the 
same personal liability of stockholders. (6.) 
The banks to be permitted to decrease their 
reserves during the months in which the 
agricultural products are being moved, the 
last third of the year. ; 

Mr. Hall (Dem., Mo.) said the trouble 
with the gentleman’s proposition was that 
in his opinion the only elasticity provided 
for would be secured at the expense of its 
security. Mr: Hall said he believed the 
only way in which the elasticity of the cur- 
rency could be increased was by issuing it 
upon an elastic credit and not on an in- 
elastic basis.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—The greater por- 
tion of to-day’s session of the House was 
devoted to a continuation of the discussion 
of the bill to so amend the Inter-State Com- 
merce act as to permit railroad compa- 
nies to pool their earnings. Elaborate ar- 
guments in favor of the bill were made by 
Mr. Bartlett and Mr. Cockran, (Dem., N. 
Y.,) and against it by Mr. Bryan, (Dem., 
Neb.,) and Mr. Northway, (Rep., Ohio.) 

When the bill was taken up, Mr. Patter- 
son, (Dem., Tenn.,) in charge of the Dill, 
asked unanimous consent that the rest of 
to-day be given to general debate on the 
bill; that to-morrow be devoted to the con- 
sideration of the bill in Committee of the 
Whole, under the five-minute rule, and that 
this order be continued until the bill should 
be dispo&Sed of. Objection having been 
made, the debate went on without any un- 
derstanding as to when it should be ter- 
minated. Mr. Patterson withdrew all 
amendments offered by the committee to 
the bill Mr. Bartlett, (Dem., N. Y.,) the 
lirst speaker, supported the bill. 

Mr. Bryan (Dem., Neb.,) opposed the bill. 
He referred to the speech made yesterday 
by Mr. Reed, (Rep., Me.,) expressing the 
opinion that the House never had listened 
to so bold an advocacy of the right of mo- 
Hie agreed with Mr. Daniels (Rep., 
N. Y.,) that the railroads should not come 
to Congress to protect themselves against 
their own mismanagement or “ ruinous 
competition.” 

Mr. Bryan gave notice that at the proper 
time he woula move to amend the bill so as 
to secure a basis upon which the commis- 
sion might act in determining the reason- 
ableness of rates. His proposition was that 
the commission should allow profit upon 
the cost of reproduction of the road and 
volling stock at present rates, regardless of 
ihe original cost of the road, regardless of 
uctlitional expenditures, and regardless of 
the amount of capital stock issued, either 
real or fictitious. This was the rule, he 
said, applied to ail other business, and 
should be applied to railroad business. 

Mr. Wise, (Dem., Va.,) Chairman of the 
Committee on Inter-State and:Foreign Com- 
merce, referring to the remark that the 

of the bil was urged by the rail- 
roads alone, said that it was advocated by 
beards of trade and transportation all over 
the country and by every State Railroad 
Commissioner, except one. ‘ 

The discussion for the day was concluded 
by Mr. Cockran, (Dem., N. Y.,) who advo- 
cated the bill as one which should be sup- 
ported by every man who desired that the 
commercial conditions of the country should 
be such as to bring about commercial pros- 
perity. If to the railroad companies, he 
said, was denied what they asked in the 
pending bill, they would seek the relief, he 
believed, in consolidation, following the ex- 
ample of the telegraph companies. 

in answer to a question by Mr. Cox, 
(Dem., Tenn.,) Mr. Cockran said he believed 
the passage of the bill would result in a 
reduction of rates, for the reason that it 
was the policy of railroad companies con- 
stantly to reduce charges. Railroads cer- 
tainly did not seek to lay waste the country 
from which they derived their support; they 
sought those conditions which made for the 
prosperity of the towns and country through 
which they passed. Mr. Cockran did not 
believe that the intelligence of the House 
was so low as to prevent the passage of a 
beneficent, equitable measure upon the cry 
that ‘‘ The railroads desire it.’’

TO DECIDE CONTESTED ELECTIONS 


A Bill to Allow’Circuit Courts to Pass 
upon the Claims. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—Mr. McCall, 
Mass.,) introduced in the House’ to- 
y a bill relating to the contested elections 
members of that bedy. 
Mr. McCall proposes to allow the United 
tes Circuit Courts first to pass upon the 
claims of contestants and to decide which 
is entitled, prima facie, to the seat. The 
in whose favor the court decides is to 
be seated and is to participate in the or- 
ganization of the House. The House, how- 
ever, is to be the final judge of all contested 
and can overrrule the decision of 
the courts. The courts are to advance all 
such cases on their calendars, and if nec- 
essary hold special sessions to decide them. 
‘This is .as far as we can go in the 
matter under the Constitution,” said Mr. 
McCall, ‘“‘as by the Constitution the House 
is made judge of the election of its own 
members. The decision of the courts, how- 
ever, will have a moral effect upon the 
House. It will have a tendency to do away 
with partisan decisions in election cases. 
In England all contested cases are settled 


by the courts, and the method proposed 
should work good here.”

RETIRED LIST FOR SAILORS, 


Secretary Herbert Asks Congress to 
Do an Act of Justice.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—Secretary Her- 
bert sent te the House to-day the petition of 
the officers and enlisted men of the Dolphin 
asking the amending of the act placing 
non-commissioned officers and privates of 
the army on the retired list, so as to in- 
clude enlisted men of the navy. 

Secretary Herbert, in submitting the mat-

navy should be discriminated against. The 
legislation proposed would, in his opinion, 
be of vast benefit to the service, as the hope 
of such reward would be an inducement to 
the enlisted. men to make good records for 
themselves, which would benefit the service 
rit large.

MAY HAVE TO VOTE ON THE BILL 


Desired that These Senators Should 
Have a Chance to Show Again 
Their Relations with 
the Trust. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—There is a pros- 
pect that the pliant Democratic Senators 
who have decided to ignore the tariff bills 
which a few months ago they were so 
anxious to pass may be obliged soon to 
declare by their votes whether they favor 
further robbery of the country by the Su- 
gar Trust. The feeble refusal of the Dem- 
ocratic caucus to recommend the passage 
of the tariff bills does not necessarily 
change their status. They still lie upon 
the Senate table, from which they may 
be called at any time by a majority vote. 
A movement is on foot to secure a vote on 
the proposition to take from the table the 
Sugar bill, which, as amended, deprives 
the Sugar Trust of the one-eighth of a cent 
differential given it in the last session by 
“the Senators from Havemeyer.’’ Those 
who are behind this movement, while un- 
doubtedly anxious to injure the Sugar 
Trust, are animated chiefly by a desire to 
embarrass the Democrats whose influence 
has been exerted to prevent action upon the 
sugar and other tariff bills. They wish, in 
plain words, to give Mr. Gorman, Mr. Brice, 
Mr. Smith, Mr. Harris, Mr. Jones of Ar- 
kansas, and a few other so-called Demo- 
cratic Senators another opportunity -to 
let the country know what their relations 
are to the Sugar Trust. The facts in con- 
nection with the Sugar bill are of a sort 
to work additional injury to the sufficiently 
odious reputation of some of these Sena- 
tors. 

When the four bills calling for free sugar, 
free coal, free iron ore, and free barbed wire 
were received by the Senate last August, 
Mr. Berry of Arkansas made an effort to 
pass the Free Sugar bill. Mr. Harris, who 
had had much to say regarding the desir- 
ability of passing these bills, created 
something of a sensation at this point by 
submitting to the Senate a letter from the 
Secretary of the Treasury, in which Mr. 
Carlisle declared that if sugar should be 
placed on the free list, the expenditures 
during the present fiscal year would exceed 
the receipts to the amount of over $28,000,- 
000, and that it would not be safe to place 
all the articles referred to, or even sugar 
alone, upon the free list, without imposing 
taxation on other articles sufficient to raise 
an annual revenue of about $30,000,000. Mr. 
Carlisle’s letter was in reply to one sent 
him by Mr. Harris, who was then Acting 
Chairman of the Senate Finance Commit- 
tee, and to many it reveaied a purpose on 
the part of the Tennessee Senator to defeat 
the plan to rob the trust of the great 
amount of protection given it by the main 
Tariff bill. 

Mr. Harris proceeded with great solemnity 
to discuss the Secretary’s letter, winding 
up with a motion to refer each of the bills 
to the Finance Committee. 

“TI do this,” he said, ‘‘in order that that 


committee may, in dealing with these bills, 
so deal with them that we may provide 
against that probable or inevitable de- 
ficiency which must occur during the fis- 
cal_year, according to the statement sub- 
mitted by the Secretary of the Treasury.” 

Here was a change of front on the part 
of the Acting Chairman of the Finance 
Committee which well might have occa- 
sioned surprise. After a warm discussion, 
in which Mr. Vest took issue with Mr. 
Harris and said some bitter things bearing 
upon the incompetency of the majority 
and the disposition to favor the trust, the 
bills were referred: to the Finance Com- 
mittee, and soon after that. committee re- 
ported the Sugar bill, with an amendment 
cutting off the differential and levying a 
duty of 40 per cent. on all sugars. But, with 
the other tariff bills, it was laid on the table 
as the result of the adoption of the Murphy 
resolution providing that no further legisla- 
tion on contested matters should be had 
at that time. 

After the shelving of this bill many of 
the Democratic Senators, Mr. Harris and 
Mr. Jones included, expressed the opinion 
that it should be taken up and pressed to 
a vote at the beginning of the short ses- 
sion. Several Democratic Senators had 
much to say about the “caucus yoke” 
which they had worn in the last session, 
which debarred them from voting for free 
sugar, and expressed a desire to pass this 
particular bill. At one time, just prior to 
the beginning of the Bagged session, it 
looked as if there would be no difficulty in 
calling up this bill and rushing it to the 
President. Now the hopes of all who de- 
sire to see the Sugar Trust stripped of 
the protection accorded it in the one- 
eighth of a cent differential have been 
weakened by the action of the Democratic 
caucus, which unhesitatingly obeyed the 
order of Gorman, and decided that there 
should be no further tariff legislation. One 
who will take the trouble to examine the 
proceedings of the Senate relative to the 
Sugar bill, and contrast them with the re- 
marks made by prominent Senators in the 
last fortnight, and the shameful surrender 
of the majority just recorded, hardly can 
avoid the conclusion that the influence of 
the Sugar Trust in the Senate is just as 
potent to-day as it was last August. 

A prominent Democratic Senator said to- 
day to a correspondent of The New-York 
Times, that in all probability a motion would 
be made in the near future, designed to 
smoke out the sugar men in the Senate. 
‘“Such a motion,’ the gentleman said, 
“ would have the effect of bringing out into 
the open some of the gentlemen who are 
now hiding behind the caucus edict, and, 
doubtless, would be relished by the country, 
which has no use for traitors or skulkers. 
I see no reason why the Senate should be 
debarred from voting on the proposition to 
reduce the amount of protection to the trust, 
and I am positive that this privilege will 
be accorded it inside of a month.” 

The news which comes from Louisiana 
of the persistent efforts of the trust to de- 
preciate the value of Louisiana sugar and 
exclude it from the markets where it comes 
into competition with the product manu- 
factured by the trust has intensified the de- 
sire to punish the great monopoly. The Sen- 
ators ought to be placed on record, and 
they will be, if present plans do not mis- 
carry. A prominent member of the Louis- 
jana delegation said to-day that if the Sugar 
Trust people should hold out long enough 
they practically would ruin the sugar in- 
dustry in his State. ‘“‘If I could have my 
way,” said he, “‘ and I express the sentiment 
of the Louisiana planters, the vne-eighth of 
a cent differential now accorded the Sugar 
Trust in the Wilson bill as a result of. the 
work of the ‘ conservative’ Senators would 
be repealed immediately. The planters are 
completely at the mercy of the trust, which 
fixes the price of our sugar at will, and if 
it does not wish to buy, a large proportion 
of it remains unsold. Notwithstanding the 
fact that our sugar is of the finest qual- 
ity produced, and purchasable at whatever 
price the trust dictates, it is ignoring our 
markets, and is forcing a sugar upon the 
country which is of an inferior grade to the 
American product. 

‘This year’s crop is selling at one-half of 
a cent lower than it sold under absolute 
free-trade conditions, and if the trust per- 
sists I do not see how we can survive, un- 
less legislation is enacted which will crush 
the monstrous despot. Our molasses indus- 
try will also be injured. Louisiana open- 
kettle molagses is the finest produced in the 
world. While not extensively made, it is a 
source of considerable revenue to our plant- 
ers, and the suspension of its production 
will mean additional loss.”’ 

“What will be done in Congress to bring 
the movement to a halt?” was asked. 

“Tf the present conditions continue to 
prevail,” was the answer, “the Louisiana 
members of the House expect to introduce 
a resolution of inquiry, and to call upon the 
Attorney General to institute active pro- 
ceedings against the trust. Again, it ean 
be prosecuted for an infringement of the 
anti-trust Jaw. We shall leave nothing un- 
done to punish it. Its ostensible pur- 
pose is to destroy our greatest industry, 
and the sooner action is taken the better it 
will be for my people.”

**Morning on the elawary,” by T. Ad- 
dison Richards, in strange, russet, rusty 
colors, which temind one of ancient col- 
ored lithographs; ‘‘A Woodland Brook,” 
by R. M. Shurtleff, the inspiring impres- 
sion of a clearing in the woods under tall 
green trees; ‘‘Cat and Kittens,” by J. H. 
Dolf, which are not different from the cat 
and kittens of Henriette Ronner and of 
Eugéne Lambert; “ The Kiss,” by Walter 
Shirlaw, the head of a woman in a yellow 
gown, with Titian red hair, on a green 
background, and “zs Milkman’s Home,” a 
curious, pretty impression of Holland. 

There are also Leonard: Ochtman’s “ In- 
dian Summer,” pale colors of a landscape 
over which St. Martin has thrown his man- 
tle; ‘‘A Great Find,’’ three newsboys seat- 
ed on boxes against a wall, in their ragged 
clothes, with their real boot boxes, and 
unmistakably painted by J. G. Brown; 
two pretty pictures by Charles C. Curran; 
nine faces of Mexican dolls in a rdw, en- 
titled ‘‘ Watching the Stranger,’’ by Gilbert 
Gaul, and in colors dark enough to please 
a most inveterate admirer of old and dark- 
ened Dutch art, David Johnson’s ‘* At 
Ghent, N. Y.” 

Louis Moeller’s “‘ Three of a Kind” is a 
clever caricature; Carroll Beckwith’s ‘ Por- 
trait of Mrs. P”’ is a dream in pink sleeves 
and white straw hat, in a fine, graduated 
green environment; ‘‘Care at the Gates 
of Sleep,” by Miss M. L. Macomber, is a 
poetic idea made deeply impressive and 
appropriately dreadful; ‘‘ Magmnolias,’”’ by 
Frederick Dielman, the face of a fine boy, 
with brown eyes and black hair, against 
a brick wall; ‘An August Morning,” by 
Carleton Wiggins, three cows in a weed- 
covered marsh. 

In the West Gallery there are ‘‘ The Suc- 
cubus,” and one wonders if Mr. Walton 
knows what a succubus is; ‘‘ Devonshire 
Fishing Boats,” a superb work by George 
H. McCord; ‘‘ Candidates for the Horse 
Show,’”’ by John M. Tracy, whose audac- 
ity is commendable, everybody wishing to 
paint horses at:a fair having a perfect 
right to do so; “The Farm,” by_ Bruce 
Crane, yellow maize, curving around green 
grass, dotted with red by the crests of 
roosters picking grain; a very poetic im- 
pression of ‘‘ Autumn,” by J. Francis Mur- 
hy; ‘‘A Tribute to Inness,” by Charles 
i Miller, which, as a tribute to Inness, is 
not bad, but is too near a ‘“ Sunset,” by 
Cropsey, which is simply impossible, and 
a “Landscape,” by William Keith, which 
is almost as black as Erebus. : 

There are 407 pictures in the exhibition. 
Not one of them will be severely con- 
demned; not one of them will be too en- 
thusiastically admired. All will give the 
quiet, peaceful pleasure which may be ex- 
pected of a well-ordered academic art 
exhibition.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—L. H. Rodgers, a 
merchant of Maiden Lane, New-York City, 
and some of his employes were before the 
Grand Jury of the District of Columbia this 
afternoon. for the purpose of testifying in 
the forgery and embezzlement cases against 
Capt. Henry W. Howgate. W. H. Moses 
of this city was also before the. Grand 
Jury. . 

It is said that the Grand Jury will soon 
return four new forgery indictments against 
Howgate and five additional embezzlement 
indictments, making eleven in all. 

One phase ot the Howgate case occupied 
the attention of the Supreme Court to-day. 
When Howgate was appointed Disbursing 
Officer for the Signal Service, he gave bond 
in $12,000, the sureties on which were 
William B. Moses and Lebbens H. Rodgers. 
After the discovery of the embezzlement 
suit was brought in the District Court 
to recover on the bond, and judgment 
was rendered against the administrators of 
the estate of . B. Moses for the full 
amount of the bond? with interest from 
Sept. 29, 1884. ‘The case was brought to 
the Supreme Court of the United States 
from the judgment of the District Court 
of Appeals. on a writ of error, the errors 
assigned by counsel for Moses’s adminis- 
trators relating to the refusal of the trial 
court to admit certain testimony and to 
give certain instructions to the jury. The 
case was argued for plaiptiffs in error by

Physicians Tell the Police Board He Ought to 
Go South for His Health—Several 
Other Applicants, 


Capt. Thomas Reilly of the East Fifty-first 
Street Polite Station applied to the Police 
Board yesterday for retirement, 

He filed with the board ‘certificates signed 


-by Police Surgeon Lyon and Dr. D. A. Me- 


Auliffe of 213 East Fifty-seventh Street, 
who state that the Captain is suffering from 
chronic rheumatism and endocarditis. Dr. 
McAuliffe certified that it was imperative 
that the Captain should go South for his 
health. The board laid the application over 
and directed that the Captain be examined 
by the Board of Surgeons as to his physical 
condition, 

Capt. Reilly was appointed on the force 
Aug. 24,1866. He was made Roundsman on 
Noy. 20,.1871, and was promoted to be Ser- 
geant on May 9, 1872. He became Captain 
on June 14, 1887. 

Capt. Reilly is fifty-five years old. He 
was formerly commander of the Tenderloin 
precinct, and was transferred from there 
to the East Fifty-first Street squad about 
two years ago. He has been mentioned be- 
fore the Lexow committee, but no charges 
have been preferred against him. 

Capt. Reilly said to a reporter yesterday: 
“TI have been over twenty-eight years in 
the department, and now I want to retire. 
My reason for seeking retirement is that I 
have poor health. I have suffered from 
rheumatism for the last two years, and 
am afflicted with endocarditis. Although I 
have been ill enough to go on the sick list, 
I have remained on duty against the advice 
of my physician. Dr. Lyon, the Police Sur- 
geon, insists that I must take a long rest 
for the benefit of my health, besides going 
to another climate. My physician, Dr. Mc- 
Auliffe, insists that I must be relieved of 
duty at once and go South. I am not as 
well as I look, by any means. For the 
reasons given, and my desire to leave the 
city for the benefit of my health, I am de- 
sirous of being retired from the service. I 


_ have no other reason for taking this step.”

NEWS OF THE RAILROADS, 6 


The Situation with Regard to St. 
e 
Louis and San Franciseo Bonds, 


The committee formed for the protection 

of the 4 per cent. consolidated mortgage 
bonds of the St. Louis and San Francisco 
Railroad, consisting of Francis Peabody, 
Jr., of Boston, and J. Kennedy Tod and 
Frederick W. Whitridge of this city, ex- 
plain that the situation in respect to these 
bonds is as follows: The mortgage was 
intended to secure $50,000,000 bonds to be 
issued for certain purposes, specified in the 
indenture. 

Of that amount $14,000,000 have been 
issued, of which about $4,000,000 wére ex- 
changed for the 7 per cent. stock of the 
St. Louis and San Francisco Company and 
Atlantic and Pacific second mortgage bonds. 
The remainder were issued, so the commit- 
tee is informed, directly to the Atchison 
Company to the extent of $4,877,100 in pay- 
ment of the floating debt of the St. Louis 
and San Francisco Company to the Atchi- 
son Company, and a further amount of $5,- 
000,000 bonds for the guarantee by the 
Atchison Company of the entire issue of 
$50,000,000. The remainder of the bonds so 
obtained by the Atchison Gompany were 
exchanged for certain Atlantic and Pacific 
bonds, leaving about $6,000,000 in legal pos- 
session of the Atchison Company. Most of 
them are doubtless pledged. About $8,000,- 
~0O are, therefore, in the hands of the 
public here and abroad, of wnich the com- 
mittee already represents a large number. 

The committee considers it necessary to 
be prepared to take positive action, in view 
of the approaching plan for the reorganiza- 
tion of the Atchison Company, and to co- 
operate in certain legal proceedings con- 
templated with foreign holders, who are 
working in harmony with this committee. 
To make such action effective, it is de- 
sirable that as large a number of bonds 
as possible be deposited, subject to the or- 
der of the committee under its plan. No lia- 
bility is incurred by the bondholders who 
may assent to the plan, except for the 
payment of 1 per cent. for expenses. 


The Insolvent Traction Company. 

NEWARK, N. J., Dec. 7.—Watson Whit- 
tlesey of Orange has been appointed receiv- 
er of the Suburban Traction Company of 
Orange, upon the application of the Amer- 
ican Loan and Trust Company of Boston to 
Vice Chancellor Van Fleet. The receiver's 
bonds are placed at $30,000. The appoint- 
ment was made upon the representation 
that the company was in an insolvent con- 
dition, and that if the receiver should not 
be appointed at once the mortgagee and the 
bondholders would suffer greatly because 
of Sheriff’s sales and judgments. 

The petition of the American Loan and 
Trust Company states that twenty suits 
have been begun against the traction com- 
pany, some of them for injuries and others 
to recover on ioans, the claims amounting 
to $170,000. The petition further states that 
the Suburban Traction Company also owes 
$44,498, outside of its mortgage, to the Bos- 
ton company. The total indebtedness is 
placed at $104,954 outside of the mortgage, 
and the assets are rated at about $500,000. 
The company has been in a bad condition 
financially for some time. 


A Traction Company Falls. 

NEWARK, N. J., Dec. 7.—The Suburban 
Traction Company of Orange, with $1,500,- 
000 indebtedness, went to the wall te-day. 
The concern’s heaviest creditor is the 
American Loan and Trust Company of 
Boston... Application was made beforé Vice 
Chancellor Van Fleet in this city to-day for 
a receiver for the traction company: The 
petition was presented by Blake & Howe 
of Orange, attorneys for the Boston syn- 
dicate. 

L. Watson Whittlessy of Orange was 
appointed the receiver, and gave bonds in 
$30,000. The Vice Chancellor also granted 
an injunction restraining the creditors 
from selling through the Sheriff the Sub- 
urban company’s assets in executing judg- 
ments secured by them. This operated as 
a stay for the sale advertised for to-day. 
The Boston trust company holds $1,500,000 
of thirty-year bonds, executed in its favor 
by the Suburban company. 3 

The total debt of the traction company 
above its bonded indebtedness is $140,945.55, 
or a total of $1,640,946.56. 


Southern Railway Men in Council. 
ATLANTA, Ga., Dec. 7.—The meeting of 
the Executive Board of the Southern Rail- 
way and Steamship Association yesterday 
brought together all of the Presidents of the 
leading lines of railway in the South. The 
meeting took up many important matters 
in which all the Southern lines are deeply 
coneerned, among them being the much- 
vexed cotton-apportionment question. 
Whether the organized lines will boycott 
the Seaboard Air Line for alleged cutting 
of freight rates was another issue that at- 
tracted much interest. This was referred 
to a sub-committee to report to-day. It 
was decided to haul freight for the Wo- 
man’s Building at the Cotton States and 
International Exposition free of charge. 
The report of the special committee to 
establish car service associations in the 
South will be heard to-day, and, with a 
few modifications, will be adopted. There 
will be an association in each State south 
of the Ohio River. 


RAILROAD MEN AND MATTERS. 


—The Canadian Pacific Railway Company 
has bound itself to construct and operate 
the Montreal and Ottawa Railway as far 
west as Alfred Village in 1895. The Cana- 
dian Pacific will expend $50,000 on construc- 
tion, fn addition to the $100,000 which it had 
in its agreement with the Dominion Gov- 
ernment bound itself to expend during the 
year 1896. 

—On the motion of the Manhattan Trust 
Company of New-York, trustee for $2,40,- 
000 of the Sioux City, O’Neiil and Western 
Railroad bonds, Judge Caldwell, in the 
United States Circuit Court in St. Louis, 
yesterday ordered a foreclosure sale. The 
road has been in the hands of a receiver 
for some time. 

—The Superintendent of the Brockville, 
Western and Saulte Ste. Marie Railway 
Company has been appointed receiver pend- 
ing the trial of actions entered against it 
by the Knickerbocker Trust Company of 
New-York, Cooper, Kinman & Co., and the 
Dominion Wire Works Company of Toronto. 

—President George Gould of the Missouri 
Pacific and Iron Mountain Railway sys- 
tem, together with a party of New-York 
friends and railway officials, has spent 
a week hunting in the vicinity of Victoria, 
Texas. The party left there for New-York 
via San Antonio Thursday evening. 

—The Trenton Traction Company was in- 
corporated in Trenton yesterday. The capi- 
tal stock is $500,000. The company is or- 
ganized to acquire the trolley plant and 
business of the Trenton Passenger Rail- 
way Company. 

—The November statement of the New- 
York Central and Hudson River Railroad 
Company shows gross earnings of $3,837,- 
002.91, against $3,897,430.18 for November, 
1893; a decrease of $60,427.27. 

—Another meeting of the Atchison Joint 
Executive Reorganization Committee was 
held yesterday for the purpose of discuss- 
ing suggestions for a new plan. But little 
progress was made. 

—Some progress was made at a general 
meeting of railroads in Chicago yesterday 
toward the formation of a new trans- 
eontinental association.

Hayward and Adry A. Hayward, who were 
arrested yesterday afternoon on suspicion 
of being connected with the murder of 
Catherine Ging, were arraigned this morn- 
ing before Judge Holt. Notwithstanding 
the appeal of counsel for an immediate 
hearing, the court continued the case until 
Thursday next.

(SELECTIONS FROM THE CORRESPONDENCE 
ye OF THOMAS BARCLAY, FORMERLY BRIT- 
ISH CONSUL GENERAL AT NEW-YORK. 
Edited by George Lockhart Rives. 5Svo. New- 
York: Harper & Brothers. $4. 


These are the letters of a man who, 
though he was born in New-York, of Amer- 
iean parentage, turned Englishman at the 
outbreaking of the Revolutionary War, and 
ever thereafter was one of the bitterest 
enemies of this country, and one o2 the 
most serviceable officials of thé British 
Government. He was the British Consul 
General at New-York from June 15, 1799, 
until the beginning of the war of 1812, and 
this volume contains many letters written 
and received at the Consulate in the inter- 
vening time concerning matters of much 
historic importance. 

There also is a personal interest in these 
letters, for Barclay’s life, according to the 
notions of the present day, was one to 
excite wonder, because of the violent con- 
trast between his early and his later years. 
It is not a thing tc excite much comment 
that in the Revolutionary period he gave 
his heart and his hand to England instead 
of giving it to his native land—many other 
Americans did the same thing—but it is 
something tO wonder at that after the war 
Was over he should have come back to New- 
York a British official, full of antagonism 
toward America, and should have devoted 
himself throughout his subsequent life to 
works ‘njurious to the country where he 
had his birth. Three times he was forced 
to leave America—first at the close of the 
Revolutionary War, second at the opening 
of the war of 1812, and again in the course 
of the Jatter war, when, by his conduct as 
the “agent” for British prisoners, he had 
brought down upon himself the displeasure 
of the American Government. In this last 
instance he was ordered peremptorily to 
leave the country and go straight to Eng- 
land. But he persisted in coming back after 
each banishment. He ended his days in 
New-York, and found his grave in the 
churchyard of St. Mark’s. 

Barclay was the son of the Rev. Dr Henry 
Barclay, who became rector of Trinity 
Church on the death of Mr. Vesey, in 1746, 
and died Aug. 20, 1764. The New-York 
Mercury of Aug. 23, 1764, contains an ac- 
count of Dr. Barclay’s funeral, from which 
it appears that a “ prodigious large audi- 
ence’ was present and that all were “ ex- 
tremely affected with the pathetic and mov- 
ing manner in which they were addressed ”’ 
by the Rev. Mr. Auchmuty. Thomas Bar- 
clay was eleven years old when his father 
died. He was nineteen years old when he 
Was graduated valedictorian from King’s 
College. He spoke his piece in Trinity 
Church, in the presence of a “ numerous 
and respectable audience,” including Gov. 
Tryon and Gen. Gage. Out of college, he 
started upon the study of the law, and 
tradition has it that he was a student in the 
office of John Jay. 

He had been admitted to the bar only a 
year when the war broke out. With his 
wife, who was the fifth daughter of Peter 
De Lancey, he moved into Ulster County, 
but he did not remain many months in the 
backwoods. It was not long before he was 
fighting as a private in the English Army. 
He was so good a soldier that he won pro- 
motion rapidly. For gallantry at Forts 
Clinton and Montgomery he was commis- 
sioned a Major. The war over, he was com- 
pelled to leave New-York, for the Legislat- 
ure of the State -ad convicted him of high 
treason and provided that if he should be 
found within the State he should be de- 
eclared guilty of felony and suffer death 
without benefit of clergy. He went down 
into Nova Scotia and entered upon the 
practice of the law. 

The first of his letters printed in this vol- 
ume contains a plea for a pension from the 
British Government. In this letter he tells 
of his services in the Revolutionary War 
and of the sacrifices he made in fighting 
for England instead of against her. It does 
not appear from the correspondence under 
notice that he got his pension, but if he 
did not get it he got what was just as good 
—remunerative employment. England made 
him her Commissioner in the St. _Croix 
River boundary case. He managed the case 
for his client with great shrewdness. It 
was clear to the British Government while 
the negotiations were in progress that its 
representative would secure everything pos- 
sible; that he was not in the least handi- 
capped by scruples growing out of his 
American origin, but, on the contrary, was 
more thoroughly set on getting the better of 
the other side than any English-born per- 
son in his place could have been. 

It was Barclay’s work in this matter that 
won for him the Consulate at New-York, 
the most important post but one in the 
diplomatic service of England in this coun- 
try. In the discharge of the duties of this 
office he never once was betrayed into do- 
ing anything that would inure to the bene- 
fit of Americans; he studied the interests 
of England with the intensest zeal, and left 
nothing undone to serve her. A_ better 
man for the post he filled could not have 
been sent over from England, and that this 
was the opinion of the Foreign Office is 
clear enough from the fact that he was left 
undisturbed throughout the critical times 
leading up to the war period. He seems to 
have been animated by a feeling against 
his native land so strong that it was the 
passion of his life. 

The force of this feeling sharpened his 
faculties and stimulated his energies, and 
made him invaluable to his Government. 
He was given to speaking contemptuously 
of Americans and to judging them harshly 
and with a much prejudiced mind. The 
British war ship Leander in 1804, withput 
any right whatever. except that which 
might gave, took possession of the Amer- 
ican merchantman Eugenia, put a prize 
crew on board and started her off for Hal- 
ifax. Through stress of weather the Eu- 
genia was forced to put in at New-London. 
While the ship was there her master got 
permission to go ashore. He came back 
with a strong party of Americans, re- 
captured his vesse] and took her to New- 
York. An example of Mr. Barclay’s. way 
of looking at things we find in his account 
of this affair, when he says: 

“TI forbear making any comment on this 
outrageous act on the part of Capt. Mans- 
field, his mate, and others, and trust on a 
representation from you that the American 
Government will take such measures as 
justice and a wish to preserve the present 

ood understanding which subsists between 

is Majesty and the United States of 
America require.” 

In Mr. Barclay’s view it was all right 
for the Leander and other British war ships 
to harass American commerce; but it was 
an “outrageous act” tor a smart Yankee 
Captain to get the better of a British prize 
crew. This same Leander two years later, 
in attempting to serd a shot across the 
bow of an American vessel, struck the man 
at the helm and killed him. Barclay is in- 
clined to think that it was the American’s 
own fault that he was killed—he should have 
“come to” at the first -jgnal. This affair 
caused immense exciteme:t in New-York 
City. 

Retaliation was the demand of the citi- 
zens, and they got it, though not in kind. 
For one thing, they captured a boat laden 
with supplies for the Leander, put the pro- 
visions on wagons, carted them about the 
city, and wound up by selling them and 
giving the proceeds in alms to the poor. 
Against the excitement which reigned in 
New-York City Barclay vehemently pro- 
tested. Writing to the British Ambassador 
he said: 

“Much as I regret the accident of an 
American seaman ‘having been killed by a 
shot from his Majesty’s ship Leander, still

at the same time has made the unhappy 
effort to influence the passions of the vul- 
gar to an extravagant degree against the 
ritish Government and the officers of his 
Majesty's ships near Sandy Hook.” 


It seemed to be Barclay’s view that the 
only lesson Americans should have drawn 
from the killing of the helmsman was that 
it would be the prudent thing for American 
ships to stop short whenever called upon 
by English men-of-war. Doing this they 
would in most cases be free of the danger 
of suffering harm from cannon balls. Bar- 
clay believed thoroughly in the right of 
English ships to impress sailors from Amer- 
ican vessels. In all that long period when 
the Cambrian and the Leander were block- 
ading New-York Harbor—ostensibly here to 
keep watch on the French shigs, the Cybéle 
and the D.don, but practically doing noth- 
ing but commic ourages on American 
shipping, Barclay had not a word of cen- 
sure fur the British commanders, except to 
mildly protest that really it was not quite 
the thing to be overhauling American ves- 
se's in an American harbor, and to advise 
that the Englishmen take their war ships a 
little way off the Hook, and operate there. 

It is amusing to note the assumption that 
appears in many of Barclay’s letters that 
there can be no possible objection on the 
,part of Americans to search and impress- 
ment if conducted on the high seas. In a 
letter to Capt. Beresford he urges him to re- 
spect the three-mile-limit; Great Britain, he 
says, should do all in her power to “ pre- 
serve an amicable intercourse with Amer- 
icans.”’ 

There hardly is room for a difference of 
opinion as to Barclay. Americans will see 
but little to admire in his course as a pub- 
lic man; they may accept the estimate of 
his descendant, the editor of his correspond- 
ence, that his course was an honorable one; 
but they will not pronounce it a noble 
career, one that may be pointed to as an ex- 
ample to the rising generation in this coun- 
try. Nevertheless, Mr. Rives has performed 
a public service in presenting Barclay’s let- 
ters. They contain a great deal that 
throws light on the history of an important 
epoch. 


PUBLICATIONS OF THE PAST WEEK. 


—We are fairly familiar with the name of 
Maspero, member of the Institute of France, 
and perhaps better acquainted with Prof. 
A. H. Sayce. The Mesrs. Appleton have 
just issued Maspero’s ‘‘ The Dawn of Civili- 
zation”? as edited by M. Sayce and trans- 
lated by M. L. McLure. The work is 
a superb one, with its innumerable wood 
cuts, photogravures, and maps, As philolo- 
gist, archaeologist, and historian, Maspero 
occupies a foremost place. As Director of 
the Bulaq Museum, as an active explorer, 
he may be said to be in touch with the 
whole material sidc of the subject. But 
his study of the history of the past has 
been of the most exhaustive kind. Mr. 
Sayce, as we well know, is not wedded to 
theory, for he has written that ‘‘ many con- 
clusions must be tentative and provisional 
only.”” In this volume all recent discoveries 
and new lights thrown on Egyptology are 
presented. The finds of M. de Morgan at 
Dahshur Meir Assuit are given. The pre- 
historic origin of Egypt is also discussed 
Finally, “‘The Dawn of Civilization” is 
one of the important contributions to re- 
cent Egyptological literature. 


—From Longmans, Green & Co. come two 
sumptuous volumes entitled ‘‘ Memorials of 
St. James’s Palace,” in which are set forth 
the claims to public interest of the famous 
royal palace of England, the home of 
Kings and Queens for over 300 years. The 
author is Edgar Sheppard, sub-Dean of her 
Majesty’s chapels and Honorable Chaplain 
to the Queen and the Duke of Cambridge. 
He dedicates his volumes, by permission, to 
‘*‘Her Majesty, the Queen.”’ His object has 
been to illustrate the lives of the royal per- 
sons who have made the palace their dwell- 
ing place, and also to represent the charac- 
ter of the events that have taken place 
within its walls. He describes ceremonies 
characteristic of the palace and sketches 
many of the persons who have participated 
in them. A striking feature of the work is 
the illustrations. They include ‘many full- 
page engravings which are reproductions of 
famous paintings. 

—Houghton, Mifflin & Co. have published 
“Pushing to the Front; or, Success Under 
Difficulties ’’—a book for boys, written by 
Orison Swett Marden. The aim of the book, 
as stated by its author, is‘to ‘* give inspir- 
ation and help to the youth of America 
who long to be somebody and to do 
something in the world, many of 
whom, hedged in, as it were by iron 
walls of circumstance, feel that they 
have no chance in life.” This aim is 
wrought out by showing by means of in- 
numerable examples, how poe. boys have 
achieved wealth and distinction and entered 
on useful and honorable careers, through 
improving their opportunities and exerting 
their wills. 

—D. Appleton & Co. have published in two 
volumes ‘“‘ The Life of Richard Owen,” by 
his grandson, the Rev. Richard Owen. The 
work is both a portrayal of Prof. Owen’s 
personality and a review of his work as a 
scientist. A careful revision of the scientific 
portions of the biography was made for the 
author by C. Davies Sherborn. An essay 
on ‘“Owen’s Position in Anatomical Sci- 
ence,” by Huxley, adds much to the value 
of the work. The author has also had as- 
sistance from Lady White. Cooper, Sir Will- 
iam Flower, Prof. Jeffrey Bell, and others 
who were intimately associated with Prof. 
Owen There are numerous illustrations 
and portraits, 

—Charles Scribner’s Sons have published 
“Sea and Land,” mainly a reprint of arti- 
eles which have appeared in Scribner's 
Magazine, in which Prof, N. S. Shaler of 
Harvard University discusses the features 
of coasts and oceans, with special reference 
to the lize of man. The object of the book, 
according to the author, is to exhibit to un- 
professicnal students of nature some of the 
interesting phenomena of the seashore and 
of the depths of the ocean, and to trace in 
these phenomena “large and important 
truths which are distinctly related to hu- 


mar interests.”” The book is printed in 
large, handsome type, and is illustrated pro- 


fusely. 


—A. C. McClurg & Co. have issued two 
more numbers of their dainty ‘‘ Elizabethan 
‘Library ”’ series. One of the volumes is 
**Green Pastures,’’ and it contains extracts 
from the works of Robert Greene, who 
lived from about 1560 to 1592, and wrote 
fifteen considerable volumes of prose and 
poetry ranging from apothegm to cradle 
song and from plays to pastorals. A repro- 
duction in miniature cf a prayer in Latin 
signed by Greene serves as a frontispiece to 
the volume. The other volume, entitled 
“The Poet of Poets,” contains the love 
verse taken from Edmund Spenser’s minor 
poems, the selections having been made by 
Alexander B. Grosait.

Fond as he was of old litera- 
ture, the.Autocrat liked to read whatever 
interested this world that he lived in. ‘‘ One 
world at a time,”’ said Thoreau not long be- 
fore he died, when some one tried to divert 
his attention from a present interest. The 
old clublike rendezvous, the bookstore that 
he used to stop in on his way down town, 
remained a favorite haunt of the doctor 
as long as he lived. The last time that he 
came was in’a carriage; the time before he 
was on foot, ana he staid for a while, sat 
down and chatted about seme of the old 
friends still to be encountered beside these 
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book counters, and he spoke of the time 
when he used to see Emerson there. 


—Frederick Greenwood, who made a repu- 
tation in this country last. year through his 
book, * The Lover’s Lexicon,’’ has all ready 
for publication through Macmillan & Co. 
a new work, called ‘Imagination in

Mayor Gilroy has had a European trip 
in view for some time, but circumstances 
will probably prevent him from taking it 
this year. As to his business plans for the 
future, nothing is yet definitely fixed, and 
Mr. Gilroy himself has said to his friends, 
recently, that he has not the slightest idea 
what business he will take up. 

‘*I cannot long remain idle,’’ he said, to 
one of his friends. ‘‘ My life has always 


‘been active, and if I had nothing to do I

RUMORS OF BANK LOSSES NOT TRACED 


Believed to be Due Solely to Timidity 
or Distrust. 


Banking men have been disturbed for 
several days over a rumor down town of 
impending disclosures of a large loss to a 
financial institution through some one who 
had employed Seely methods. 

Careful inquiry was made 
Clearing House, and the State Banking 
Department tried to trace the rumor. Both 
attempts failed, although yesterday the 
loss was named at $75,000. 

So far as investigators for the banks could 
learn, the ruinor sprang from timidity or 
distrust. The Seely exposure set various 
banks and trust companies which had used 
the same method of bookkeeping as the 
Shoe and Leather Bank to overhauling their 
accounts. It is thought that some of the de- 


positors, whose pazs books were called in 
tor comparisons, suspected that something 
was wrong, and became alarmed. They 
talked about it, probably, asking their 
friends if they had heard of any trouble 
with the bank. 

Banking men think that in this way de- 
positors may unwittingly have set rumors 
moving. This theory is strengthened by 
the fact that several banks and trust com- 
panies and one industrial company have 
peen in tne path of the rumors, and were 
annoyed by them, ;

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MULBERRY PARK BEND PROPERTY | 


The Corporation Counsel Tells the Control- 
ler that the Conditions Affecting 
Payment Are Puzzling. 


Corporation Counsel William H. Clark 
yesterday sent an opinion to ~ Controller 
Fitch as to his powers in, the matter of 
paying for the property taken for the “Mul- 
berry Bend Park. 

Mr. Clark finds that the property, was 
taken under Chapter 320 of the Laws of 
1887 known as the “ Small Parks Act,”’ and 
that the cost of the property was $1,522,- 
055.60. 

The last section of this act provides no 
more than the sum of $1,000,000 shall be 
expended or auihorized to be expended in 
any one year under the provisions of the 
act. ; * 

Mr. Clark points out that the provisions 
of Chapter 526 of the Laws of 1893, which 
the Controller referred to, do fot even 
go to the extent of making the whole cost 
of the park a charge against the city ex- 
cept by inference. Then the Corporation 
Counsel shows that, while Mulberry Bend 
was acquired for park purposes at an ex- 
pense of $1,522,055.60, a portion of the ex- 
pense was assessed upon the adjoining 
property owners by the Commissioners, 
the remainder being payable by the city. 

Mr. Clark also points out that by Chapter 
526 of the Laws of 1893 ‘‘ the property as- 
sessed to pay for one-half of this improve- 
ment was relieved from this assessment, 


and no other method of providing: for the 
raising of the necessary amount represent- 


ing this half of the expense was provided 
or.” 
i The Corporation Counsel concludes as fol- 
ows: 

“The condition of affairs is therefore 
most embarrassing and perplexing, it being 
evident that the Legislature, in passing the 
act of 1893, did not bear in mind the re- 
striction upon expenditure contained in Sec- 
tion 10 of the act of 1887. 

“As under the present law the amount to 
be raised by you from the issue of bonds 
cannot exceed in any one year the sum of 
$1,000,000, and as the entire expense of the 
acquirement of this park is payable in a 
single year and exceeds $1,000,000, I cannot 
advise you that there is any authority of 
law to warrant the Controller in issuing 
bonds during the coming year for the whole 
amount of the cost and awards, nor do I 
know of any way in which you can provide 
for the payment of the whole of- the afore- 
said amount during this current year.”’

The last public session of the Tenement 
House Commission was held yesterday aft- 
ernoon in Judge Cowing’s old courtroom, 
in the old General Sessions Building. 

Much interesting information was given 
by witnesses, but that which attracted 
most attention was Cok S. V. R. Cruger’s 
explanation as to why Trinity Church Cor- 
poration does not improve dilapidated build- 
ings on its property, and why it opposes 
the efforts of the Board of Health to sup- 
ply old buildings with water. 

Col. Cruger stated that the corporation 
was not in any way responsible for build- 
ings on its land which are owned by ten- 
ants, and that he refused to comply with 
the orders of the Board of Health in re- 
gard to water in old buildings owned by 
the corporation because he did not believe 
it mecessary, and on account of the ex- 
pense of alterations. 

He reluctantly admitted that the dilapi- 
dated building at 342 Hudson Street was 
owned by Trinity Church Corporation, and 
he said he would have it repaired without 
delay. He declared that it was the policy of 
the corporation to demolish old buildings 
in its possession, and build in their stead 
modern tenements and flats. During the 
past ten years, he said, the corporation had 
expended $1,000,000 for that work. 

The annual income of Trinity Church Cor- 
poration, he said, was $600,000, of which 
$300,000 was disbursed in necessary ex- 
penses and $100,000 for new buildings and 
improvements .on real estate. The re- 
mainder was reserved for charities and 
other purposes. : 

Several owners of dilapidated houses 
which are used for tenement purposes had 
testified that they did not own the land 
on which the houses stand, but held it on 
short-term leases from Trinity Church Cor- 
poration. 

The house at 70 Van Dam Street, owned

The Price Advanced 47-8 Points 
Above Thursday’s Closing Price— 
Profits of the Havemeyers. 


Having done what they could Thursday 
to impress stock operators that Sugar was 
a good thing to sell, the manipulators of the 
stock started in yesterday morning to make 
selling expensive. They had a lively day 
of it, beating the record already made 
for tremendous sales and advancing the 
stock 4% points above Thursday’s closing 
price. If any short interest remained in 
the market beyond the first hour, it had to 
watch its margins. 

The price opened at 87% to 88%, having 
elosed the day before at 86%. This was 
enough to excite the most impassive. From 
the opening moment 8744 was not again 
tcuched. The price advanced rapidly until 
it reached 91%. In the upward rush the 
entire boardrvom pack joined, brokers 
scrambling for the stock as if it could never 
be so low again. Of course, those who 
bought early preferred pocket profits to 
those on paper. They unloaded only to 
lake on fresh purchases. When the mo- 
mentum at last was checked, it receded, 
but for a short time. Gathering fresh force 
at 90, it pushed the price to 91% at the 
close of business. 

Sales for the day rea®hed 188,101 shares, 
against 157,585 shares Thursday and 170,- 
842 shares WednesdaY. The common stock, 
which is the one traded, consists of 375,000 
shares. For the three days the total, 516,528

shares, exceeded the stock issue by 141,52! 
shares. The principal upon which margins 
were required in the three days was more 
than $45,000,000. 

It does not matter to the average operator 
why the stock moves, so long as he moves 
with it. In that case the faster and more 
far-reaching its movement the better he 


is pleased. The 200 brokers who have 
climbed over each other at the Stock Ex- 
change for three days, five hours at a 
stretch, buying and selling Sugar, have had 
no time or wish to hear any one explain. 
Nothing bothered them except quotations 
and a frenzy to get profits or stand from 
under losses, 

The manipulators of the stock however, 
know that operators off the floor, who can- 
not do a close scalping business because 
they must earn \4 for brokerage before 
they can think of themselves are not to be 
scorned as sources of profit. For their en- 
lightenment reasons are usually on tap. 
The principal reason used yesterday was 
the report from Washington that the Sen- 
ate would not pass a free-sugar bill. The 
prospect of currency legislation, which 
served as a tonic for the general market, 
was appropriated by the Sugar clique as a 
argument in favor of improved prices als 
for that stock. General activity and good 
feeling, added to the record-breaking sales 
in Sugar, resulted in total transactions’ of 
882,106 shares of stock. It was the best 
day in months. 

Mr. Havemeyer had no literary aspira- 
tions yesterday, and the promised hot shot 
for Congress from the Directors failed to 
be delivered. It was not thought worth 
while at the office of the trust to make ex- 
cuses for the delay. The apparent transfer 
of 140 per cent. of the common stoce in 
three days left the Sugar managers with 
no heart for taking pen in hand. This tedi- 
ous process seems to have been displaced 
by the more exhilarating one of counting 
gains and laying plans for more, 

No one has data on which to estimate 
how much richer the Havemeyers have be- 
ccme by the phenomenal run of luck of the 
last week. t is not doubted that their 
tears over the losses in refining sugar un- 
der the new tariff have been stayed for the 
moment. The common belief is that they 
can stand activity and excitement in Sugar 
as long as the other operators, and that, 
until present conditions subside, the issue 
with the Administration and Congress will 
not be forced.

We cannot dictate to the own- 
ers of such houses any more than we can 
dictate to the owners of houses in which 
we have no interest. If a tenant does not 
care to renew his land lease, he can take 
his building away. We do not want to 
take buildings from their owners.”’ 

Richard Watson Gilder, Chairman of the 
commission, asked Col. Cruger about the 
buildings at SL and 83 Charlton Street, 
which were reported as in bad condition. 

Col. Cruger said the buildings were leased 
by a man named Finnegan, who had im- 
proved the property very much. 

“The houses,’’ Col. Cruger said, 
but fairly clean.”’ 

‘““ What do you think of the back yard?” 
asked Mr. Gilder. 

“The back yard is clean,” 

“TIT was there on Thanksgiving 
said Mr. Gilder, “‘ and it was filthy.” 

** Well,” said Col. Cruger, ‘it was not a 
pig sty. It is unfair to charge Trinity 
Church Corporation with neglect, when it 
dees not control buildings. I want to know 
if Dr. Edson was correctly quoted by a 
newspaper which stated that he said that 
Trinity Church Corporation had retarded the 
Heal Board in the enforcement or laws.’ 

‘“* [@aid,” Dr. Edson replied, ‘“‘ that Trinity 
Corporation was fighting the Health Board 
in its attempt to have it comply with the 
law prescribing that running water and 
sinks shall be introduced in old buildings 
used as tenements. If you have not tried 
to hamper us, why have you forced us to 
go.to court?’”’ 

“Trinity Corporation,’’ Col. 
plied, “is not behind any landlord in en- 
torcing the laws. But we are satisfied that 
your action on this water question was an 
excessive exercise of power to require 
modern improvements in old houses, and we 
determined that the question had better 
be tested. .We believe it is better not to 
have water in old houses. The water in the 
yard is accessible for all tenants. The ten- 
ants of such houses are usually dirty, and if 
they had water in the halls the floors would 
always be wet. Our tenants are better off 
with water in the yard than in the halls. 
Another thing, the expense of making such 
improvements would be great.’ 

“Why,” asked Dr. Edson, “ has not Trin- 
ity Corporation furnished the Health Board 
with lists of its tenement property every 
year?”’ 

““T never heard of the law requiring it 
until recently,”” answered Col. Cruger. 

“Trinity Corporation owns the land and 
building at 342 Hudson Street?’’ asked Mr. 
Gilder. 

“Yes. That is ours,” 

“The report of the Inspector who ex- 
amined that building,’’ said Mr. Gilder, 
‘“‘says that it is freshly painted in front, 
but that it is in every other respect dilapi- 
dated. It is a three-story frame building, 
and is occupied by four families, comprising 
nineteen persons. The upper stories are 
out of plum, the halls are dark, the walls 
are broken, one ceiling is in danger of 
falling, the floors are broken, the stairs are 
filthy, the cellar is in a deplorable condi- 
tion, and the whole building is unfit for 
human habitation.” 

‘“*T will have that looked into at once,” 
said Col. Cruger. 

In answer to the quesYion as to how many 
tenements are owned by Trinity Church Cor- 
poration, Col. Cruger said the number was 
148. The houses are attended to by a 
Sanitary Superintendent,: who reports on 
needed repairs. Col. Cruger said that some 
of the best planned tenements in the city 
were built by Trinity Corporation. 

“Tf you will give *~ 2 plan of your best 
tenement,’’ said Mr. Gilder, ‘‘ we will send 
you a description of your worst.” 

“All right,” said Col Cruger. 

Prof. E. R. A. Seligman of Columbia Col- 
lege said the system of water rents in this 
city is wrong. Water cannot be free as air, 
he said, but it should be made as cheap as 
possible. The city now makes a profit of 
200 per cent. on Croton water, which is 
more than would be allowed a private cor- 
poration. The water tax should not be laid 
on a basis of consumption, but of rent paid, 
and then poor people would not have to pay 
such exorbitant rates for it. The burden. 
of the tax, he said, falls on the tenement 
districts. That should be changed, so as 
to relieve the poorer people. Inducements 
in the way of reduced water tax, he 
thought, should be msde to encourage 
builders to erect model tenements. 

The Rev. Petro Bandini of the Chapel of 
the Holy Rosary, in Waverley Place, Secre- 
tary of the Society of San Rafael for the 
Protection of Italian Emigrants, told what 
he knew of slavery among Italian boys in 
this country. He said that agents in Italy 
purchased children from their parents, 
promising to educate them here. But the 
boys were sent out as bootblacks instead. 

Father Bandini said he did not think the 
overcrowding of Italian tenements had a 
tendency to injure the morals of the ten- 
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Dr. Annie 8. Daniel of 327 East Fifteenth 
Street gave the result of observations in the 
tenement districts. The “sweating sys- 
tem ’’ she condemned, and said that if the 
existing health and labor laws were en- 
forced it would be done away with. She 
said that she knew of three instdnces where 
children only three years old were com- 
pelled to earn money for their parents. One 
assisted her mother in sewing on buttons, 
and the two others were artists’ models. 
She told of several ‘‘ sweating shops”’ in 
which there were scarlet fever patients 
who slept in clothing that was prepared 
a and afterward taken to stores and 
sold. 

Several ofher witnesses were examined, 
their testimony relating to old buildings 
occupied as tenements and the death rate 
in them.

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TIME AND STUDY NEEDED. 


The banking currency plan of the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury has been com- 
mented on very intelligently, on the 
whole, and with a quite remarkable 
freedom from merely partisan feeling. 
Competent critics have generally rec- 
ognized the soundness of the Secre- 
tary’s purpose, and the need of the coun- 
try for the retirement of the greenbacks 
and Treasury notes and the creation of 
a really elastic currency—a currency that 
will expand and shrink alike in response 
to the requirements of legitimate trade. 
It is a solid gain, and one for which the 
country owes much to Mr. Carlisle, that 
he has secured for these fundamental 
ideas respectful and favorable consid- 
eration in some parts of the Union 
where they have hitherto been ignored or 
rejected. It is safe to say, not only that 
it will be easier to get legislation essen- 
tially sound, on account of his advocacy, 
but that he has well-nigh made legisla- 
tion in the opposite direction practically 
impossible. 


But while the purpose of the Secretary 
is received with hearty approval, there is 
strong disapproval of some of the prom- 
inent features of his scheme, and particu- 
larly of those which we have already in- 
dicated as open to objection. In busi- 
ness circles generally, and, of course, 
among bankers particularly, the propo- 
sition for State bank issues under condi- 
tions different from those imposed or as- 
sumed as to national bank issues is held 
to be fatally ‘weak. The plan as to na- 
tional banks is not consistent or clearly 
reasoned out, especially as to the rela- 
tion of the Government to redemption. 
In theory redemption is to be left to the 
banks themselves, and the Government 
is supposed to have nothing to do with 
it. But in actual practice the Govern- 
ment must, by this plan, have very much 
to do with it. The Treasury is to hold a 
redemption guarantee fund of 30 per 
cent. in legal tender notes. It is to hold 
besides a redemption fund of 5 per cent. 
Finally, when a bank fails to redeem its 
notes, the Treasury is to redeem them, 
using the two funds, and, if needed, the 
public money, to be refunded from the 
assets of the banks. It would be far sim- 
pler and more satisfactory for the@Gov- 
ernment explicitly and without qualifica- 
tion to promise to redeem, and actually 
to redeem, all notes of national banks. 


But not only is there room for confu- 
sion as to what the Government can and 
will do in the way of the redemption of 
national bank notes, and not only is this 
confusion bound to impair that absolute 
and uniform confidence in these notes 
which is their strongest virtue, but there 
is to be added a new species of notes, 
less desirable than those of the national 
banks, and yet so like them in conspicu- 
ous regards that both will be sure to be 
less discredited. The scheme 
provides for notes of State banks, 
cured ostensibly in the same way as 
those of nationai, banks, i. e., by a 30 per 
cent. reserve, by a first lien on assets, 
and by individual liability of stockhold- 
ers to an amount equal to the par of 
their stock. But while the security is so 
closely like that of the national bank 
notes, the means of realizing it are very 
different. The reserve is to be held by 
the banks. There is no redemption fund 
other than the reserve. There is no 
joint liability of the banks to the extent 
of their contiibutions to a redemption 
fund. There is no provision for the re- 
demption of notes of failed banks from 
the Public Treasury. And, finally, the se- 
curity is to be reached only through the 
courts and laws of forty-four different 
States. It is perfectly certajn that State 
notes thus issued would vary in current 
value from the national notes and from 
each other. The uniform currency would 
vanish. And with the uncertainty, doubt, 
and need of caution thus introduced, 
the national bank notes themselves would 
be likely—in our judgment, they would 
be sure—to be discredited. It might be 
slightly, but however slightly, the very 
essence of our bank circulation would be 
destroyed. 

Then, again, there is the proposed abo- 
lition of the legal reserve against depos- 
its. That is a very radical step. In our 
judgment it would be attended with se- 
Without now going into the 
detailed discussion of it, it is sufficient to 
say that it is not a step to be taken 
rashly, or without the most careful 
study, Neither this point, nor that of 
the conditions of State bank issues, has 
been successfully treated by Mr. Car- 
lisle, despite his excellent purpose, his 
marked ability, and his great opportu- 
nity. Can we hope that these points, and 
others that are sure to arise, will be sat- 
isfactorily treated by Congress? No one 
who has watched the methods, or knows 
the limitations of Congressional work 
could answer yes.

Is it not, then, bet- | 
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non-paitisan, non-political, made up of

We believe that it is 
disposed to yield great respect to a plan 
carefully matured by competent men, 
And even if Congress cannot be relied on 
wholly to accept such guidance, a plan

SUGAR TRUST SENATORS AND OUR 
‘ EXPORT TRADE. 

Under the leadership of Mr. Gorman, 
the Democrats of the Senate have decid- 
ed to ignore the President’s urgent rec- 
ommendation that the discriminating 
duty on German sugar should be re- 
pealed, and when they took this action 
they had before them the important re- 
port of the Secretary of State, which 
shows that the imposition of that duty 
was a violation of treaty agreements, 
Mr. Cleveland made this recommendation 
twice in his recent message, and in sub- 
mitting it the second time he said: 


* Whatever else is done or omitted, [with 
respeet to the sugar duties,] I earnestly re- 
peat here the recommendation I have made 
in another portion of this communication, 
that the additional duty of 1-10 of a cent 
per pound, laid on sugar imported from 
countries paying a bounty on its export, be 


abrogated. It seems to me that .exceed- 
ingly important considerations point to the 
propriety of this amendment.” 

The importance and force of the rea- 
sons which induced Mr. Cleveland to urge 
the repeal of this duty are seen, we think, 
‘by all who know how large our export 
trade with Germany has been and who 
also know what measures Germany has 
already taken or threatens to take for 
the obstruction and injury of that trade. 

The duty of 1-10 of a cent is a survival 
brought over from the McKinley act, and 
brought over .by the Senate, as we be- 
lieve, without any realizing sense of the 
inevitable effect of it under the new con- 
ditions; for under the McKinley tariff it 
was not objectionable, because it affected 
nothing but refined sugar, of which the 
imports were insignificant, while under 
the new tariff it affects the imports of 
raw sugar, which have been, from Ger- 
many, $15,000,000 a year. Discrimina- 
tion against the importation of such 
sugar from Germany is a matter of more 
consequence to that country this year 
than it could have been heretofore, for 
Germany’s crop of raw sugar this year, 
according to the estimate of Licht’s cir- 
cular, is larger by nearly 24 per cent. 
than last year’s crop. Inasmuch as the 
increase is also large in Austria and 
France, and the coming crop in Cuba is 
exceptional in size, Germany is bound to 
protect the sale of her surplus in all le- 
gitimate ways. 

She has not been content, 
with retaliatory . protective 
which may be called strictly legitimate, 
but on various pretexts has undertaken 
to obstruct or prevent the importation of 
agricultural products from this country. 
She was impelled to take this course not 
only by this discrimination in violation 
of our treaties, but also, as we have 
shown heretofore, by an additional and 
much heavier discrimination involved in 
the early decision of our customs author- 
ities that the dutiable value of German 
sugar must include the large internal 
revenue tax in that country, a decision 
which, if it had been sustained, would 
have absolutely prevented the purchase 
of any German sugar by our refiners. 
Fortunately, that: decision was reversed, 
after a considerable delay, but while it 
was in force it stimulated powerfully the 
German retaliatory movement. 

Germany’s first step was the exclusion 
of American live cattle, and one or two 
Other Huropean countries were induced 
to follow this example. Then new re- 
strictions upon the importation of canned 
meats were imposed; the Government 
sought to turn the attention of German 
manufacturers to foreign supplies of raw 
entton at the expense of our export trade 
in this staple; a new tax was laid on im- 
ported tobacco; and the duty on cotton- 
seed oil was increased by 250 per cent. 
It has been reported that the large im- 
ports of oleomargarine oil from this 
country would seon be attacked. In 
this movement the German Government 
has, of course, the warm support of the 
agrarian element, which desires to de- 
crease by duties or other obstacles the 
importation of cattle, beef, lard, butter, 
and all other agricultural products, and 
the Government is quite willing at this 
time to bid for this support. 

A glance at the official statistics will 
show that while our exports of liye cattle 
to Germany .have been small, those of 
cotton, oilcake, lard, wheat, corn, oleo- 
margarine oil, and tobacco have been 
large, amounting in 1893 te $58,000,000. 
It is possible for Germany on various 
pretexts to reduce largely this export 
trade that is of so much importance to 
the agriculturists of the United States as 
well as to the entire population, and she 
is already engaged in the work. It is a 
fair supposition that none of these indi- 
cations of commercial hostility would 
have been shown if cause or excuse for 
them had not been given by the imposi- 
tion of the discriminating duty on sugar 
and the decision (now reversed) which 
practically imyposed a prohibitory tax on 
all sugar imports from that country. 

The House would gladly repeal this 
duty, and, so far as its action can affect 
the tariff, it has already repealed it. The 
Senate Democrats, bowing to the will of 
Gorman, have laid the question aside. 
‘It is not a matter of much importance to 
the Sugar Trust, but the Trust’s Sena- 
tors fear that the repeal of the discrimi- 
nating 1-10 would be accompanied by 
the repeal of the Trust’s protective differ- 
ential of 1-8 of a cent. And so we see 
the shameful spectacle of the Democratic 
majority refusing to take the action 
which national honor demands and the

FERDINAND DE LESSEPS. 
While the record of the career of Fer- 
dinand de Lesseps up to the time when, 
havidg already lived the allotted years 
of man, he undertook the construction of 
the Panama Canai, abounds in achieve- 
ments which deserve the honor to which 
notable success is entitled and were for 
the most part really honorable and bene- 
ficial to his country and mankind, the 
history ‘of the Panama enterprise left * 
stain on his memory which time will not 
efface. De Lesseps was by inclination 
and training a diplomat, skilled in the 
devices of the art, and the history of the 
Panama company indicates that he was 
governed by the doctrine that the end 
justifies the means. He was not an en- 
gineer; if he had been it is probable that 
some of the greatest errors by which the 
tourse of the Panama scheme was 
marked would have been avoided. He 
was a man of extraordinary energy and 
untiring industry. His early successes 
made him the idol of the French middle 
classes and thrifty peasantry, and this 


popularity, sustained by his engaging 
personality, threw around him a glamour 


that was very deceptive so far as it in- 
duced confidence in his ability to deal 
with the purely technical and financial 
sides of.such a project as the American 
canal, 

It is quite probable that he was not 
directly responsible for the greater part, 
of the shameful corruption which charac- 
terized the management of the canal 
company in its last days, but, even 
when his age and his gradual retirement 
from active participation in that man- 
agement are borne in mind, it is difficult 
to draw a line at the date when his re- 
sponsibility ceased. It : notorious, 
moreover, that while he was still the act- 
ive head of the company, it was guilty of 
great corruption. It is also true that 
under his direction and with his consent 
enormous sums of the hard-earned sav- 


is 


ings of the common people of France 
were wasted and squandered, and that 
in spite of his Knowledge of this waste 
and of corruption accompanying it, and of 
the actual condition of the enterprise, he 
appealed again and again to these people 
of very moderate means. Without scru- 
ple he took their little hoards and poured 
them into a bottomless pit of extrava- 
gance, bribery, and maladministration. 
The destitution and suffering of thou- 
sands of families who were his dupes are 
to-day his most conspicuous monument in 
his native land, and a marked impulse 
was imparted to the French Socialistic 
movement by the extraordinary revela- 
tions of legislative and executive corrup- 
tion which followed the collapse of the 
corporation which for some years had 
been upheld solely by his name and in- 


fluence. 
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THE AMERICA’S CUP. 

The prospect now seems to be that 
there will be a race next Summer for the 
America’s Cup. The indefatigable Lord 
Dunraven certainly means racing, and 
he is not likely to adhere to conditions to 
which the.custodian of the cup cannot 
agree. It is to be hoped fhat there may 
be arace. In the first place, such a race, 
or series of races, constitutes a very note- 
worthy and attractive event of the sea- 
son during which it occurs. In the sec- 
ond place, as the most important yacht- 
ing event in the world, the contest for 
the America’s Cup exerts a great and 
wholesome influence upon yacht design- 
ing and yacht sailing on both sides of 
the Atlantic.

IMPORTATION OF DIAMOND CUTTERS 


The Special Board of Inquiry Begins 
Its Investigation, 


The special board of inquiry appointed 
recently to inquire into the alleged viola- 
tion of the contract labor laws by certain 
diamond © manufacturers and importers 
met yesterday on Ellis Island, and took 
testimony from four importers. The men 
who were examined were not directly con- 
cerned in the cases. 

Stern Brothers & Co, 
their counsel that one man was brought 
to this country under contract for the 
purpose of testing the law. Mr. Green- 


baum, their counsel, claims that Section 5 
of the original act protects them in that 
the man was brought here to work in a new 
industry under the meaning of the law, 
which new industry, diamond cutting, they 
propose to establish in this country. 

All of those who testified stated that 
Stern Brothers & Co. had established a new 
industry in this country, for which it was, 
at the time of its establishment, impossible 
to get labor here. 

The change in duty on cut stones under 
the new law has led to the effort to estab- 
lish the business of diamond cutting in 
this country. 

If the Secretary of the Treasury, after 
reviewing the testimony, decides against 
Mr. Greenbaum’s interpretation of the law, 
it is possible that a fine of $1,000 per man 
imported under contract will be imposed, 
and the men returned to Europe.

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NO JUDICIAL SELECTIONS 48 YET | - RE 
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Reported Opinion of Elihu Root that 
the New Justices Must Be Elected. . 


RHINECLIFF, N. Y., Dec. 7.—Governor- 
elect Morton said this evening, in regard to 
the question of judicial appointments: 

“T have received a very large number of 
applications for judicial appointments from 
all parts of the State. I am considering the 
question of my power to appoint under the 
authority conferred by the new Constitu- 
tion, but have reached no decision in the 
matter. 

“It was necessary that I should select the 
members of my military staff prior to my 
inauguration, but no further selections for 
any offices will be decided upon until after 
I have officially assumed my duties.” 


It was stated last night on the best of 
authority that Elihu Root, who was Chair- 
man of the Judiciarv Committee of the Con- 
stitutional Convention, had prepared an 
elaborate opinion on the question as to 
whether or not Governor-elect Morton can 


appoint the twelve additional Judges of the 
Supreme Court provided for by the new 
Constitution, 

This opinion is to the effect that Gov. 
Morton cannot make such appointments, 
and ‘that the places on the Supreme Court 
beneh provided for by the new Constitu- 
tion cannot be filled until the election next 
November. 

Joseph H. Choate, who was President of 
the Constitutional Convention, and whose 
position as a constitutional lawyer is of the 
highest character, has read Mr. Root’s 
opinion, and agrees with it fully. Mr. Choate 
Says it was not the intention of the 
Constitutional Convention that the twelve 
additional Judges of the Supreme Court 
should be appointed in the first instance 
by the Governor, but that they should be 
elected by the, people at the next election 
after the adoption of the Constitution. 

It is presumed that Mr. Root’s opinion 
was prepared for Governor-eleet Morton, 
but the informant of The New-York Times’s 
reporter was not able to say whether this 
was.so or not. He presumed that it was. 

Certain it is that no opinion prepared by 
a lawyer recently will attract as much at- 
tention as this one will, hecause so many 
lawyers are interested in it. 

There has been no end of candidates for 
the Supreme Court Judgeships supposed to 
be at the disposal of Mr. Morton. Already 
he has received scores 6f applications, and 
many of them were made on behalf of 
some of the ablest lawyers in the State. 
The fact that, even if the new Governor could 
niake the appointments, the appointees 
could only hold until the next genera) elec- 
tion did not matter. Scores of prominent 
lawyers were willing to serve upon the 
bench even if their chances of election in 
November were’ dubious. 

Here in the city plenty of Republican 
lawyers were enthusiastic in their desire 
to accept appointments to the bench from 
Mr. Morton. Under the new Constitution, 
three of the additional Judgeships come to 
this county. Some of these lawyers have 
been busily at work for days arranging 
their plans to secure whether they consider 
the necessary backing to get appointments. 

But Jit Mt. Root’s opinion was prepared 
for Governor-elect Morton, and there are 
reasons to suppose that it was, then the 
efforts of these lawyers in this direectior 
will be suspended indefinitely. p 


“RIGOLETTO” AT THE OPERA 


M. Maurel as the Jester and Mme. 


Melba as the Innocent Daughter. 


It is not often in these days, which are 
certainly not “‘ palmy,” that Verdi's “ Rigo- 
letto”’ fills the auditorium of any opera 
house outside of Italy. Yet it is to be re- 
corded to-day that at the Metropolitan 
Opera House last night a large audience as- 
sembled at a performance of this well-worn 
work. The cause was not difficult to dis- 
cover. The title réle is one of the great 
parts in the repertory of the baritone voice; 
but, unfortunately, in the last twenty-five 
years the part has been generally greater 
than the baritones cast for it. Last night it 
was in the hands of a baritone singer of 
world-wide reputation, and that fact, coupled 
with the presence of a soprano of the first 
rank, sufficed to draw a large audience. 

M. Maurel’s performance of Rigoletto was 
precisely what might have been expected of 
him. His voice, it must be said at the out- 
set, no longer answers all his demands upon 
it; and there were passages in which the 
effort was more than noticeable. But no 
person whe takes opera to be anything 
more than a mere singing match will judge 
M. Maurel’s performance by its vocal mer- 
its alone. He is essentially a singing actor. 
In ‘‘ Rigoletto ’’ he infuses splendid virility 
into his acting, which runs a wide gamut of 
emotion. The transition from the jester of 
the first act to the bitter man, yet tender 
father, of the second, was. splendidly 
marked. Even in the first act he artistically 
indicated the unreality of the humor of the 
jester. Later on he depicted with more than 
necessary elaboration the anguish of the 
father. His vocal delivery was full of sig- 
nificance, yet one could not easily forget 
that the voice was. not so vibrant as it was 
in years gone by. 

Mme. Melba was the Gilda. Her treatment 
of this part is already known to this public, 
but her work.last night was a great im- 
provement on that of last season. She made 
an effort to preserve the modest character 
of the girl, and this endeavor was naturally 
aided by the exquisitely fresh and youthful 
quality of her voice. As for her vocal work, 
it was simply perfection. Her ** Caro Nome” 
was exquisite in its purity of tone and its 
phrasing. 

Signor Russitano made 
ance here as Ii Duca. He i ‘ 
whose physical appearance is not especially 
in his favor, but who will undoubtedly 
prove to be an acceptable interpreter of the 
smaller tenor roles. His lower and middle 
registers are of only tolerable quality, but 
his upper notes are clear and pleasant. His 
voice is sufficiently powerful for sueh roles 
as Il Duea, and he phrases with nice judg- 
ment. a 

Mme. Sealchi was the Maddalena and M. 
Castlemary was a competent Sparafucile. 
The other parts were in the hands of Signori 
Abramoff, De Vascehetti, Cernusca, and Ri- 
naldini, and Mme, Van Cauteren. The cho- 
rus and orehestra were satisfactory.

The memory of Anton Rubinstein was ap- 
propriately honored by the performance of 
his Ocean Symphony as the first number on 
the programme. Mr. Damrosch has lately 
made an arrangement from the love scene 
in Act II, of * Tristan und Isolde,’”” and 
this also was played yesterday. The selec- 
tion begins at the words of the duet, ““O 
sink’ hernieder, Nacht der Liebe,” and ends 
with Brangiine’s song, ‘‘ Einsam Wachend.” 
Mr. Damrosch’s labors consisted in an en- 
deavor to distribute the vocal parts among 
the instruments best suited to their utter- 
ance.

They are scholarly and 
well made, but they are not fed with the 
juices of vitality. The audience liked the 
player’s technical exhibition, and called him 
out again and again, in the hope that he 
would play ‘ one of those simple things full 
of feeling.’’ He did. He played Bach’s A 
minor yiolin sonata, and he played as mas- 
ter music ought to be played—in a master- 
ly manner.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—Ratifications of 
the new emigration convention between the 
United States and China were exchanged at 
the State Department to-day after office 
hours by Secretary Gresham and Minister 
Yang Yu. Only the President's proclama- 
tion of the fact, which should be made to- 
morrow, remains to make it binding upon 
the citizens of both countries. The conven- 
tion was. negotiated March 17, and agreed to 
by, the Senate Aug. 13, after considerable 
debate in executive session. The conven- 
tion will remain in foree ten years from 
to-day, and; unless six months before that 
time notice of its final termination shall be 
given by either party, it will continue for a 
similar period. The convention is designed 
to provide reciprocally for the better pro- 
tection of citizens or subjects of each coun- 
try within the jurisdiction of the other, 

Article 1 stipulates that, except under 
conditions subsequently specified, the immi- 
gration of Chinese laborers to the United 
States shall be absolutely prohibited, 

Article 2 excepts from the provisions of 
the preceding article the return to the 
United States of every registered Chinese 
laborer who has a lawful wife, child, or pa- 
rent in the United States or property to the 
value of $1,000, or, debts of like amount 
pending settlement. To secure this excep- 
tion, however, such laborer is compelled 
before leaving the United States to deposit 
with the Collector of Customs before he 
departs a full description in writing of his 
family or property or debts, and shall in 
exchange be furnished with a certificate of 
his right to return. Forfeiture of the right 
is provided in case the description is proved 
to be false. 

Article 3 excepts the right at present en- 
joyed of Chinese subjects being officials, 
teachers, students, merchants, or travelers 
for curiosity or pleasure, but not laborers, 
of coming to or residing in the United 
States. This class, however, is admitted 
only upon a certificate approved by the 
diplomatic or consular representative | of 
this country at the port whence such Chi- 
nese depart. The privilege of transit of 
Chinese laborers across the United States 
in journeying to or from other countries is 
continued, 

By Article 4 it is agreed that Chinese 
of the laboring or any other class, either 
permanently or temporarily in the United 
States, shall have all the protection to their 
persons and property that is given to cit- 
izens of the most favored nations, except 
the right to become maturalized citizens. 

Article 5 recognizes the right of China 
to enact and enforce laws and regulations 
similar to our Chinese Registration act, 
providing for the registration of all Amer- 
ican skilled and unskilled laborers residing 
in China, and binds this Government to 
report to the Government of China the 
full name, age, occupation, and place of 
residence of all citizens of the United States, 
including missionaries, within and without 
the treaty ports of China. 


ABOUT ARMENIAN ATROCITIES. 


An Independent American Delegate 
Will Be of the Committee. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Dec. 7.—The Sultan 
yesterday dispatched an invitation to the 
President of the United States to partici- 
pate, through a representative, in a mixed 
commission of the powers to visit Armenia 
and irvestigate conditions there. 

President Cleveland declined the invita- 
tion, but intimated a willingness to permit 
an American representative to accompany 
the proposed commission in an independent 
capacity. : 

The Sultan, thereupon telegraphed to the 
President, inviting the appointment of such 
a representative, aad to-day he learned that 
the United States would accept the modified 
invitation. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—Secretary Gresh- 
am declined to say anything about the dis- 
patch from Constantinople, announcing that 
the United States would permit a represent- 
ative to accompany the commission to Ar- 
menia, probably because the President will 
doubtless transmit a message to Congress 
in a few days, in response to Senator Hoar’s 
resolution calling for ali information 
received regarding the alleged = cruel- 


ties to Armenians in Turkey, and requesting 
the President to inform the Senate whether 
any expostulations have been addressed to 
Turkey by this Government, and whether 
any proposals have been made to the United 
States to act in concert with other Christian 
powers in the matter. This resolution would 
naturally seal the lips of all State Depart- 
ment officials until the President transmitted 
his reply to the Senate, 


LONDON, Dec. 7.—A deputation from_ the 
Armenian Society called to-day at the Rus- 
sian, French, German, Austrian, and Italian 
Embassies and presented'a petition ap- 
pealing to the powers to remember the 
piedges taken by them in the Berlin treaty. 


LONDON, Dec. 7.—The Daily News will 
Say to-morrow that Milo A. Jewett, United 
States Consul in Sivas, has been instructed 
from Washington to attend the Commission 
ef Inquiry in Armenia, while maintaining

ITALY’S SOCIALIST ELEMENT. 


More Truculent than Ever in the 
Chamber and Troublesome. 


ROME, Dec. 7.—Napoleone Colajanni, So- 
eialist Peputy for Castro-Giovanni, ques- 
tioned the Government to-day in the Cham- 
ber concerning the disappearance of im- 
portant official documents which were 
needed to fix the blame in the Banca 
Romana scandal. Premier Crispi replied 
that he had no power to explain the matter. 

Camillo Prampolini, Socialist for Guast- 
alla, then made a violent attack upon the 


Ministers, whom he denounced as the pro- 
tectors of rich criminals. The Socialists 
in the Chamber are more truculent than 
ever before, as they are smarting under 
the severity with which their former col- 
league, De Felice, was treated by the 
Government. 

On Tuesday the Chamber will discuss the 
enforced dissolution of Socialist and An- 
archist societies throughout the kingdom. 
A stormy session is expected, 


PASSPORTS NEEDED IN GERMANY 


Ambassador Ranyon Warns Ameri- 
cans Who Resent the Exaction. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—Ambassador Run- 
yon informs the Department of State, under 
date of Nov. 23, that all persons sojourning 
in Germany—not stopping at a hotel—are 
required to exhibit some certificate of na- 
tionality (in the case of an American a 
passport) as a condition of céntinuing their 
siay. It is explained at the department 
that this is not a new form of German re- 
taliation, but it has long been the rule in 
Germany, as well as in France and other 
countries. Some Americans have shown a 
disposition to resent this requirement, which 
has led to the Ambassador ‘calling attention 


fo it. 


ENTERTAINING THEIR VICTORS, 


Foreigners in Pekin Are Not Appar- 
ently Apprehensive Now. 


LONDON, Dec. 1 —A dispatch to the Cen- 
tral News from Shanghai says that the Chi- 
mese at Port Arthur are making presents to 
the Japanese who recently captured that 


place, and are giving dramatic performances 
for the entertainment of the Victors. 

The same dispatch says that more Chi- 
nese merchants engaged in the shipping 
trade are transferring their vessels to the 
protection of foreign flags.

REICHSTAG SOCIALIST DEFEAT. 


Even Fischer Beaten, and Repressive 
Measures Are Imminent. 


BERLIN, Dec. 7.~In the Reichstag to- 
day the balloting for Secretaries resulted 
in the election of Herren Krapatcheke, 
Hollenfer, Merbach, Krebs, Braun, Pieschel, 
Cegielski, Reinhardt, arid Schmidt. Herr 
Fischer, the nominee of the Social Demo- 
crats for one of the Secretaryships, was 
defeated by a large majority. 

The Koelnische Zeitung says that, in con- 
Sequence of yesterday’s scene in the Reichs- 
tag, the Government will prepare and in- 
troduce immediately a bill empowering the 
Reichstag to suppress such demonstrations 
summarily and to discipline any member 
speaking disrespectfully of the Emperor. 

BERLIN, Dec. 7.—The Anti-Socialist bill 
probably will go to the first reading on 
Dew 14 if the budget debate be ended 
The Socia! Democrats have chosen Dep- 
uties Singer, Auer, and Fromme to speak 
for them against it. . 

The Social Democratic demonstration 
against the throne has caused much dis- 
cussion. The Norddeutsche Allgemeine 
Zeitung says in an article apparently in- 
spired: 

“The incident brings us face to face 
with the fundamental necessity of combat- 
ing the revolutionary propaganda, and to 
that extent undoubtedly is a gain.” 

Referring to Deputy Singer’s protest, the 
writer says: 

“This is open riot and revolution, over 
which Singer holds a protecting hand.” 


The Vorwaerts, the main Social] Demo- 
eratic organ, mentions the incident as 
prophetic of the coming debates. It rid- 
icules the idea that persecution will check 
the spread and victory of Socialism. 

General opinion is that the Socialists have 
given,a handle to their opponents. Many 
persons who were skeptical now predict 
that the bill will be passed, excepting, per- 
haps, the paragraph dealing with incite- 
ment to violence and with attacks on re- 
ligion, the family, and marriage.

GARVEY, THE ASTOR TRAMP,-IN COURT 


Judge Fitzgerald Orders that He Must 


Be Tried for Burglary. 


John Garvey, the man who slept in an 
Astor bed, and who is now under an in- 
dictment for burglary in consequence, was 
to have heen placed on trial yesterday be- 
fore Judge Fitzgerald, in the Court of Gen- 
eral Sessions. 

Judge and jury and defendant were ull 
ready to proceed, but at the last momént 
Assistant District Attorney Macdona, who 
is to conduct the prosecution, announced 
that he could not go on. 

Thinking that there would be a long ar- 
gument on the law point raised by Garvey’s 
counsel, that the “ Astor tramp” could not 
be tried again for the alleged offense, hav- 
ing once been found guilty of disorderly 
conduct, Mr. Macdona had sent away his 
witnesses. . 

Judge Fitzgerald put the trial over until 
Monday. To Mr. Macdona’s surprise, he 
made short work of the objection of a 
“former conviction.’”” William H. Slayton 
has been retaired to defend the tramp. 

“This is simply an issue of law,” said 
Judge Fitzgerald. ‘‘ The prisoner was sen- 
tenced on the charge of disorderly conduct, 


but the indictment is for burglary in the 
second degree. The records of. his trial 
and conviction on the charge of disorderly 
conduct have been presented. 

“This indictment charges that the prison- 
er broke into the residence of Mrs, Caroline 
Astor, with intent to commit the crime of 
larceny, when there were people in the 
house. This constitute: burglary in the sec- 
ond degree. Here is the question: If the 
fact charged in the indictment could be tried 
under the former proceedings, and would 
tend to establish that disorderly conduct 
only had been committed, then the plea 
would be a good one, But it cannot. 

‘Breaking into a house is not disorderly 
conduct, and cannot be construed as such.” 

Isaac Taylor, a tea dealer at 38 Grove 
Street, Jersey City, a witness for the de- 
fense, who didn’t want to come to this city 
again, was permitted to make an affidavit 
to the fact that Garvey had worked for 
him six months ago as a clerk. He proved 
a good clerk, but Mr. Taylor noticed that 
he acted queerly at times. 

This testimony will be used to aid in prov- 
ing that Garvey is not of sound mind. 


CATHOLICS IN SECRET ORDERS 


Possibility that the Ban May Be Re- 
moved from Certain Societies, 


ST. PAUL, Minn., Dec. 7.—Rumors were 
flying thick and fast here all day to the 
effect that the ban had been raised by the 
Catholic Church upon all secret societies in 
Minnesota and the Dakotas. A representa- 
tive of The New-York Times called upon 
the Archbishop this evening, and was ac- 
corded a brief interview. He said: 

“The question of whether Catholics can 
belong to such so-called secret societies as 
the Sons of Temperance, Odd Fellows, and 
Knights of Pythias is now being considered 
by the authorities at Rome. It is expected 
that a decision will soon be given, but 
meanwhile Catholics would do well not to 
seek membership in those societies,” 

When the Masons were mentioned, the 
Archbishop referred the Times’s representa- 
tive to Father McNulty, his secretary. The 


latter said that the ban upon Masonry 
would not be removed, The religious serv- 
ices of that order were objectionable from 
a Catholic point of view, and the Catholic 
Church could not recognize, in any way, a 
society which bound the conscience of the 
individual. 

It has been an open secret in Catholic 
societies for several days that Archbishop 
Ireland himself placed the matter before the 
authorities at Rome, and, so confident are 
leading Catholics that the action will be 
favorable, that several have already joined 
the Knights of Pythias. Among these are 
City Clerk Prendergast and Judge Kelly of 
the District Court.

TALKS ON MUNICIPAL GOVERNMENT 
Alfred R. Conkling Opens a Series of Public 


Meetings to Discuss Defects in the 
City Departments. 


“The Organization of the New-York City 


Government ’’ was the subject of an ad- 
dress delivered last night by Alfred R. 
Conkling, \ Assemblyman-elect from the 
Highth District, before the members of 
Good Government Club B at their club- 


house, 70 West One Hundred and Fourth 
Street. 


The address was preliminary to a series 
of public meetings to be devoted to the 
study of the several departments ‘of the 
City Government, and to be addressed by 


speakers throughly familiar with their man- 
agement. 

Mr. Conkling took up each of the munic- 
ipal departments in turn, and suggested 
some remedies for defects. 

‘In former times,’’ said Mr. Conkling, 
“‘the Mayor acted as a magistrate, and I 
believe in the continuance of this custom. 
A man unjustly arrested by a policeman 
could then get immediate justice by appeal- 
ing to such a Mayor as Mr. Hewitt. With 


better men acting as Police Justices this 
plan may not prove necessary, but it is 
necessary to give the Mayor absolute pow- 
er of removal. I believe in making the 
Mayor of New-York autocratic, as he is in 
Chicago, where such power has proved a 
great success. I think it wise also to have 
a more than two years’ term for that 
official, as good business men will refuse to 
drop their private interests and devote 
themselves to the public welfare for such 
a short term.” 

Speaking of the method of tax paying in 
“At the be- 
ginning of every year the city is bankrupt, 
and is compelled to borrow on revenue 
bonds. I think that by a gradual process 
all taxes should be arranged so as to be 
paid on the’ist of January. 

“It is the duty of every citizen to go to 
the Board of Estimate and inform it where 
the city expenses may be lessened. The 
greatest amount of useless expenditure is 
among the Aldermen. They employ a 
dozen clerks at faney salaries, whose duties 
could be performed by half that number. 
WhenlIwas a member of the board, in 1887, 
it was customary to order forty pairs of 
gloves and a proportional amount of flowers 
to be used by the twenty-four Aldermen at 
the funeral of a fellow-member.”’ 

Mr. Conkling then spoke of the propor- 
tional representative system, whereby the 
present Board of Aldermen. instead of con- 
taining thirty Tammany men, would be 
balanced by eleven Republicans. The speak- 
er concluded his address by touching on the 
government of the police, which he thought 
should be a military organization under the 
management of one man.

CONFIDENT OF A CONTEST 


Chairman Smith Says So After Read- 
‘ing America’s Cup Challenge. 


EACH SIDE TO MAKE CONCESSIONS 


The Cup Committee Discusses Lord 
Dunraven’s Challenge—A_ Let- 
ter Expected To-day—De- 
fenders to be Built. 


Lord Dunraven’s challenge for a race for 
the America’s Cup next year was read and 
discussed at a meeting of the Cup Commit- 
tee held in the offices of ex-Commodore 
James D. Smith yesterday afternoon. The 
members present were Chairman James D. 
Smith, Secretary A. Cass Canfield, Archi- 
bald Rogers, Latham A. Fish, Gouverneur 
Kortright, and C. Oliver Iselin. The only 
absentee was J. Frederick Tams. 

The committee met at noon promptly and 
remained in session untfl 1:20 o’clock. When 
they adjourned, Commodore Smith said the 
challenge had been fully discussed, and the 
outlook for a race was exceedingly bright. 
He said to a reporter for The New-York 
Times: 

“I don’t think there will be any hitch in 
the negotiations. Each year there has been 
a few small obstacles to surmount, and 
each side has been forced to yield some 
minor concession to the other. The Amer- 

ae 
ica’s Cup Committee is made up of some or 
the best yachtsmen in the country, ‘and 
they are racing yachtsmen, too, so that 
they thoroughly understand the situation. 
“There is not a man on the committee who 
would do an unfair or unsportsmanlike act. 
Each one is anxious to uphold the yachting 
prestige of this country and wants the 
match to be made on the fairest possible 
terms. The English yachtsmen are just as 
sportsmanlike as the American. I sincerely 
hope there will be a race next season for 
the America’s Cup and that ours will be 
the better boat. It is my personal opinion 
that there will be a race.” 

Lord Dunraven cabled to Mr. Smith that 
he had written him a letter, and that the 
letter was on the Campania. This letter is 
@n explanatory one, and Lord Dunraven 
wants it published at the same time the 
challenge is made public. If this letter is 
delivered to-day the challenge and the 
letter will be published at once. - 

The challenge is known to be conditional, 
but, judging from the confidence the mem- 
bers of the Cup Committee have of there 
being a race next year, there seems to be 
very little chance of a hitch. 

Another cablegram was received from 
Lord Dunraven yesterday, asking if the 
New-York Yacht Club would deem it dis- 
courteous if he gave the challenge and his 
letter to the English papers. Mr. Smith ad- 
vised him to give them out. 

The Cup Committee will meet again at 
Mr. Smith’s office at noon on Monday, and 
the challenge will then be considered with 
the explanatory letter. 

New-York Yacht Club members are so 
confident that there will be a race that 
they are discussing how the cup will be de- 
fended. The Herreshoffs will build a boat. 
That is certain, and it will be for a syndi- 
cate headed by C. Oliver Iselim and E. D. 
Morgan, told exclusivély in The New- 
York Times on Thursday. It is stated that 
Mr. Iselin has already received plans from 
the Bristol shipbuilders, and that they have 
been examined by several yachtsmen at Mr. 
TIselin’s home at New-Rochelle. Of course, 
the plans cannot be worked out in detail 
until the water-line length of the challeng- 
ing boat is made known. 

At present it does not seem likely that 
there will be a new Boston boat. Gen. Paine 
has the Jubilee, and she will probably be 
improved and put in thorough shape for 
the tria) races. The Rogers syndicate has 
the Colonia, and, if she were deepened or 
had a board put in to give her a better 
zrip on the wind, she would be a much bet- 
ter boat than she was last year, and the 
chances are that those who contro) the 
boat will try to improve her and have her 
ready for the trial races. 

There will probably be a boat built by a 
Philadelphia syndiqate, headed by the Drex- 
els and other wealthy men. This boat is 
to be designed by Lewis Nixon. Yachts- 
men are anxious to see what kind of a craft 
he will turn out, after his recent condemna- 
tion of the centreboard.

RECOGNIZED NEW DEED OF GIFT 


£x£nglish Yachtsmen Did So in 1893 


and Must Now. 


Jo the Editer of The New-York Times: 

Will you allow space in your yachting columns 
for a few words addressed especially to Gen. 
Charles J. Paine of Boston? The excuse for 
writing them is the fact that English yachtsmen 
are evidently still blind to the fact that they rec- 
ognized two years ago, apparently without know- 
ing it, the famous ‘‘ new deed of gift’’ govern- 
ing the America’s Cup, and, moreover, will have 
to recognize that document again this year if 
their challenge is accepted by the New-York 
Yacht Club. 

Several years ago, I think it was in 1889, an 
interview with Gen. Paine appeared in the col- 
umns of The New-York Times, in which Gen. 
Paine advanced the original and unique opinion 
that under the ‘‘ mutual-agreement’’ clause of 
the new deed the club holding the cup had power 
to offer any terms whatever to a challenger, and 
that it was only in the event of being unable to 
agree upon terms that any attention need to be 
paid to the deed. In other words, Gen. Paine's 
interpretation of the ‘* mutual-agreement’’ clause 
was that it gave the clubs the power to do any- 
thing they pleased, so long as they came to some 
final agreement. And I will here emphasize that 
this clause is a part of the deed itself. 

When the challenge came, two years ago, the 
English yachtsmen wanted a clause added to the 
new deed providing that in case they won the 
cup they would be.allowed to hold it, subject to 
the same conditioms as those under which they 
challenged; provided, of course, that a challenge 
according to the terms laid down in the deed 
would be accepted. if a elub should prefer them 
to the conditions proposed for the Valkyrie-Vigi- 
lant contests. 

Now here was‘the rub, and judging from some 
recent interviews in the papers it is doubtful if 
the English yachtsmen understand yet that they 
challenged under and recognized fully the new 
deed. Mr. Kersey said several times two years 
ago that Englishmen were not accepting the 
new deed in any “way except conditionally, the 
** condition ’’ being that the Royal Yacht Squad-

Gallagher Had a Run of Hard Luck 
at Cushion Carroxns. 


*‘Tom ’’ Gallagher had a night off at billiards 
last evening.

inspect the books of the University of Pennsyl- 
vania Faculty, and to see’if the charges of pro- 
fessionalism are substantiated therefrom. 

He offers to give any Yale committee all the 
assistance possible in ferreting out ineligible stu- 
dents. One significant paragraph of the com- 
munication follows: 

“The status of College athletics before the 
public has been jeopardized during the season 
that has just closed ‘as the result of occurrences 
upon the football field which all lovers of true 
college sport must deeply regret, and it would 
seem to be most ill advised, under these circum- 
stances, to sanction by acquiescence the making 
of public charges which directly impeach the 
good faith of college men, or, if the charges are 
to -be preferred, to select the columns of news- 
papers as the place to exhibit them. It is, there- 
fore, the hope of the committee that you will 
take immediate and definite action upon this 
communication.”’ 

The managers of the Yale Athletic Association 
think that, the Pennsylvania Faculty have been 
hasty, as no formal charges have been brought. 
They state, however, that they will answer the 
communication as soon as it is possible for them 
to confer.

Silence Yesterday on Both Sides of the Con- 
troversy—Mer. Satolli Coming 
This Afternoon. 


* The Rev. Father Ducey denied himself 
yesterday to all callers. He left word with 
his housekeeper that he had nothing to say 
abcut the controversy between himself and 
Archbishop Corrigan as to his attendance 
at the sessions of the Lexow committee. 
He may have something to say to-day. 

The same reticence was maintained at the 
house of Archbishop Corrigan. It was re- 
ported that a meeting of the Archdiocesan 
Council was to be held at the palace yester- 
day, but this turned out to be incorrect. The 
meeting of the Archdiocesan Council was 
held last Wednesday at the Archbishop’s 
house, but it was impossible to find. out 
whether Father Ducey’s case was discussed. 

The usual weekly meeting of the Vicar’s 
General was held yesterday in the Arch- 
bishop’s house. Vicar Generals Mooney and 
Farley were in attendance with Archbishop 
Corrigan. Mgr. Farley was seen at his 
house after the meeting. He refused to say 
whether the case of Father Ducey came be- 
fore the meeting. 

The Rev. Father Newey again said that 
as far as he knew there was no reason 


to prevent Father Ducey making public the 
letter marked ‘ private,’’ which Archbishop 
Corrigan sent him, if he desired to do so. 

Father Ducey, in his statement of Thurs- 
day, said that ‘‘Inspector Williams and 
Capt. Westervelt might give some ecclesi- 
astical information’’ concerning the char- 
acter of the house of Rose Bell and her 
successor, Evelyn Bell, in West Thirty- 
sixth Street. 

Inspector Williams said when asked 
about this statement that he had enough 
to do without hunting for information 
about ecclesiastics. He declared he knew 
nothing about the matter,*and could give 
no information to the Lexow committee 
on what Father Ducey mentioned. Capt. 
Westervelt said he had no knowledge of 
what Father Ducey meant. 

Mer. Satolli will arrive to-day from 
Washington. He will be accompanied by 
his Secretary, the Rev. Hector Papi, and 
on his arrival, about 3 P. M., he will pro- 
ceed at once to St. Francis Xavier’s Church, 
in West Sixteenth Street. 

The celebration of the*feast of St. Francis 
Xavier will be begun to-morrow with a 
pontifical high mass by Mer.

MR. ANDREWS COURTS INVESTIGATION 


Has No Knowledge of Charges by a 
Loyal Legion Member—Not to Resign. 


Street - Cleaning Commissioner Andrews 
yesterday said to a reporter for The New- 
York Times that he has not now and never 
has had any idea or intention of resigning 
his Commissionership.

‘**IT spoke to Gen. Horace Porter, our com- 
mander, some time ago about charges 
that The Tribune published against me, in 
which it was alleged that I had defrauded 
an old soldier of his pension money, and 
said that I would like to have the order 
investigate the matter. I spoke to him 
again to: the same effect after charges had 
been made against me before the Lexow 
committee, and on the night of Dec. 5, at 
the meeting of the order, I asked in open 
meeting that a committee of members of 
the Loyal Legion be appointed to investi- 
gate all of the various charges that have 
been made against me, for the good of the 
order, and for my own sake. ° 

“The matter was referred to the officers 
of the order and no committee was at that 
time appointed. The next meeting of the 
order will be held in February, but whether 
a report will be presented at that meeting 
or not I do not know. 

‘*T took the initiative in asking that the 
charges against me be investigated, and 
sincerely hope that the order will go into 
them fully for its own good and protection, 
aside from any personal feeling that I 
may have in the matter.” 

Commissioner Andrews had a long con- 
ference with Mayor Gilroy at the office of 
the latter yesterday: afternoon. The Com- 
missioner looked uncomfortable during and 
after the conference. 

He was seen as he was leaving the office, 
and asked if he would say anything about 
his talk with the Mayor. 

‘Oh, no; there is no news,” replied Mr.

Executors Are Puzzled Over the Es- 
‘tate of Henry M. Bradhurst 


GREAT PART OF THE PROPERTY GONE 


The Testator Was a Quarter Century 


Ago Prominent in New-York 


Social Life—Provisions 
of His Will. 


Henry Maunsell Bradhurst’s relatives and 
friends are puzzled over the disappearance 
of a large fortune which Mr. Bradhurst 
was supposed to be possessed of. 

Mr. Bradhurst was one of the leading 
figures in the social life of New-York a 
quarter of a century ago. He was a mem- 
ber of all the principal clubs, entertained 
liberally, and was supposed to be a mill- 
ionaire. 

His health failing, he went abroad and 
settled with his family on a handsome 
property known as Faulkbourne’ Hall, at 
Witham, in Essex, England. Here he lived 
the life of a wealthy English gentleman. 
Mrs. Bradhurst died some years’ago, and 
was buried at Belgate, Surrey. 

Mr. Bradhurst was taken ill last Septem- 
ber, and in October he died at his home. 

He left a will executed in England on 
Sept. 30, 1885. As he owned some real 


_estate in this city, the document was sent 


over here, and yesterday it was filed for 
probate. Then.it developed that his prop- 
erty had almost disappeared, and the ex- 
ecutors are of the opinion that there will 
hardly be enough to pay the direct be- 
quests. = 


Hugh N. Camp of Morris Heights, who 


is engaged in the cement business at 56 
Liberty Street, and Edward R. Biddle, a 
dry goods merchant of 73 Leonard Street, 
two old-time friends of Mr. Bradhurst, are 
named as executors. Mr. Camp, in speak- 
ing about the matter yesterday, said: 

“We have been unable to find a tenth 
of the great property which we supposed 
Mr. Bradhurst owned. I can’t say what 
has become of it at this time.” 

“ Will there be sufficient to pay the direct 
legacies? ”’ 

‘“We will see in due time,’ Mr. Camp 
answered, and then he added: ‘“ People 


sometimes will away more property than 
they own.”’ 

The portion of the property which has 
been found consists principally of United 
States bonds and English consols. There 
is some real estate, though not much. 

Each executor, under the terms of the 
will, is to receive $1,000, and $100 is left to 
Henry Reinman, the testator’s valet. Rela- 
tives and friends receive minor bequests. 
To his son, August Maunsell Bradhurst, he 
leaves $40,000, and all his household goods 
and personal effects in England. His 
adopted daughter, Margaret Elizabeth 
Mounsey, the widow of Augustus Henry 
Mounsey, is to receive $72,680 as an offset 
to £16,000 which he had given to his other 
adopted daughter, Henrietta Clarissa Tal- 
bot, the wife of Gerald F. Talbot. 

The residue of the estate, which was sup- 
poséd to be worth about a million dollars, is 
left to the son and the two adopted daugh- 
ters in equal parts. 


WANT THE EXECUTOR REMOVED 


That Have Been Brought 
J. 


The Charges 


Against Lee Humfreville. 


Gen. Thomas F. Ewing appeared in court 
yesterday against J. Lee Humfreville, Vice 
President of the Ohio Southern Railway 
Company, and one of the executors of the 
will of Mary J. Havemeyer. 

Gen. Ewing is counsel for the heirs under 
Mrs. Havemeyer’s will, and he appeared be- 
fore Surrogate Arnold to argue a motion for 
the removal of Mr. Humfreville as executor. 
Mrs. Havemeyer died some years ago, leay- 
ing property estimated to be worth several 
hundred thousand dollars. 

In support of the motion for the removal 
of Mr. Humfreville, affidavits were pre- 
sented made by Mrs. Jennie Blanche Have- 
meyer Campbell, the wife of Adair Camp- 
bell, a daughter of the testatrix, who now 
resides in Scotland; by Henry Havemeyer, 
a son; by T. Brownell Burnham, the gen- 
eral guardian of the children. William F. 
Havemeyer and Edythe Havemeyer, and 
by Edward Kent, a co-executor, and others. 

They all declared that Mr. Humfreville 
had mismanaged the estate; had refused 
to give any information concerning it; 
had assumed control of it himself, greatly 
to the detriment of the children and their 
interests, and it was declared that his re- 
moval would be beneficial to the interests 
of all. 

Henry Havemeyer swore that Mr. Hum- 
freville is ‘‘ unreasonable, vindicative, tyr- 
anical, and has a violent temper,’ and in- 
sists upon the management of the estate in 
his own way. 

Mr. Burnham declared that he has never 
been able to confer with Mr. Humfreville 
about the estate and the interests of his 
wards, because of a disagreement that he 
had with the executor, when Mr. Humfre- 
ville told him he would kill him if he ever 
came into his presence again. 4, 

Gen. Ewing declared that so far as ac- 
counts were concerned Mr, Humfreville was 
“an imbecile,’’ and that he had made the 
most hopeless and desperate attempt that 


an executor had ever made to keep ac- 
counts. They were all kept in what he 
called a little blue book, and when ques- 
tioned closely as to figures, he would al- 
eae say that he could not find the blue 
ook, ‘ 

William M. Ivins appears for Mr. Humfre- 
ville, who denies absolutely the charges 
that are made against him. It is not 
charged that the executor has misappropri- 
ated any of the funds. 


THE LAWYER HAD A WIFE. 


Otherwise He Said He Might Consider 
Miss McCormick’s Interrogation. 


Miss Annie McCormick, a prim spinster of 
sixty, made it clear yesterday that she is 
not to be awed by courts or lawyers. 

Miss McCormick was called as a witness 
before Justice Lawrence, in the Supreme 
Court, in a suit brought by James Arthur 
to secure his rights as a husband in prop- 
erty left by his wife to Sarah Dalton, a 
daughter by a former marriage. 

Miss McCormick was a friend of the late 
Mrs. Arthur, and nursed her during her 
last illness. She testified positively that 
the testatrix was not of sound mind when 
she signed the will. When the cross-exam- 
ination was pegs by E. M. Johnson, the 
lawyer for the daughter, he began very po- 
litely: 

‘* Now, Miss McCormick, are you not an 
unmarried lady?’”’ 

‘“*Oi am thot,” was the brisk reply. ‘* Are 
ye lookin’ for a wife?’”’

MORRISON ARGUES HIS CLAIM. 


What He Alleges in Behalf of the St. 
Louis Soidiers’ Orphans’ Home. 


Lewis J. Morrison, attorney for the Sol- 
diers’ Orphans’ Home of St. Louis, yes- 
terday argued his motion before Surrogate 
Arnold to compe] the Gould heirs and ex- 
ecutors to file an inventory of the assets 
of the Gould estate. 

The Soldiers’ Orphans’ Home owns $10,000 
of Kansas Pacific bonds. It has brought 
suit on its own account and the account of 
other bondholders against the Gould heirs 
and RuSsell Sage, seeking to have a trust 
fund, now said to amount to $10,000,000, re- 
stored. 

This fund, it is alleged, was misappro- 
priated by Jay Gould and Russell Sage, 
who had been appointed as Trustees to 
secure the Kansas Pacific bondholders. 
Thirty thousand shares of the Denver 
Pacific Railway and Telegraph Company, of 
the par value of $3,000,000, were conveyed 
to the Trustees under the deed of trust, 
which was executed May 1, 1879. By an 
alleged illegal process, it is charged that 
Jay Gould and Russell Sage had this prop- 
erty released, and exchanged it for Union 
Pacific stock, most of which the Trustees 
are accused of having placed to their own 
account. ° 

In the present suit it is now attempted 
to recover the value of this stock for the 
bondholders. 

The motion made yesterday was partly 
made to trace the property and partly to 
compel the defendants to deposit .a suffi- 
cient sum to cover any verdict that may 
be obtained against them. In speaking for 
the motion, Mr. Morrison said: 

“*T will endeavor to show your Honor one 
of the most virulent violations of a trust 
that the brain of a Maehiavelli ever con- 
ceived, one of the boldest, baldest pieces of 


trust robbery ever heard of in this or any 
other court, and the courts were either 
hoodwinked or weré passive to the robbery. 
The ink was hardly dry on the court’s order 
when those Trustees put a scheme into 
effect to get those three millions of Denver 
Pacific bonds.” 

Col. Edward C. James for the estate ar- 
gued that the courts had ordered the trans- 
fer of the stock, and that further the Sol- 
diers’ Orphans’ Home had acquiesced in the 
matter for over fourteen years and has now 
no right to come in. 

The Surrogate reserved his decision.

LA CHESNAYE IN SORROW 
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Ferdinand de Lesseps Died in His 
Great Castle Yesterday. 


SUEZ TRIUMPH AND PANAMA FAULT 


Career of One of the Most Pictur- 
esque and Romantic Person- 
ages of Modern 


Times, ‘ 


PARIS, Dec. 7.--Count Ferdinand de Les- 
seps died this afternoon at the Chateau La’ 
Chesnaye. 


Viscount Ferdinand de Lesseps has passed 
into history as one of ibe most picturesque 
and romantic figures of modern times. It 
may be Goubied if his career has a parallel 
in any age. He was a typical Frenchman, 
bold, adventurous, fond of display, fearless, 

. and sanguine with regard to everything 
that interested his busy mind. From youth 
until extreme old age he managed to keep 
himself almost constantly in the public eye, 
and that, except in jlate years, without ap- 
parent effort on his part. He served his 
country in a diplomatic capacity from the 
time he attained his majority until well 
into middle life, and although he reached 
some measure of fame in that capacity 
it was not until he had passed the age of 
sixty years when his name was heard on 
the tongues of men the world over. Since 
then he has been literally in the public 
sight at all times. Many attacked and not a 
few distrusted him, even in his own coun- 
try, but before the common people and the 
world at large he was a character to be 
talked about and admired. 

The construction of the Suez Canal, which 
Was accomplished when he was sixty-four 
years old, raised him to the pinnacle of 
fame. But his ambition was not content. 
The dream of his life was to build another 
huge waterway on the Isthmus of Panama. 
His experience in this enterprise is another 
gad illustration of the discontent which be- 
sets the ambitiou.. Had he been satisfied

to let well enough alone he would still have 
ranked high in history, his name going 
down through posterity among the common 
people and in tke commercial world with 
the name of Victor Hugo, both being men 
who reached the zenith of their powers 
after the age at which the mind usually 
does its best work. De Lesseps’s miscon- 
ception of the undertaking at Panama and 
his persistency in clinging to a hopeless 
task must dim his fame. In considering, 
however, the character of the man, 
his failure in this great enterprise Ts 
really a matter of less wonder than 
that he should have begun it when he 
Was séventy-five years old andrshould have 
prosecuted it with the vigor of a man in 
his prime, expecting to live to see it com- 
pleted and to enjoy the honors of this great 
conquest over nature when he -had reached 
the age of ninety years. His faith in him- 
self never wavered and his courage was in- 
domitable. 

Ferdinand de Lesseps was born at Ver- 
sailles on Noy. lil, 1805. His father was 
Count Matthew Ge Lesseps, who married 
into the noble family of Duvigny of Spain, 
whence sprang the Empress Eugenie. In 
later years, in consequence of great friend- 
liness at the Egyptian Court, the father was 
known as the Duke of Suez. The father at 
the time of Ferdinand’s birth had been in 
the Consular Service of France for many 
years. In 1819 he was assigned to duty at 

hiladelphia for his Government. The son 
was taken from school in Paris, where he 
had enjoyed the educational privileges then 
within the reach of sons of rich men. From 
1819 until 1822 the family lived in Philadel- 
phia. De Lesseps was blessed by nature 
with graces of speech, and he may have 
desired chiefly to please his hearers when 
he said at a dinner in Philadelphia in 1880 
that he owed to his youthful contact with 
American life the tenacity of purpose which 
had since characterized his career. 

From Philadelphia the father was dele- 
gated as the first representative of France 
at the Court of Mehemet Ali. All of his 
family accompanied him. It was while at 
that Court that young de Lesseps met Said 
Pasha, the son ot the ruler. The seeds of 
friendship there sown served de LesSeps 
Subsequently in the great enterprise of his 
life at Suez. Although of widely different 
blood, training, and culture, the two young 
men had many qualities in common. Both 
were gay, frank, and venturesome.. They 
delighted in feats of strength and in the 
management of the unrivaled Arab steeds 
which abounded at that Court, and were 
congenial in other respects. 

By _ the time the father’s term there ex- 

ired the son had acquired some training 
n diplomatic and Consular affairs and was 
fitted to accept a place of some responsibil- 
ity for himself. By that time, also, the in- 
timacy between young de Lesseps and the 
s0n of, Mehemet Ali had been strengthened 
into deep friendship, and the corespondence 
and memoirs of the two men show that in 
the long interval of years that separated 
them thereafter each still entertained the 
Warmest regard for the other. 

The first direct service by Ferdinand de 
Lesseps for his country ‘was performed 
from 1825 until 1827, when he was the Con- 
sular Agent of France at Lisbon. At the 
beginning of his career he ingratiated 
himself with the authorities in his native 
country by devising plans which resulted 
In considerable commerce between the port 
to which he was accredited and the French 
merchants. In 1828 he was attached to the 
Consulate at Tunis, and ir. 1831 he was ap- 
pointed Vice Consul at Alexandria and 
Consul at Cairo, remaining at the latter 

ost until 18388. While there he received 
1is first decoration, the cross of the Legion 
of Honor, for heroism and devotion during 
the plague in that city. Afterward he was 
assigned to Rotterdam and then to Malaga, 
and in 1842 he was appointed Consul at 
Barcelona. While at Barcelona he dis- 
tinguished himself by his zealous de- 
votion to the interests of French resi- 
dents and visiters, and during the bom- 
bardment of that city he protected their 
lives and property, and also earned the 
gratitude of Spain by procuring an asylum 
on board French ships for Spaniards then 
at Barcelona. In 1848 he was appointed 
Minister to Spain, partly in recognition of 
his services at Bafcelona. That service 
was remembered by fhe Spaniards, and his 
arrival at Madrid was signalized by a 
hearty popular demonstration in which 
royalty had no small part. While Minister 
to Spain he negotiated an advantageous 
postal treaty for his country. 

Now came an important stage in the 
career of de Lesseps. Having shown him- 
self an adept at diplomacy, and having 
been transferred from Madrid to Berne, 
he was intercepted at Paris, and was dele- 

ated by his Government to proceed to 

Rome as a mediator on behalf of the 
French Government after the French expe- 
dition to restore the Pope to residence in 
that city. That special pericd was a shaky 
one for the thrones of Europe. There had 
been a revolution in France, but it was 
hardly to be compared in importance with 
the outbreak in Italy, led by the patriot 
Mazzini. In the national convulsion which 
occurred in that country the Pope fled from 
Rome. His flight was regarded as an abdi- 
cation. The people constituted Mazzini the 
head of the republic, and he proceeded 
to Rome to take charge of affairs. While 
he was lodking to France for aid, the 
French Government sent an ‘army to 
‘Rome to crush the republic. De Lesseps 
jwas then in that city as the representative 
of his Government. He had caught the con- 
‘tagion of liberty with which Mazzini’s en- 
, thusiasm infused the people.’ From tjme to 
‘time during the excitement de Lesseps\en- 
‘deavored to qommunicate with his Govérn- 

: ment, setting forth before it the trte state

of affairs as he saw it and asking to be 
instructed’ in regard to h‘s course in case 
the Government ,might not approve of his 
sympathy with” Mazzini’s case. Hearing 
nothing from his Government, de Lesseps 
assumed that his course was approved. 
Accordingly he made no concealment of 
his sympathy. with Mazzini, and the embar- 
rassment of his position when an army of 
his own countrymen descended upon Rome 
may well be imagined. Nothing remained 
for de Lesseps but to resign, ard the French 
Army, after two months of stubborn siege, 
dictated terms to the patriotic insurgents. 

When de Lesseps returned to France he 
found that the Ministry had already con- 
demned him, and that he was in disfavor 
and disgrace with his own Government. He 
felt the position keenly. For twenty years 
he had served his country acceptably in a 
diplomatic capacity, and now he was prac- 
tically turned out in the cold. For a long 
time he endured in silence the attacks 
upon him. Then he issued a printed stale 
ment clearly defining his position. e 
spared no words in denouncing the Ministry 
for its shameless course in sending an army 
against a sister republic and said that he 
had resigned rather than violate principle, 
truth, and justice. He showed that he had 
been sent to Rome to confront a situation 
bristling with difficulties, and that when he 
arrived there the Ministry abandoned him 
end left him absolutely without instructions. 
His defense counteracted the sentiments 
which had been aroused against him and 
set the current of popular favor wholly in 
his direction. This led him to issue another 
bcok describing in detail the condition of 
affairs in Italy. The two books have since 
peen regarded as among the most valuable 
documents that deal with the history of 
that period. 

De Lesseps did not return again to dip- 
lomatiec life. He was Cleguated with the 
public service, and the Ministry was natu- 
rally not inclined to load him with further 
honors. But the activity of his mind could 
not be repressed. In 1854 he went to Egypt 
to visit the friend of his youth, Said Pasha, 
who had then become Viceroy to that coun- 
try. Shortly after his arrival there he re- 
vealed the great project which had_ evi 
denty occupied his thoughts during most 
of the period of his retirement from public 
life. This project was the-one with which 
his name will hereafter be most promi- 
nently -and most creditably associated in 
history. When he opened to the Khedive 
the plan for digging the Suez Canal he had 
it so well formulated in his mind that the 
Shedive asked him to draw up a memorial. 

he document appeared in 1856. It set forth 
the project in full detail. The Khédive was 
so well impressed by it that he signified his 
approval by granting a concession for the 
work and by agreeing to take a large num- 
ber of shares in any company that might 
be formed. De Lesseps returned to Paris, 
and in 1858 he had formed his company and 
was ready to preceed with operations at the 
isthmus. Work began in the Spring of 1859. 
It was hardly under way when diplomatic 
obstacles confronted him. Engineers in al- 
most every country declared jt impractica- 
ble. England betrayed signs of jealousy. 
There were hints and rumors in the air 
that the undertaking had more of a polit- 
ical than of a commercial significance. 

While the enterprise was beset by these 
troubles the Khédive, who had not only ap- 
proved the project, but had favored it with 
practical support, died. From that time 
there was no longer need of ambushed op- 
position. England came _ out squarely 
against the work; other countries were in- 
duced to join in this cry. Even Egypt had 
complaint to make, for. the Egyptian au- 
thorities were persuaded by the malevolent 
that the purpose of the canal was pre- 
eminently to acquire Egyptian territory. It 
was urged on behalf of the opposition that 
the sanction of the Porte should be ob- 
tained before operations were continued. 
The yesult was that the company was not 
allowéd to operate any further on Egyptian 
territory, and all of the Gigjoma Se ques- 
tions that had been involved in the criti- 
cisms, including the question of compensa- 
tion to various interests, were referred for 
arbitration to Napoleon III. He gave the 
subject due attention and imposed mutual 
conditions that were satisfactory to both 
parties. 

During all this time the activity of de 
Lesseps was unceasing. He had abounding 
faith in the ultimate success of the enter- 
prise, and was not to be discouraged by 
political or other conditions which seemed 
to oppose him. Until diplomatic discussion 
became bitter he proceeded with work on 
the canal as though there were no hin- 
drance to it. The rapid progress of that 
work no doubt embittered the feeling of the 
various diplomatic representatives who were 
charged with watching it. During the arbi-- 
tration before Napoleon de Lesseps was 
the central figure always, and those who 
did not agree with him bowed before his 
patience and courage. Aug. 15, 1865, was a 
day of triumph for him.: On that day he 
was able to announce to the world that a 
passage had been opened across the isth- 
mus wide enough for steamboats to pags, 
through. This result, completely undoing 
the evil prophecies of engineers and finan- 
ciers, lifted de Lesseps into popular favory 
and money almost without limit was placed 
at his disposal by the people of France 
with which to prosecute the work to a suc- 
cessful completion. He put new dredges 
and a new system of machinery at the 
scene of operations, and in March, 1867, he 
was able to announce that the canal was 
ready for the transportation of schooners, 
Thereafter there were few who could doubt 
that this plan had been a feasible one, and 
as the work neared completion he was not 
only a popular idol, but even royalty did 
him homage. 

The canal was formally opened on Nov. 
17, 1869. Imposing festivities attended the 
event, which was graced by the presence of 
the French Empress Eugéne, the great pro- 
jector’s cousin, friend, and steadfast cham- 
pion; by the Austrian Emperor, the Crown 
Prince of Russia, Prince William of Orange, 
the English and Russian Ambassadors at 
Constantinople, and a large number of mer- 
chants from England and the Continent. A 
processional fleet of forty vessels sailing 
from Port Said toward Ismailia was part of 
the pageant. De Lesseps was, of course, 
the observed of observers on that ‘occasion. 

For ten years thereafter de Lesseps lived 
in glory. He entered the halo as soon as 
he could return to France after the demon- 
stration at the canal by taking in marriage 
a young and rich creole of English extrac- 
tion, a lady of much beauty, Mile. Aulard 
de Braggard. De Lesseps was sixty-four, and 
had two sons by a former marriage, and his 
bride was barely more than twenty. But 
he was young in spirit and flushed with 
honors, and no happier couple was seen in 
Paris society in the Winter of 1869-70. In 
the course of the month following the com- 
pletion of the canal and his marriage the 
italian Government decorated him with the 
order of St. Maurice. In February, 1870, 
the Paris Geographical Society awarded him 
the Empress’s prize of 10,000f. for distin- 
guished service and elected him its Presi- 
dent. He remitted the money into the so- 
ciety’s African expedition fund. In July, 
1870, he made a trip to England and re- 
ceived the honorary freedom of the City of 
London. While still visiting that country 
the next month he was nominated by the 
Queen Knight Grand Commander of. the 
Order of the Star of India. 

Honors at this time evidently began to 
pall upon de Lesseps, and he longed for 
fresh conquests. He was accordingly much 
discussed in Paris during 1871, when he pro- 
posed to supplement his work at Suez by 
flooding part of the Desert of Sahara. This 
plan failed of support, and he evidently did 
not think enough of it himself to press it 
with much vigor. Shortly afterward he pro- 
posed to construct a railway into Asia. The 
general scheme, as laid down by him at 
that time, has recently been put into effect 
by other French engineers. In 1873 the 
French Academy elected him to member- 
ship in that distinguished body. In 1875 he 
wrote for the Academy a book on the his- 
tory of thé Suez Canal, and the following 
er received the prize of 6,000f. for the 
work. 

Except that he was prominent in social 
affairs and was sought and consulted in 
great engineering projects, de Lesseps did 
not figure prominently in any great work 
for several years afterward. It may well 
bé imagined, indeed, that he had quite 
enough to de to devote himself to his inter- 
esting second’ family, which had been in- 
creased by five persons from 1870 until 1875, 
and which continued to increase almost 
annually until 1879, at which time the family 
consisted of eight children, ranging in age 
from ten years to one year. Pictures of 
the old man and his seven bare-legged, 
bare-armed children, as they appear in 
their daily drive on the Bois de Boulogne, 
long ago became familiar through the illus- 
trated See 

He turne is attention in 1879 to the 
Panama Canal. The history of that project 
is familiar to all well-informed persons. ' De 
Lesseps asserted his old traits of aggres- 
siveness, confidence, and courage from the 
beginning of the enterprise, and until he 
was obliged by its financial failure to re- 
sign the Presidency in December, 1888, he 
never faltered in public in his expressions 
of confidence that the canal would be built 
upon the plans that he had devised. In its 
incipiency the project necessitated a visit 
by de Lesseps to the isthmus. The visit 
brought him in contact with the authorities 
at ashington and with prominent per- 
sons all over this'country., He showed him- 
self a master of diplomacy’in all that he un- 


| 


dertook here, and of the thousands who met ' 


him all will testify that the impression that 


he made upon Americans was most favora- 
ble. When he came here in 1880 he brought 
with him three of his children, who ac- 
companied him to Panama: and crossed 
the continent with him to San Francisco. 
His wife also accompanied him, and was 
cordially welcomed by society at Washing- 
ton and in other cities. He also received 
distinguished honor here when he came over 
with the Bartholdi deputation in 1885. 

On his return to Eurone in 1880, with a 
concession from the Colombian Govern- 
ment, and ae the preliminary surveys of 
his work. rea for inspection, he was wel- 
comed by popular demonstration on every 
hand and was feted by financiers and men 
of influence in Paris, London, and Berlin. 

In_ 1882, still engrossed in preparations fot 
work at Panama, he found time to interest 
himself in the Egyptian question, and ap- 
peared in print and by speech in violent 
opposition to the policy of Great Britain, 
asserting that its course was _ tyrannical 
and that Arabi Pasha was a patriot. Not- 
withstanding his viofent expressions of 
opinion, which must have run counter to 
English pride, de Lesseps was invited to 
England the following year to consult with 
her Majesty’s Government upon the advisa- 
bility of the construction of a second Suez 
Canal. He said that the canal could be dug 
more easily than the first had been, and the 
project received considerable attention, fail- 
ing only because of the refusal of the House 
of Commons to sanction it. On July 25, 
1883, he received his last decoration, the 
Broad Ribbon of the Persian Order of the 
Lion and the Sun. 

Thereafter de Lesseps gave all of his at- 
tention to his canal project and to domestic 
affairs. By direct appeals to the multitude, 
apparently taking the world into his con- 
fidence,” he retained the affection of the 
French people in spite of the many discour- 
agements which attended the work at 
Panama. Whenever he called for money, 
with the assurance that it would be repaid 
with abundant profit, there were always 
plenty of persons to subscribe, their blind 
confidence in him in the face of an almost 
hopeless undertaking being quite as won- 
derful. as the vigor and enthusiasm with 
which, when past eighty years of age, he 
prosétuted his work. That exhibition of con- 
fidence’ and his expressions of assurance 
continued hardly with abatement until the 
very hour of his retirement by resignation 
“rom the canal company. 

The mental and physical decay of the 
old promoter withdrew him from any active 
connection with the judicial investigation 
of the Panama scandal with which all 
France rang a few years ago. The penal- 
ty for whatever guilty participation De 
Lesseps's family may have had in the 
bribery and corruption incident to the pro- 
motion of that unfortunate enterprise was 
visited upon the son, who was tried and 
convicted. In some quarters it may have 
been believed that the young man’s filial 
devotion prompted him to suffer for the sins 
of his father. 


Gen, Eliakim Parker Scammon. 
Gen, Eliakim Parker Scammon died of 
cancer of the stomach at 3:30 o’clock yes- 
terday. morning at the home of his daughter, 
Mrs. N. 8. Jones, in Audubon Park, this 
city. 

He had suffered for some time with 
chronic trouble, and two months ago he 
developed cancer of the stomach. His case 
was pronounced hopeless from the first, 
and for the last week of his life he suffered 
great pain almost constantly. At times he 
was delirious. At times he had sinking 
spells, and it was thought that he was 
dead, but each time he rallied. 

He was conscious at the time of his death, 
but was too weak to speak. His entire 
family was with him when he died. 

Gen, Scammon was a veteran of three 
wars, having served through the Florida 
and Mexican troubles and the war of the 


rebellion. He was born at Whitefield, Lin- 
coln County, Me., oa Dee, 27, 1816. 

He early showed an inclination for a mili- 
tary life, and in 1833 he entered the West 
Point Academy. He was graduated in 1837, 
fifth in a class of fifty-two. Among his 
classmates were Grant, Newton, and Rose- 
crans. 

On graduating, young Scammon was ap- 
pointed a Second Lieutenant in the Fourth 
Artillery, though he continued: at West 
Point as an instructor in mathematics until 
Sept. 10, 1888. In the Fall of that year he 
was sent to Florida as a Second Lieutenant 
of engineers. He remained in the Florida 
war until its closé, in 1840, and was then 
engaged in preparing a map of the Terri- 
tories west of the Mississippi River. Then, 
in 1841, Lieut. Scammon went back to West 
Point as Assistant Professor of History, 
Geography, and Ethics, which post he held 
until July 15, 1846. On Sept. 21 of that year 
he was promoted to be First Lieutenant of 
topographical engineers, and was sent as 
superintendent to survey New-Bedford Har- 
bor. He was engaged in this work when 
the Mexican war began. He was at once 
appointed upon Major Gen. Scott’s staff. 
During the siege of Vera Cruz he distin- 
guished himself by his bravery under fire, 
and was recommended for promotion. 

After the close of hostilities Gen. Scam- 
mon was made Assistant Topographical 
Engineer of the survey of the Northwest- 
ern lakes, in which work he was engaged 
until 1855, becoming a Captain of engineers. 
In 1856 he resigned from the army and 
went to West Virginia, where he remained 
for a couple of years, going thence to Cin- 
cinnati to become Professor of Mathemat- 
ies at Mount St. Mary’s College and Di- 
réctor of the Polytechnie College. At the 
beginning of the civil war he was among 
the first to offer his services in defense of 
the Union. He was made Colonel of the 
Twenty-third Ohio Volunteers and appoint- 
ed tg the command of Camp Chase, where 
volunteers were instructed. 

From June to July, 1861, Gen. Scammon 
was in the Western Virginia campaign,’ in 
command of a brigade under Gens. Rose- 
crans and Cox. Later he and his command 
were in the Maryland campaign. On Sept. 
14, 1862, when the battle of South Mount- 
ain was fought, his command made a won- 
derful bayonet charge upon the enemy. For 
this act and others of equal bravery he was 
made a Brigadier General. He was in the 
battle of Antietam, and in November, 1862, 
he was placed in command of the District 
of Kanawha. 

Feb. 8, 1864, Gen. Scammon was taken 
prisoner and sent to Libby, where’ he re- 
mained until the following August. On 
gaining his liberty he was placed in com- 
mand of the separate brigade at Morris 
Island during the operations against 
Charleston. He was again taken prisoner. 
After his release from Charleston he was 
put in command of the District of Florida, 
remaining there until April, 1865. He was 
mustered out of service Aug, 24, 1865. 

In June, 1866, Gen. Scammon was appoint- 
ed United States Consul at Prince Edward 
Island. He staid there until 1870, when he 
resigned to become an engineer under Gen. 
Newton in New-York Harbor. In 1875 he 
accepted the Professorship of Mathematics 
and History in Seton Hall College, New- 
Jersey, remaining there for ten years. He 
has since engaged in no active work. The 
degree of A. M. was conferred upon him 
by Bowdoin and Trinity Colleges. 

Early. in life Gen. Scammon married Miss 
Margaret Stebbins of Springfield, Mass... Of 
their eight children there are four daugh- 
ters living. They are Mrs. Walter Lock- 
wood of Chicago, Mrs. A. D. Blancha of 
Morristown, N. J., and Mrs. N. 8S. Jones and 
Mrs. F. D. Hoyt of this city. For the last 
four years Gen. Scammon had been living 
with his daughter, Mrs. Jones, at Audubon 
Park. He had been engaged for some years 
on an exhaustive work on the civil war, but 
it is hardly possible that he succeeded in 
completing it. 

Funeral services will be held in the 
Church of St. Catherine of Genoa, West 
One Hundred and Fifty-third Street, near 
Amsterdam Avenue, on Tuesday morning. 
The interment will be in Calvary Cemetery. 


Dr. John Mills Browne, 


Dr. John Mills Browne, a former Surgeon 
General of the Navy, died at Washington 
yesterday from paralysis, with which he 
was stricken on the morning of Dec. 5, 1894. 

Dr. Browne, during his long career in the 
navy, had participated in many of the 
events of importance in the later history 
of the American Navy, including the sink- 
ing of the Alabama by the Kearsarge, an 
event of which he wrote a graphic sketch 
for The Century war series, 

Dr. Browne was born in Hinsdale, N. H.; 
May 10, 1831, and entered the service in 
1853 as Assistant Surgeon, having a year 
previously been graduated from the Medical 
Department of Harvard University. His 
first duty was on the storeship Warren, off 
San Francisco, which vessel afterward: be- 
came the temporary residence of Command- 
er Farragut. The latter became first com- 
mandant of the Mare Island Navy Yard, 
and Dr. Browne was medical officer. From 
May, 1855, until May, 1858, Dr. Browne was 
on board the Active, engaged in the coast

Dr. Browne took the 
rank of Passed Assistant Surgeon in 1858, 
and in the latter part of that year was on 
duty with the brig Dolphin, when the Echo, 
with 300 slaves aboard, was captured off 
Cape ,Verde, Cuba. After accompanying 
the Atlanta on the expedition to Paraguay, 
Dr. Browne, in 1859, was assigned to the 
Constitution, which, in May of that year, 
captured the bark Cora, with 700 slaves, off 
Congo River. 

Commissioned as Surgeon in June, 1861, 
Dr. Browne was assigned to the Kearsarge 
in December of the same year, and re- 
mained with that historic ship for three 
years, being present on the occasion of the 
destruction of the Alabama off Cherbourg 
in June, 1864. After a short temporary duty 
at the New-York Navy Yard, Surgeon 
Browne was sent to Mare Island in 1865, re- 
maining until 1880, during that time super- 
intending the construction of the Naval 
Hospital. THe was commissioned Medical 
Director Oct, 6, 1878; was President of the 
Medical Examining Board at Washington 
from 1880 to 1882, a member of the Board 
of Visitors to Annapolis in 1881,.and naval 
representative at the International Medical 
Congress at London in the same year; was 
on the Board of Naval Regulations a year 
later, member of the National Board of 
Health in 18838, naval representative at the 
Copenhagen Medical Congress in 1885, and 
from then until 1888 a member of the Retir- 
ing Board. 

Dr. Browne was commissioned Surgeon 
General April 2, 1888, and was retired May 
10, 1893. Since that time he had remained 
in Washington.

George Absolom Peters. 

Dr. George Absolom Peters, a physician 
who was well known in this city for many 
years, died of kidney disease at the Buck- 
ingham Hotel Thursday afternoon. He en- 
tered the freshman class at Yale in 1838, 
but owing to his father’s financial difficul- 
ties was unable to finish his course.

He was one of the orig- 
inal members of the Board of Surgeons of 
St. Luke’s Hospital and of the New-York 
Hospital, of both' of which he remained 
consulting surgeon until he died. He was 
also consulting surgeon of the Woman's 
Hospital for the State of New-Yorky of the 
Orthopedic Hospital, to the Presbyterian 
Hospital, and of St. Mary’s Hospital. He 
was a member of the Union League and 
Century Clubs, a Trustee of the College of 
Physicians and Surgeons, a member of the 
Yale Alumni Association, and a member of 
the University Club from the date of its 


reorganization in 1879, and its President for- 


several years.

WITNESSES FOR FELLOWS 


Judges Martine and Smyth Testify for 
the District Attorney. 


-_— 


HEARING OF THE CHARGES CONCLUDED 


Col. Fellows’s Ire Aroused-—-Excuses 


by His Assistants for Long De- 
lays in Trying Indict- 
ments, 


The hearing in the charges against Dis- 
trict Attorney Fellows was concluded yes- 
terday so far as the taking of testimony is 
concerned. Each side has now the privilege 
of filing with Commissioner Linson, at his 
home, at Kingston, questions of findings by 
next Saturday. 

The hearing yesterday was devoted to 
the defense, the witnesses being Judge Mar- 
tine, Recorder Smyth, and attachés of the 
District Attorney’s office. 

Judge Martine accompanied Commissioner 
Linson into the courtroom, having been 
BUMMoOned as a witness by Mr. McCurdy, 
Col. Fellows’s lawyer. 

Another lawyer. was added to the array 
ef counsel within the railing, where the 
‘prosecution makes its headquarters, Mr. 
McCurdy still clinging to his seat on the ta- 
ble outside the railing. Otto Irving Wise 
pnnounced that he appeared to represent 
Carl L. Lowenstein, ome of the members of 
the Committee of Five from the German- 
American Reform Union. 

Judge Martine was the first witness. He 
proved to be a good one for Col. Fellows, 
as Kis testimony was in direct opposition to 
that given by Judges Fitzgerald and Cow- 
ing on Wednesday. The same ground was 
gone over as at that time, 

Judge Martine testified that the prison 
cases were tried before the bail cases. The 
reason for this procedure, he said, was be- 
cause if the bail cases were disposed of 
first the Tombs would not be adequate to 
accommodate prisoners. He often held 
court as late as 5 o’clock P. M. 

Q. (By Mr. McCurdy)—Does breaking 
Gown of the calendar occur frequently in 
your court? A.—It occurs, but not fre- 
quently. 

Q.—Is the reason for the breaking down of 
the calendar the failure of Col. Fellows to 
provide enough cases fer trial? A.—It is 
not. 

Judge Martine said that, in his opinion, it 
was impossible, as the courts are at pres- 
ent constituted, to try all the bail and 
prison cases. The existing force in the 
District Attorney’s office prevented this. 

He was asked by Lawyer McCurdy to say 
whether, in his opinion, more business was 
done in the courts under Col. Fellows’s ad- 
ministration than under previous District 
Attorneys. Commissioner Linson said this 
question opened up an extensive field of in- 
quiry, which was mot germain, and he ruled 
it out. 

Ex-Judge Van Hoesen conducted the 
cross-examination. He asked Judge Mar- 
tine if he found that more indictments were 
found now than in previous years. The wit- 
mess said he thought no more were found. 

Judge Martine remembered that in 1891 
he wrote a letter giving the opinion that 
the present judicial force was sufficient. 

Q.—Have you changed your opinion since 
3891? A.—I have not. All the Judges united 
in the same opinion. They had a plan, 
which I concurred in, so that it might be 
adopted. 

Judge Martine said he was still in favor of 
® new court. He admitted that he had ad- 
journed court twice in 1894 for want of 
business, and that he had heard that a man 
who was committed to the Tombs on Nov. 
16, 1891, was tried on July 9, 1894. 

Q.—How often have lawyers made mo- 
tions to dismiss on the ground that the 
District Attorney has failed to bring ac- 
tion? A.—Oh, half a dozen times, perhaps. 

The witness said that he was in favor of 
having another part of General Sessions, 
but his associates on the bench were op- 
posed to it. He admitted that the failure 
to bring bail cases to trial often resulted in 
the loss of witnesses for the State. Not 
more than three short cases could be tried 
in one part of General Sessions in a May. 

Recorder Frederick Smyth succeeded 
Judge Martine in the witness chair. He 
said that since June 1, 1894, he had never 
been compelled to adjourn his court for 
Want of business. 

Q. (By ex-Judge Van Hoesen)—Do you 
think the Judges are sufficient in number? 
A.—Yes and no. The courts are usually 
competent to take care of the business, but 


when the Grand Jury brings in.1,100 cases 
in one month it is different. 


Recorder Smyth said that with this ex- 
ception, and the help of Oyer and Ter- 


miner, the General Sessions had been .om- 
Ppetent to handle all the business of 1894. 

“Do you know of any reason why police- 
men indicted in January, 1894, have not 
yet been tried?’ asked ex-Judge Van 
Hoesen. 

“Am I on trial?” exclaimed the Re- 
corder, excitedly. 

“No,” replied Judge Van Hoesen. “ We 
@re now trying Col. Fellows,’ 

Recorder Smyth cooled down a little, and 
gaid he knew of no reason. 

“Has the District Attorney ever asked 
you to sit while the three parts of General 
Sessions were sitting?’’ the Recorder was

Recorder Smyth said that it was not an 
every-day occurrence to hear motions for 
dismissal of cases for want of prosecution. 

Chief Clerk Unger testified that there

Mr. McCurdy objected to the admission of 
this testimony, but it was allowed. 

Mr. Unger said that on Novy. 27, when the 
charges were filed against Col. Fellows 
“we vere ia indictments. ; 

‘ler alsh testified that from Jan. 1, 
1804, to Dec. 1, 1894, indictments against 
8,552 persons had ‘been found. Of these 
369 were convicted, of felonies and 65 of 
misdemeanors. There were 1,150 confes- 
sions of felonies and 457 confessions of mis- 
demeanors. There had been discharged 688 
peraees without trial. In all, 3,119 cases

If there 
was less delay, he suid, there would, of 
course, be a greater chance for convic- 
tions, but, in his opinion, the criminal 
courts as present constituted were unable 
promptly to dispose of all prison cases 
and bail cases. ven with the assistance 
of the Court of Oyer and Terminer, it was 
physically impossible. to have the prison 
cases and the bail cases disposed of. The 
proportion of trials was ten prison cases to 
one bail case. If the prison cases were not 
given precedence, it would be necessary to 
have two or three acres of Tombs to hold 
the prisoners. There are only three parts 
of the Court of General Sessions sitting at 
one time, and the average in each is three 
jury trials a day. But he remembered a 
case of petit larceny that took seven days 
to try. 

“Why was the trial of Herman Clarke 
expedited when ne was out on bail?” Mr. 
Davis was asxKed. 

“He was a prisoner in the Tombs when 
the case was set down for trial,’’ he re- 
plied, ‘‘ but before the day set for trial he 
was released on bail. Both the complain- 
ant and defendant wanted a speedy trial, 
and as we were ready we tried.’’ 

“How do you account for the fact that 
there are in the District Attorney’s office 
undisposed of 1,364 indictments, of which 801 
are felonies? ’’ 

“It is physically impossible to try them,” 
said Mr. Davis. 

When asked why the case of Marie Meyer 
was still untried, Mr. Davis said: ‘“ For 
public reasons, which I don’t think I ought 
to state on the stand.” 

“Is it not a fact that if a person commits 
a crime and can give bail he goes prac- 
tically unwhipped of justice?’’ he was 
asked, 

“It is not,”” he answered. ‘‘He will be 
reached sooner or later.’’ 

Assistant District Attorney John F. Mc- 
Intyre testified that the daily calendar in 
the three parts of the General Sessions 
consisted generally of ten to fifteen cases. 
In no instance during the present year had 
the court at which he was in attendance 
been compelled to adjourn because the 
District Attorney had not prepared none” 
business for it. The delay in the Flannelly 
murder case was chiefly because of the 
difficulty of securing an important witness 
in the case. 

Assistant District Attorney John A. Lind- 
say testified that he had been connected 
with the District Attorney's office for over 
twelve years, and had charge of the ap- 
pellate business. He was at the office from 
10 o’clock A. M. to 5 P. M. every day, and 
spent many of his nights doing office work 
at his home. He was asked about the dis- 
missal of the indictment for forgery against 
John C. Eno, and said that the indictment 
could not have been successfully prosecuted, 
because it was founded on an error. Eno 
was indicted for forgery in signing a check 
for $95,000 after he had, as was supposed, 
ceased to be President of the Second Na- 
tional Bank, but the testimony taken in the 
extradition proceedings showed that he was 
still President when the check was signed, 
and there was nothing left for the District 
Attorney to do but to have the indictment 
dismissed. 

Mr. Lindsay was asked if he was aware 
that Col. Fellows had been counsel for 
Amos R. Eno, the father of John C. Eno. 
He had never heard so, he said. 

Col. Fellows sprang up excitedly and said: 
“That is not true. The statement is en- 
tirely false. I never was counsel for him.” 

Assistant District Attorney Bartow 65. 
Weeks testified that, in his experience this 
year, the courts were never compelled to 
adjourn for want of cases prepared by the 
District Attorney’s office. Stephen J. O’Hare 
and James W. Osborne, Deputy Assistants, 
gave similar testimony. 

Col. Fellows said that it was within the 
discretion of the District Attorney to se- 
lect the cases that should be prepared for 
trial, and there could be no complaint 
against him unless it was shown that this 
discretion had been improperly or corruptly 
used. 

Mr. Phillips replied that this discretion 
was certainly vested in the District At- 
torney, but the charge against him was 
that there were 1,364 cases in his office 
undisposed of, and that he had not ex- 
hausted all the means at his command to 
bring them to trial. It was therefore fair 
to assume that there was negligence. 

Deputy Assistant Gordon Battle was 
questioned as to the substitution of one Al- 
len for one Dolan, who was charged with 
a serious offense and who was surrendered by 
his bondsman, Charles L. Jaehne, but he 
said that he preferred not to testify about 
that at the time, as the matter was still 
under investigation. 

Deputy Assistant District Attorney Town- 
send explained -his action in recommending 
the discharge of ‘‘ Moke’ Murray, who 
was indicted for the larceny of a watch 
from a man named Hoffman, ‘by saying that 
he was convinced that Hoffman's identifica- 
tion of the defendant was not sufficiently 
strong to allow the case to go to a jury. 
Deputy Assistant District Attorney O’Hare 
said that the reason that the cases against 
Moran, Hickey, and Hughes, who were in- 
dicted for causing the death of an. old wo- 
man by violence, were dismissed was that 
he had discovered that the woman had 
died from natural causes in an insane asy- 
lum. The principal witness for the prose- 
cution had written a letter to the defend- 
ant demanding $2,000 to leave the jurisdic- 
tion of the court. 

Chief Clerk Henry Unger testified that 
there were on Oct. 31 between forty and 
fifty prisoners in the Tombs awaiting trial. 
These men had all been indicted, had been 
brought up to plead, and their cases had 
been on the calendar of the courts a num- 
ber of times, but had not been reached in 
the ordinary course of business, 

The hearing was then closed, and Com- 
missioner Linson said that he would give 
both parties until next Saturday to file with 
him questions of findings. He will then 
make up his report and place it in the hands 
of Gov, Flower.. 


DECREASE IN BRIDGE RECEIPTS 
Fewer Passengers on Cars than Last Year 
but an Increase in the Carriage- 
way Revenues. 


The report of the Trustees of the New- 
York and Brooklyn Bridge for the year 
ending Dec, 1, 1894, has been submitted to 
Mayor Schieren and Mayor Gilroy. 

The report shows that the year’s receipts 
from tolls amounted to $1,199,084.14—from 
the railroad $1,111,815.88, and from the ear- 
riageway $87,268.26. This shows a falling 
off of $53,823.90 over the year 1893, 

There were carried on the railroad dur- 
ing the year 41,714,235 passengérs, which 
in the income derived from that department 
shows a falling off in the receipts of $55,- 
681.77, while the receipts on the carriage- 
way show an increase of $1,857.87 over 
the previous year. 

There were received from rentals $116,- 
231.09, of which $94,159.49 was received from 
real estate and $22,071.60 from the tele- 
graph and telephone companies. 

The police made 255 arrests, of which 111 
were for intoxication and 36 for disorderly 
conduct. There were 86 accidents during 
the year, 2 sudden deaths, and 1 suicide. 

During the time the bridge railroad has 
been in operation 346,589,521 passengers 
have been carried. During the last year 
the greatest number of passengers carried 
in a month was in October, when the num- 
ber was 3,845,947, a daily average of 124,063. 

The travel on the railroad was, in 1893, 
43,208,486, and in 184, . 41,063,252, show- 
ing a decrease of. 8.2 per sent. 

The receipts from all sources for the year 
was $1,850,142.18, and the expenditures, 
$1,521,660.94, leaving a balance on hand Dec. 
1, 1894, of $328,481.24. 


Utah Unnecessarily Alarmed. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—The Secretary of 
the Interior has received a telegram from 
Gov. West of Utah, saying that it is nec- 
essary that the Southern Utes, now in Utah, 
should be driven from the Territory, as 
there is likely to be trouble between them 
and the white settlers. He asks for troops 
for this work, and says that, if he does not 
secure them, he will have to take measures 
to protect his settlers. This !s the second 
request made by the Governor of Utah for 
troops for the purpose of expelling the Utes 
from his Territory, but the Secretary of the 
Interior is not disposed to request troops of 
the War Department, it is said, as he does 
not believe that matters are as serious as 
represented by Gov, West. The last request 
will be sent to Gen. McCook, commanding 
the Department of the Colorado, for such 
action as he may dee.n proper. 


The Assistant Secretary at West Point. 


WEST POINT, Dec. 7.—The boom of 
cannon this morning announced the arrival 
at the Military Academy of the Assistant 
Secretary of War. In the afternoon a crops 
of the cadets were reviewed on the plains, 
and a reception was given at the Superin- 
tendent’s quarters. Col. Ernst is in Wash- 
ington at present, and the honor of re- 
ceiving the Assistant Secretary devolved 
upon Commandant Samuel M. Mills and 
Adjt. John M. Carson, Jr. The cadets pre- 
sented a fine appearance as they filed out 
in companies on the plains. The Assistant 
Secretary was well pleased with their 
manoeuvres. 


UNITED ALONG THE RIVER 


Organization to Preserve the Commer- 
cial Interests of New-York. 


VALUABLE HOLDINGS OF THE PLANT 


Men Prominent’ in Warehouse Trade, 
Shipping and Banking Connected 


with the Company—Those 


Who May Be Directors. 


A great organization for the purpose of 
preserving the commercial interests of the 
port of New-York as a receiving and dis- 
tributing centre has _ practically been 
formed by men who are among the foremost 
in the city in warehouse trade, shipping, 
banking, and other businésses pertaining 
to receiving and handling products of this 
and foreign countries. 

The organization has not yet definitely de- 
termined upon its name or: capitalization. 

As far as could be learned yesterday the 
organization will issue a twenty-million dol- 
lar mortgage covering all’ the river-front 
property that. it may acquire, which will be 
security for fifty-year 5 per cent. gold 
bonds for the face of the mortgage. 

The names of the Trustees or trust com- 
panies that will act under the mortgage are 
at present withheld. 

In addition to the $20,000,000 in bonds 
there will be $5,000,000 6 per cent. cumu- 
lative preferred stock and $5,000,000 com- 
mon stock. 

The properties that will come under the 
control and management of this organ- 
ization are on the Brooklyn shore of 
the East River, and extend in an almost 
unbroken line from Catharine Ferry around 
Red Hook Point, and the Atlantic and Erie 
Basins, to and including certain warehouses 
on Gowanus Bay. 

All the docks, piers, and warehouses upon 
this two and three-quarter miles of river 
front, with the exception of those that are 
used for individual businesses and ferry pur- 


poses, will be included within the com- 


pany’s plant. 

The plant of the company will consist of 
264 brick warehouses, having a fioor area of 
9,300,000 square feet, bulkheads of 25,913 
feet, equal to four and nine-tenths miles; 
thirty-five covered piers of 1,159,898 square 
feet; nine open piers of 17,896 square feet; 
storage yards with an aggregate area of 
forty acres, and sixteen grain elevators of 
a daily capacity of 1,000,000 bushels, and a 
storage capacity of 20,000,000 bushels. 

The net earnings of these properties last 
year were approximately $1,500,000, but by 
the concentration of the eighteen different 
offices through which the business is now 
transacted, the cutting off of rebates and 
the effecting of other economies, it is be- 
lieved that a saving of $550,000 per annum 
can be effected, bringing the net earnings 
up to $2,050,000. 

Against this there will be a charge of 
$1,000,000 for interest upon the bonds, and 


$300,000 for dividends upon the preferred 
stock, leaving $750,000 applicable to the gen- 
eral purposes of the company, including 
dividends upon the common stock.

George H. Southard, President Franklin 
Trust Company; H. E. Nesmith, Jr., Ne- 
smith Stores; Martin Joost, Vice President 
Bond and Mortgage Guarantee Company; 
W. H. Force, W. H. Force & Co.; Theodore 
A. Havemeyer, American Sugar Refining 
Company; k. I. C. Young, President First 
National Bank, Jersey City; William Cov- 
erly, Anchor Line Steamship Company; 
Thomas A. McIntyre, McIntyre & Ward- 
well; George W. Young, President United 
States Mortgage Company; Samuel Taylor, 
Jr., McIntyre & Wardwell; Francis D. 
Beard, Erie Basin Stores; Leonard J. Busby, 
Holt & Co., and Timothy L. Woodruff, Com- 
mercial Stores.

Pinto’s, Beard’s Erie Basin and Amity 
Street Stores, United States Werehouse 
Company’s, New-York Warehousing Com- 
pany’s, Merchants’, and Atlantic Dock and 
Atlantic Dock Piers. 

The following statement was received 
from Mr. McIntyre yesterday for publica- 
tion: 2 

My attention has been called to a publi- 
cation this morning announcing the prob- 
able organization of a compauy to own 
and operate a large portion of the Brook- 
lyn water front. I understand that this 
statement is to the effect that $20,000,000 
of first mortgage bonds is to be issued, 
$5,000,000 of preferred stock, and $5,000,000 
of common stock, and that I am slated as 
President, Mr. David Dows, Jr., as Vice 
President, and Mr. W. A. Nash as Treas- 
urer. 

This publication is rather premature, for, 
while I have been at work on some such 
scheme as above outlined, it is not definite- 
ly settled as yet. ‘ 

I hope to succeed in carrying this scheme 
as outlined, for I believe it will be of great 
good to the business of this port, and the

arly. 

All the individual warehousing interests 
along the water front will be subordinate 
to this new company, which has brought 
together the various interests that for years 
have existed to a great extent under 
smaller combinations and companies.

The Industrial Christian Alliance, which 
did such good work during the un- 
usual distress among the poor of this 
city last Winter by providing restau- 
rants where a substantial meal could: be 
purchased for 5 cents, has started in on its 
work for the coming cold season. 

The People’s Restaurant, 170 
Street, the headquarters of the 
was opened a few weeks ago, and four 
branches have been opened since. Tickets 
bearing the addresses of the restaurants can 
be had at $5 a hundred, by applying to 
Arthur W. Milbury, the Secretary of the 
alliance and manager of the People’s Res- 
taurants, at the Bleecker Street head- 
querters. 

The vast amount of good that was ac- 
complished last Winter by these res- 
taurants is widely known. They enabled 
thousands of men and women and their 
dependent families to live through the 
Winter, and an auxiliary employment bu- 
reau furnished positions for thousands of 
heads of families. 

Secretary Milbury worked almost all of 
the Winter on an average of eighteen 
hours a day, and had the satisfaction of 
seeing his labors bring forth excellent re- 
sults. 

The five-cent-meal system took from the 
city an objectionable feature that the dis- 
tress of the poor at that time would other- 
wise have brought forth. It stopped men 
from begging money for meais, for most 


of the business houses and churches in the 
city purchased tickets, and gave them to 
hungry applicants. 

The Business Men’s Relief Committee of 
the Industrial Christian Alliance turnished 
rich, nutritious stew meat, coffee, an 
bread for a five-cent meal. The central 
office was at the Bleecker Street restaurant, 
where a kitchen was fitted, with a capacity 
of 25,000 meals a day. The original inten- 
tion last Winter was to supply hot meals 
at the restaurant counters, but the great 
demand for food for family constimption at 
home induced the committee to broaden 
its work, and furnish a quantity of food 
sufficient for a meal for a family of four 
for 5 cents, 

A meeting in the interest of the alliance 
will be held to-morrow evening at the North 
Orange Baptist Church, Orange, N. J. Ad- 
dresses will be made by Secretary Milbury 
and by a number of the employes of the 
alliance.

Kings County “Register Accused of 
Misapplying Money. 


EXCEEDED. HHS LIMIT BY — $24,000 


_| Supervisor at Barge Fitchie Makes the 


Accusation—C ontracts Made in 
Excess ‘of the Appro- 


priation. 


Register. -Thomas J. Kenna of Kings 
County is in a predicament. Supervisor at 
Large Thomas Fitchie charges him with 
having misapplied public moneys in connec- 
tion with the work of establishing the block 
index system in the Register’s office. 

Mr. Fitchie not. only makes this charge, 
but says Mr. Kenna’s action was clearly 
illegal, and that he knows well what the 
penalty is for misapplying public funds. 

Mr. Kenna has been directed by the Board 
of Estimate to appear before it next Mon- 
day morning and explain his work and the 
expenditures. 

The matter came up last week when Mr. 
Kenna applied to the Board of Estimate 
for $27,000 to complete his work up to Jan. 
1, when he will relinquish the office, but 
the matter was adjourned until yesterday, 
when Mayor Schieren, Controller Corwin, 
City Auditor Weber, Supervisor at Large 
Fitchie, and County Treasurer Adams were 
present. Mr. Kenna again applied for funds, 
but this time he asked for only $21,430.40, 
which, he stated, was due on existing con- 
tracts for books, maps, &c. 

Supervisor at Large Fitchie, 
application had been made, :said: 

“Under the resolution first passed in July 
an appropriation was made for the purpose 
of preparing a plant for commencing the re- 
indexing after Jan. 1, 1895. This board 
passed a resolution authorizing the County 
Treasurer to issue’ bonds’ to the amount 
of $75,000 fcr the preparation of the plant. 
Instead of preparing the plant, it seems 
that the Register has gone ahead of time 
even, and, in direct violation of the law, 
has exhausted that money in copying and 
recopying indices that were entirely un- 
necessary for the preparation of the plant. 
Under Section 14 of the act it is expressly 
stated that after Jan. 1, 1895, the Register 
shall proceed to do certain things. Under 
the resolution as presented to this board 
the Register is prevented from doing any- 
thing under Section 23, which is permissive, 
while Section 14 is mandatory, but not until 
after Jan. 1, 1895.’ 

Mr. Fitchie then read the law on the 
subject, and continued: ‘‘ Now, we made 
provision for the preparation of the plant, 
but, instead of preparing it, and getting the 
maps and the blocks and the books and the 
blanks necessary for these indices, they 
have gone on and expended $62,000 for re- 
copying indices, commencing at’ 1877 and 
going backward, which is clearly to my 
mind, under the resolution and under the 
act itself, illegal, and the money which 
was appropriated for that purpose has been 
misapplied. Consequently, I don’t. think 
the board is called upon to appropriate any 
further moneys, because the Register, hav- 
ing been a Judge, and the Superintendent 
being the man who drafted the law, know 
what the penalty is for misapplying public 
moneys. 

‘It seems to me very clear that the Regis- 
ter has gone on, not only in direct violation 
of the express terms of the law, but he 
has exceeded it. The law expressly applies 
to what occurs after Jan. 1. I think the 
Register, from misapplying the funds, ought 
to make good. He has gone on without au- 
thority from this board. It don’t make any 
difference what authority he got outside. 
He is subject to the orders and instructions 
and resolution of this board, and, as cus- 
todians of the people’s money, I think we 
would be making ourselves, as lawyers 
term it, particeps criminis by voting any 
more money.” . 

Corporation Counsel McDonald was asked 
for an opinion on the matter. He sald: 

‘“‘T understood that at this meeting to-day 
the Register would submit the contracts 
vouching for theextentof obligations that he 
expressed in his previous communication to 
this board. [I have seen no such contracts. 
This communication which you hand me is 
a mere general assertion on his part, in the 
form of a letter, that the amount due on 
existing contracts for books, maps, and all 
material needed in his office on Jan. 1, 1895, 
is $21,430,40, 

‘It is perfectly plain that the Register, in 
the administration of this act, ought, when 
he found that the appropriation was defi- 
cient, if it were deficient, to have come in 
and stated the situation to the board, and 
sought to obtain from it an additional ap- 
propriation before either expending or en-

tering into obligations for any expenditure: 


beyond the appropriation. He has contracted 
obligations which will require for their liqui- 
dation $21,430 more than has ever been 
appropriated by the board.’’ 

Supervisor at Large Fitchie again referred 
to the matter, and said: ‘‘I hold that the 
Register is Hable for the preparation of 
the books, maps, and indices that are neces- 
sary to go on under the resolution, from the 
fact that he has, through the operation of 
his Superintendent, or whoever it may be, 
in direct violation of the law, expended $62,- 
000 for recopying.”’

the effect that the Register be requested 
to submit the contracts by virtue of which 
he claims that $21,000 is required, together 
with a detailed statement of thé expendi- 
tures already made by him, and that he 
be requested to appear before the Board of 
Estimate next Monday morning, and make 
explanations. 


WANTED TO LYNCH A WHITE PRISONER 


Alleged Assassin of Treasurer Copes 
Caught in South Carolina. 


COLUMBIA, 8S. C., Dee. 7.—Detectives and 
Deputy Sheriffs had a hard task yesterday 
in preventing the lynching of D. C. Murphy, 
alfas J. T. Spankin, a white man charged 
with being the principal in the assassina- 
tion of Treasurer Robert Copes of Orange- 
burg early in October. 

Murphy was captured in the woods near 
a small village in Beaufort County. He was 
taken to Orangeburg. As soon as his arrest 
was known, heavily-armed men gathered for 
the purpose of inflicting immediate punish- 
ment. 

The detectives secretly and with difficulty 
took their prisoner out of town and brought 


him to this city. 
Evidence was secured to implicate several 
other people in the assassination. 


ALLEGED FRAUDS IN OLEOMARGARINE 


Internal Revenue Officers Investigat- 


ing Charges at St. Louis. 


ST. LOUIS, Dec. 7.—The local Internal 
Revenue officers are investigating what 
may prove to be extensive frauds on the 
Government by local dealers in oleomar- 
garine. 

The revenue officers allege that certain 
wholesale dealers have been billing oleo- 
margarine in quantities to consumers, when 
in fact they were delivering the goods to 
retail grocers, who paid no tax. It is said 
that the consumers to whom the goods 
were billed are patrons of the retail grocers, 
who are known to be purchasers of oleo. 

If this charge is established, the Govern- 
ment will be severe in its punishment of 
the retailers as well as the wholesalers. 


A Congressional Labor Bill. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—The House La- 
‘bor, Committee on Tuesday next will meet 
Commissioners ‘Wright and Kernan, who 
investigated the re¢ent labor troubles, to ob- 
tain their views On a proposed bill on the 
.labor trouble qu@stion. So far as the com- 
mittee has been able to learn, the Com- 
missioners are in &@ccord with the commit- 
tee bill. One question, however, it desires 
to discuss with the Commissioners is the 
feature of chartering labor organizations. 
Questions have arigen which make this a 
very important point, and the committee 

wants to cover it thoroughly in the bill.

were each sentenced to-day to eight years 
in State. prison.

She Has Arranged with Abbey and Grau, and 
Will Fulfill Her New-Haven Engage- 
ment to Sing. 


NEW-HAVEN, Conn., Dec. 7.—Mme. Nor- 
dica, who last Tuesday afternoon sent word 
to the managers of the New-Haven Gounod 
Society that she would not sing for them 
in ‘‘ The Messiah,” in this city on Tuesday, 
Dec. 18, notwithstanding her contract to 
appear here on the date in question, has 
changed her mind, and yesterday sent word 
by her personal agent, Leon Margulies of 
New-York, that she would sing on Dec. 18. 
Mme. Nordica had been booked to appear 
in Philadelphia in grand opera, Dec. 18, but 
that engagement has been canceled, that 
she may come to this city. 

Agent Margulies said, in behalf of 
Mme. Nordica, that she wanted the public 
to understand that she always meant to 
keep her engagements, and that the hitch 
in the proceedings was due to the difficulty 
in getting an understanding with her oper- 
atic managers. Her determination to come 
to New-Haven has been at much personal 
sacrifice, and much financial loss. 

. It is further stated for Mme. Nordica 
that when she agreed to the date of the 


Gounod Soctety’s performance on Dec. 18 
She was in Europe, where it was impossible 
to confer with her operatic managers. She 
knew it was not customary to have grand 
opera in New-York on Tuesday nights.

Jnuehne Responsible. 


It was generally understood yesterday by 
those in a position to know that indict- 
ments had been ordered against Charles L. 
Jaehne, brother of ‘‘ Boodle’’ Alderman 
Jaehne, who lives at 288 Hudson Street, and 
Charles Allen of 412 West Seventeenth 
Street, for the part they played Wednes- 
day in palming off Allen as John Dolan, an 
alleged burglar, for whom Jaehne was 
bondsman. Allen is now in the Tombs, and 
it was said that Jaehne would soon be 
arrested. 

The rtory of the remarkable piece of 
fraud came out yesterday. Jaehne, who is 
known: as a professional bondsman, went 
on the bond, some time ago, of John Dolan 
and James Hughes, who were indicted last 
February for burglary. A warrant for these 
men was issued by Judge Martine Monday 
and given to Detective Sergeant Reilly to 
serve. Jaehne was called upon to deliver the 
prisoners. 

He promised to meet the detective in a 
Centre Street saloon. He kept the appoint- 
ment, and so did Hughes, but Dolan, who 
was alleged to be in Philadelphia, failed to 
do so. A man named George was on hand 
to go on the new bonds. As time flew rap- 
idly by it became necessary to meet the 
dilemma. It.is alleged that Charles Allen, 
a young: painter, who was in the saloon, 
was persuaded to personate the missing man. 
At all events, he accompanied the party 
across the. street to the District Atorney’s 
office and, answered to the name of Dotan. 

Here a hitch occurred. George, the new 
bondsinan, backed out. Allen, alias Dolan, 
and Hughes were taken to the Tombs. 
It then occurred to Allen that he was get- 
ting the short end of the bargain, and he 
complained to the District Attorney’s office. 

He made an affidavit to the facts before 
Assistant District Attorney Battle yester- 
day, and it was generally believed that in- 
dictments had been found. 

Jaehne is employed by the Street-Cleaning 
Department, and claimed that his part in 
the transaction was honest, and that he 
mistook Allen for Dolan. 

A reporter for The New-York Times saw 
Allen in the Tombs yesterday afternoon. 

“The truth of the matter is just this,’ 
he said. ‘“‘I had been drinking a little 
Wednesday. You see I’ve been out of work 
at my trade—that of a painter—for some 
time, and have a wife to support. Well, I 
went into the Centre Street saloon. ‘ Jim- 
mie’’ Hughes, whom I used to know, was 
there with a strange man. The latter was 
rather short, had a light mustache, and 
wore a blue overcoat. 

‘He asked me to take a drink. I took 
whisky. After that I felt kind of dizzy 
like, and I have since thought the whisky 
was drugged. At all events, when the 
stranger asked me to cross the street and 
say I was Dolan, and that it would be all 
right, I did so. Now I’m in jail for it, al- 
though the woman who was robbed has 
seen me, and says I’m not the man at all.” 

Allen is twenty-nine years old, appears to 
be intelligent, and says he was never in 
jail before. y 

Charles Jaehne left his house early yes- 
terday morning, and was gone all day. 
Mrs. Jaehne told the reporter her husband 
was innocent, and that she did mot believe 
he had been indicted.

CONCORD, N. H., Dec. 7.—The following 
letter addressed to the Governor of New- 
Hampshire, dated Washington, D. C., Dec. 
5, and signed Benjamin F. Hunter, has been 
received by Secretary of State Stearns: 

You are informed that among the many 
cities which shall be smitten with a horrible 
ealamity, and destroyed inside of two years 
from this very day, is the one in which you 
now live, known as Concord. Every house 
there shall be thrown down level with the 
ground, and all the inhabitants thereof 
shall be seattered so that no two of them 
shall be found together.

BIG CONTRACT FOR GRANITE 


Work for Two Years Farnishing Sione 
for the Long Island Bridge. 


NEW-HAVEN, Conn, Dec. 7.—Leet’s Isl- 
and quarries have received orders for the 
granite to be used in the construction of 
the New-York and Long Island Bridge. The 
order is the largest single one that has ever 
been received in this State. About 40,000 
cubic yards of cut granite is to be used in 
the piers alone. Beside this, it is estimated 
that there is to be about 20,000 cubic yards 
of granite used in the Long Island ap- 


proach. The value of this quantity of stone 
is estimated at about $1,000,000. 

The quarries will need an additional force 
of 500 men, and this force wiil be given em- 
ployment for at least two years. The first 
course blocks will be ready to deliver about 
Feb. 1 next.

EX-JUDGE GILBERT ACCUSED, TOO 


As Referees They Are Charged with 
Taking from New-York and 
Brooklyn 22 1-2 Times 

; Their Earnings. 


““T would say to you, in a general way,” 
said ‘‘ Deacon’”’ S. V. White yesterday to a 
reporter for The New-York Times who had 
asked him for some information, “ that 
William Eccles, Jr., appears te be a crank 
with degrees of lunacy far exceeding his 
years, judging from the fact that he pens 
‘junior’ to his name. 

“IT never saw him or heard of him in my 
life until he ‘ bobbed up serenely,’ after the 
decision of an important matter, referred, 
under special act of the Legislature, to ex- 
Judge J. W. Gilbert of Brooklyn, the late 
Sheriff, Charles M. Clancy, of New-York, 
and myself. [Mr. White is of Brooklyn.] As 
to the merits of his claim and charge, which 
he makes in his publication, it is not neces- 
Sary to discuss them at present. We will 
cross the stream as to the indictment when 
we reach it. He evidently does not dread 
that the culprits will escape, as he publishes 
@ two-column article to apprise us of the 
impending danger.’’ 

William Eccles, Jr., to whom ‘ Deacon” — 
White alludes thus gently and generally, is 
ef Philadelphia, and it is by way of Philadel- 
phia that the reason comes which led to the 
asking for information from the “‘ Deacon.” 
Mr. Eccles, Jr., has sent a communication 
to the Grand Jury of Kings County contain- 
ing allegations of fraud against the three 
referees, with a view to securing the indict- 
ment of the two who survive, Messrs. White 
and Gilbert. The communication was re- 
ceived by the Kings County Grand Jury of 
November. It went over, with other busi- 
ness, to the December Grand Jury, and by 
way of Philadelphia it is learned that Dis- 
trict Attorney Ridgway of Kings County 
has promised that the whole matter shall 
be brought to the attention of that body. 

Mr. Eccles, Jr., practically charges the 
three referees with having procured from 
the cities of New-York and Brooklyn, by 
“false and fraudulent means,” the sum of 
$9,000, a sum $8,600 in excess of and 
““twenty-two and one-half times the amount 
of their legitimate earnings.”’ 

Mr. Eccles, Jr., is acting for the executors 
of John E. Dubois. These executors, some 
years ago, made a claim against the cities 
of New-York and Brooklyn for damages 
amounting to almost a million dollars, al- 
leging that in the construction of the 
foundations of the bridge across the East 
River there had been employed, without 
authority, a process patented by Dubois 
; deep water. 
The three referees were appointed by the 
Legislature of New-York in 1888 to consider 
the claim. Their conclusion was that the 
cities were not indebted to the Dubois 
executors for any sum, as the system 
claimed to have been patented by Dubois 
was not novel, and had been used by others 
than Dubois for many years. 

Although it is declared by the Philadelphia 
newspaper that published Mr. Eccles, Jr.’s, 
communication that the Dubois patent had 
been sustained, previous to the claim for 
damages, by the United States Supreme 
Court, Mr. Eccles, Jr., makes no comment 
on the justice or the injustice of the award 
of the referees. He is, apparently, only 
concerned with the question of their come- 
pensation for their services. 

According to his communication the stipu- 
lation agreed upon by the two cities re- 
garding this compensation was to this 
effect: 

“The fees of the referees shall be to each 
the sum of $25 per session, of from 12 to 4 
o’clock, these fees to be paid at the close of 
the reference and the rendition of the re- 
port of the referees, and to be advanced by 
the successful and taxed against and paid 
by the defeated party.” 

Mr. Eccles, Jr., alleges that the referees 
held in all nine sessions, of which S. V. 
White, the Chairman, attended two, and 
J. W. Gilbert and C. M. Clancy seven each. 
The amounts due, according to Mr. Eccles, 
Jr., were, therefore, $50 to S. V. White, 
$175 to J. W. Gilbert, and $175 to C. M. 
Clancy. The referees, however, Mr. Eccles, 
Jr., declares, certified ‘‘ falsely and fraudu- 
lently’’ that they had held 120 sessions, 
and ‘‘ by this false and fraudulent means” 
succeeded in procuring from the cities (as 
the successful parties) the sum of $9,000 
($3,000 each.) 

“In other wards,’ Mr. Eccles, Jr., says, 
“the public’ Treasury has been robbed of 
$8,600, and the guilty parties are still at 
large and retain their plunder.” . 5 

The reporter for The New-York Times 
attempted to obtain from Mr. White some- 
thing more specific concerning his attitude 
toward the charge. oa 

“No,” he answered, smiling; “‘ what I 
have already said is sufficient.’

PRIZE FIGHT 


The Alert Police Getting Information About 
the Affair in the Thomas Jefferson 
Building. 


Police Superintendent Campbell of Brook- 
lyn has received from Capt. Campbell a re- 
port on the prize fight that took place 
Wednesday night on the stage in the 
Thomas Jefferson Building, the home of 
Brooklyn Democracy. 

Capt. Campbell reported that he personal- 
ly investigated, and found that there wag 
not a prize fight; that the engineer of the 
building told him there were about twen- 
ty-five men present, and that the contest 
was for points only, with five-ounce gloves, 
between two men who were employed in the 
building. The Captain said his informant 
told him that the contest lasted only fif- 
teen minutes; that there was no blood 
spilled, and that the contest was declared a 
draw by the referee. 

Capt. Campbell also @sserts that the en- 
gineer of the Thomas Jefferson Building de- 
clined to give him the names of the prin- 
cipals, the referee,.or any of those who 
were present. 

It is claimed in other quarters, however, 
that the fighters did not work in the build- 
ing, that they were good boxers, but an 
admission fee of $2. was charged to see the 
eontest, and that ‘* Rod’ McMahon refereed 


the fight. 

Police Superintendent: Campbell will cause 
a further investigation, and if he finds that 
it was in reality a prize fight, and not a 
little boxing contest between friends, he will 
try to have the principals, the referee, and 
the spectators apprehended.

Sugar Speculation Still on the In- 
crease.

VIGOROUS BUYING BY THE INSIDERS 


More Than Half the Capital Stock of 
the Company Traded In—A Net Ad- 
vance of Nearly 5 Points—The 


General List Also Higher. 


Speculation in Sugar was once more the 
overshadowing feature in the stock market 
yesterday. It was strong from the opening 
until the close of business, the highest 
price of the day being made just before the 
close. The first quotations were from % to 
1% points above Thursday’s closing, and the 
advance was well held. There were, of 
course, occasional recessions, but the in- 
siders continued to buy, noticeably in the last 
hour, with the result of a final net gain of 
4% points. The transactions footed up 188,- 
101 shares, against 170,842 shares on 
Wednesday, and 157,585 shares on Thursday. 
In the three days the total sales have been 
516,528 shares, or 141,528 more than the 
entire issue of common stock. 

No one pretended to give any reason for 
the upward movement in Sugar, other than 
the will of the insiders. Incidentally the 
tenor of the news from Washington indi- 
cating the improbability of any tariff legis- 
lation at this session of Congress was com- 
mented on as being favorable to the Sugar 
Trust, but no one explained the enormous 
buying of the stock on that ground. The 
promised statement from the managers of 
the combination, relative to its affairs, was 
not made; on the contrary, it was an- 
nounced that it would not be issued at this 
time. This determination was construed to 
mean that as the danger of Congressional 


action on tariff matters had been eliminated 
from the situation the managers had de- 


termined to save their ammunition for a 
more pressing occasion. There was very 
slight activity in the other industrials, but 
they were all materially higher. Chicago 
Gas was particularly well bought, and it 
closed strong at a gain of 1% points. Gen- 
eral Electric advanced 1% points, wuile 
Lead, Cordage, and Western Union each 
improved 14 points. 

A sharp covering movement in the Grang- 
ers resulted in advances in stocks comprising 
the group. St. Paul was in active demand, 
and sold up from 57% to 59%. The’ final 
price was 59%, a net gain of 1% points on 
sales of 57,670 shares. Burlington touched 
73, but closed at 72%, a net gain of % points, 
on sales of more than 21,500 shares. North- 
western and Rock Island were less active, 
but they closed 1% points and 1 point high- 
er, respectively. The advance was based on 
information from Washington, suggesting 
the probabilities of the repeal of the anti- 
pooling clauses of the Inter-State Commerce 
act. The improvement in the Grangers was 
reflected in the general list, which, with 
very few exceptions, was higher. 

Late in the afternoon the tone of the 
market was very firm. The taking of

THE STATE OF TRADE. 


Duns Review wili say to-day: 

It is difficult to detect any change in cur- 
rent biisiness. Prospects for business after 
Jan, 1 are quite generally considered more 
hopeful, in some branches there are larger 
orders, and the westbound shipments of 
merchandise are a little larger. But the 
working force naturally diminishes near the 
end of the year, and the holiday traffic 
brings just now a temporary activity which 
has not much general significance. The 
meeting of Congress, and the announcement 
of the new currency plan and of various 
bills proposed, have not affected the situa- 
tion; perceptibly. Payments for bonds have 
been completed without disturbance, but do 
not prevent the shipment of somé gold to 
Europe to-day. On the whole, agricultural 
products are scarcely stronger, and wages 
‘of labor do not advance, but there is reason 
to expect the employment of a somewhat 
larger working force after the holidays. 

The liabilities in failures for the last week 
of November were $2,088,407, against $2,904, - 
476 for the samé week last year, but the 
decrease was wholly in manufacturing lia- 
bilities, $427,644, against $1,675,027 last year, 
while tracing liabilities were $1,567,348 
against $1,208,449 last year.” For the four 
weeks of November the aggregate was 
$10,581,873, against $20,841,621 last year. 
The failures this week have been 385 in the 
United States, against 385 last year, and 40 
in Canada, against 42 last year. 

Bradstreet’s will say: 


At larger Eastern cities retail trade has 
assumed characteristics of the holiday sea- 
son. Demand from jobbers is mainly to fill 
out depleted stocks, and activity is mainly 
among retailers. An encouraging réport 
regarding the outlook is received from Bal- 
timore, but Boston, Buffalo, Pittsburg, and 
Philadelphia announce trade quiet, with 
the volume for November less than in 1893.

CHICAGO PRODUCE MARKETS. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 7.—In wheat to-day the 
tendency was lower, prices, however, keep- 
ing within a narrow range and being sup- 
ported in the main by holders of “ puts.” 
Much discussion arose over a rehash of 
consular reports from Frankfort, Paris, 
and Buenos Ayres, which touched upon the 
yields of the different countries represented 
and the imports or exports,as the case might 
be. Extracts from these reports appeared, 
under a Washington date, in one of the 
Chicago morning papers. The market was 
influenced weeks ago by the very same 
reports, yet it felt the effect again to-day, to 
the detriment of prices. The principal 
weakening factor, however, was the fail- 
ure of Liverpool to recognize the late recov- 
ery of American markets of yesterday, 
quotations from that leading English point 
being 144d lower at the opening. Large 
Northwestern receipts—716 cars—was an- 
other discouraging item. The opening was 
lower than yesterday’s close, by %c, and 
at no time during the session did prices 
succeed in passing the starting point on 
the up grade. Receipts at Chicago were 
74 cars, and 50,600 bushels were 
taken from store. Export clearances from 
the seaboard, including wheat and flour, 
aggregate 225,940 bushels. Continental mar- 
kets were all higher. May wheat opened 
from 60\%c to 59%c, declined to 595c, and 
closed at 59%@59%c, %@%c lower than yes- 
terday. Cash wheat was steady. Receipts 
at principal Western points, 595,437 bush- 
els; shipments, 26,800 bushels. Receipts at
